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THIS  compilation  was  Ijegun  in  May  1799,  arid  would  hare 
beeji  pwhii£hed  earlier  but  for  many  InteiTuptions  irom  offi- 
,cial  <!u{i^;t^t  admitted  not  of  poftponement. 

Its  e;KteQt,  iowoFer,  and  the  nature  of  fuch  a  woi4c,  neceflarily 
demanded  a  confiderable  portion  of  time  for  feleiftion  and  arrange- 
j^nent;  ?{md  altlxou^  a  perfon  not  Having  any  other  pM'ticular  em- 
ployment might  tK>t  find  iuch  a  performance  vciy  arduous,  this  work 
has,  m»  fefti  been  attended  with  no  triffling  labour  from  the  circum- 
ftanoesrof  the  times: — which  having  of  late  been  fuch  as  called  for 
•extraordinary  exertions  in  this  iettlement,  required  a  correfponding 
jpQCpjoaof  my  attention ;  and  this  is  mentioned  in  extewuation  of  any 
.inaccuracy  that  may  have  cfcaped  my  notice. 

As  the  woirk^Siffers  in  fome  points  from  any  that  I  am  acquainted 
.wi^hj  nit  will  be  neceflary  to  explain  its  arrangement,  which  it  is 
iliopedwill  be  fomid  fo  fimple  as  not  to  involve  any  bbfcurity,  ix 
vdijfficulty  ia  regard-  to  references. 

Tjhis  compilation;  is  divided  into  heyids,  which  arc  Jub-divide;d 
into  SECTIONS. — Under  each. HEAD  are  arranged  according  to  dates, 
.fuch  orders  as  feenied  appropriate;  and  each  wder,  or  in  fome  parts 
x«ach  {mall  portion  of  a  regulation,  forms  a  section — every  head  bc- 
^nning  with  :^sect  ion  i. 

trhe  HEARS  are  placed  alphabetically  and  numerically,  and  are 
<XLIV  in  number — their  defignation  and  contents  will  be  found 
immediately  alter  this  Preface — a  running  title  or  index  is  carried 
•though  the  wotk,  ^and  the  number  of  the  head  is  printed  in  large 
fQO^p  capitals  in  the  fnperiqr  angle  of  each  page — the  number  of 
the  section  is  indicated  by  figures  down  each  exterior  margin. — By 
thisi^cv^e,  numbering  the'pagcs  became  unncceflary — reference  being 
alwqf)^s  iixade.to  jibad  and  section. 

•As  a  deviation  from  eftablifhed  lifage,  if  unattended  with  ade- 
quate utility,  would  wear  In  appearance  of  afFe<ftation,  I  wifli  to  iftate 
^he  reafons  that  influenced  me  in  prefering  this  mode  of  arrangement. 
'The  orders  of  every  jieai>  are  now  brought  down  to  one  date; 
whereas  in  a  ps^ed  work  it  would  have  been  necdflary  to baveclofcd 
the  firft  head  before  the  fccond  commenced,  and  ihe  orders  of  the 
*}aft.  HEAD  only  could -be brought  to  the  lateft  date:  a  fupplementary 
iiBAD'muft  thereifore  ihave  comprized  all  the  orders  iflued  during  the 
iyhde  progrd^of  printk^  the-wark.-^Nor  would  anyothcr  mode  of 
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arrangement  have  admitted  tlie  employment  of  niore  jhan  one  pre(s, 
and  in  this  inflance  all  the  prefles  that  the  fettlement  afforded  have 
been  at  once  employed  on  different  heads  (each  head  being  diflin(fi:) 
unconneded  with  each  other,  and  the  work  thereby  printed  in  leis 
time  by  many  months  than  it  oihenvaj  s  could  have  been. 

Nor  is  it  at  all  inconvenient  in  regard  to  reference*— XY.  4.-r-(for 
inflance)  refering  to  head  XV.  section  4. — in  a  clofer  manner  than 
if  the  reference  had  been  to  the  page,  containing,  with  ten-  others, 
the  order  or  SECTION  pointed  to.  ' 

Where  orders  are  very  long,  fuch  as  a  feries  of  flanding  orders  and 
regulations  for  a  public  department,  and  which  were  when  publifhed 
divided  into  articles,  the  clofe  reference  to  head,  section,  and  ar- 
ticle, is  preferved  in  the  Index,  in  a  manner  explained  in  a  note 
prefixed  to  it — An  improvement  in  the  conflnidion  ot  the  Index 
occured  at  a  period  too  late  foradoption,  but  on  any  future  occafion 
it  may  be  applied,  and  it  is  pointed  out  in  the  lafl  paragraph  of  this, 
pre&ce. 

Throughout  the  whole  of  the  work  references  are  made 'to  cor- 
responding, or  confirroing,  or  repeating  or  contradidory  ordersr—^ 
and  where  as  originally  pubUfhed  a  reference  was  niade  tpany  former 
order  by  its  date,  it  is  refcred-  to  by  HEAD.and  section  in  the 
margin,  and  can  be  turned  to  in  a  moment. 

Every  order,  faving  fuch  as  may  have  efcaped  my  refearch,  which 
I  hope  are  few,  and  believe  none,  publiilied  in  any  way  to  the  army 
iince  the  year  1750  inclufive,  beyond  which  date  it  was  found  unr 
neceflary  to  feek,  and  not  obfelete  or  fubfequently  countermanded, 
will  be  found  arranged  under  the  appropriate  head  ,  accordipg  to 
priority  of  date-— none  are  indeed  retained  of  the  earliefl  period  men- 
tioned; for  although  fome  may  be  ftill  in  force,  they  have  been  fince 
repeated  in  better  language  and  form,  and  the  repetition  only  ha§ 
been  extraded. 

As  the  date  of  orders  is  with  many  a  principal  guide,  the  year  in 
which  they  were  iffued  is  confpicuously  detached  in  the  outer  margin; 
this,  with  the  numerous  references  as  noted  in  a  preceding  para- 
graph, and  the  very  copious  Index  prefixed  to  the  work,  will  I 
think  enable  any  one,  who  may  have  beflowed  a  quarter  of  an  hoiir 
occafionally  in  noticing  the  arrangement  or  claffmg  of  the  sections, 
to  find  any  required  order  in  lefs  than  a  minnte — -indeed  in  moft 
cafes  I  think  it  will  at  once  be  pointed  out. 

It  is  not  therefore  i  trufl,  prefuming  too  much  to  fay  that  fuchia 

work  muft  be  of  extenfive  utility — it  muft  indeed  be  ufefiil  in  proJ 

portion  to  the  labour  of  refearch^' accuracy^  of  feledioin,  and /kill  in 
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Ill 


.  arrangement — ^there  can  be  but  one  opinion  on  that  point,  ancf 
ihoulda  fraall  portion  of  judgement  only  have  been  exerted,  ftill  fo 
far  the  labour  of  others  is  abriged  by  facilitating  reference  to,  and 
knowledge  of,  what  every  officer  in  the  army,  and  others  conneded 
therewith,  have  frequent  occafion  to  refer  to^  and  a  permanent, 
neceility  of  knowing. 

Several  {landing  orders  of  the  garrifon  require  officers  not  only  to 
feek.  and  underfland  the  orders  that  have  been  iffued,  but  to  keep 
copies  of  them — See  XIV.  13. — Officers  at  the  Prcfidency  by  turn- 
ing over  and  extra<9:ing  fnwn  many  fcores  of  volumes  in  the  public 
offices,  may  obtain  fuch  knowledge;  but  to  thofe  at  out  ftations  it 
Avasimprafii  cable — The  refearch  has  now  ceafed  to  be  laborious — the 
knowledge  is  moft  eafily  attainable: — to  defire  it  is  indeed  fufficient; 
and  an  officer  undtfirous  of  being  acquainted  with  the  rules  and 
ufages  of  a  fcryice  forming  fo  confiderable  a  portion  of  his  duty,  is 
abfolutelyundcfcrvrng  the  name  and  filuation — of  fuch,  in  the  Bom- 
hay  Army,  it  is  believed  there  are  few  indeed. 

The  ufefulnefs  pr  otherwifeof  the  orders  compofing  this  or  any 
iimilar  compilation,  doth  not  in  fa<SI:  conftitute  the  ufefulnefsor  other- 
wife  pt  the  work — it  is  enough  that  fuch  orders  are  in  iorce  to  re- 
quire knowledge  of  and  obedience  to  them — an  officer  is  fubjeft  to 
cenfure  in  default  of  obedience,  and  ought  therefore  to  obtain  the 
knowledge  needful  to  avoid  it. 

Much  confederation  was  required  in  claffing  fo  many  hundred  or- 
ders as  this  compilation  comprizes  under  fo  kw  as  forty  or  fifty 
HEADS,  and  fome  perhaps  may  think  that  the  heads  are  not  judici- 
oufly  chofen,  or  in  fome  inftances  the  sections  not  judicioufly 
placed — In  claffing  an  order,  where  its  tenor  doth  not  obvioufly  dic- 
tate its  place,  I  have  endeavoured  to  confider  under  which  head  a 
perfbn  recoUeding  its  general  tendency  would  be  moft  likely  to  feek 
it,  and  Ibch  confideration  has  guided  ine  in  its  arrangement. 

Orders  frequently,  even  fhort  ones,  apply  fo  equally  to  feveral 
HEADS,  that  it  is  difficult  to  fay  which  is  really  the  moft  appropri- 
ate— a  perfon  feeking  might  not  [>erhaps  firft  look  for  a  required  or- 
der under  the  head  I  have  chofen  for.it,  and  to  have  entered  it  undei: 
all  its  applicable  headings  would  have  fwelled  the '  work  to  an 
unreaioQable  and  unnecefTary  bulk,  and  compreffion  has  been  at- 
tended to  as  much  as  poffible. 

But  as  a  ready  reference  to  any  required  order  is  of  the  firfl  im- 
portance in  fuch  compilations  as  this,  the  articles  in  the  Index, 
whence  references  are  made  to  the  orders,  are  very  numerous  indeed, 
and  an  order  k  pointed  to  from  any  one  to  which  it  can  apply — This 
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copious  plan,  csmbinecl  vvkh  the  freqnent  Teferenccs  in  the  body  oF 
the  work  to  correfponding  orders,  will,  it  is  hoped,  not  only  mater- 
ially expedite  refcarch,  but  by  giving  a  general  idea  in  the  way  of  a 
compendium  or  code,  do  away  any  disadvantages  tbat  may  be  fup» 
pofed  to  have  arisen  from  difficulty  or  ^ant  of  judgement  ip  the 
arrangement. 

Endeavouring  thus  to  evade  or  prevent .  objedlions,  I  beg  to 
obferve  that  I  am  not  unaware  that  fomc  may  be  made;  bi|t 
I  beg  alfo  to  be  allowed  the  remark  that  an  objedion  ftartuig  from 
a  half  formed  or  fcantilyronfideied  idea  is  likely  to  be  not  altogether 
juft — I  muft  neceffarily  have  given  a  great  deal  of  time -and  atten- 
tion to  this  work,  and  the  laboured  operation  of  an  uniderftanding 
Ordinarily  gifted  is  likely  to  produce  greater  approximation  to  gen- 
eral accuracy  than  the  haftily  formedjudgementof  a  cafual  obferver; 
although  he  be  of  iuch  defcription  as  to  be  capable cof  exceeding 
-greatly  any  thing  this- work  may  have  to  boaft  were  he  dis^ofed  t0 
devote  the  requifite  portion  of  pains  and  time  in  the  effort. 

All  objediMis,  however,  with  which  I  may  be  favoured,  Ihall  be 
candidly  confidered,:and.asfarasiie.inmy  power,  correctively  ap- 
plied. 

What  I  originally' intended  to  perform  was  to  t:ompile  every  order 
iilued  within  half  a  century,  that  remained  in  force,  operating  in  any 
way  on  the  duty  or  expenditure  of  the  Bombay  Army — In  doing  rfii?, 
II  did  not  deem  myfelf  at  liberty  to  reje^  any  order  from  being  merely 
a  repetition  of  one  before  iflued,  for  fuch  repetition  in  fa<Sl  gave  ad- 
ditional potency  to  the  original  order — aware,  however,  that  many 
fuch,  as  well  as  obfelete  or  forgotten,  although  not  regularly '>:Coun- 
tcrmanded  orders,  could  well  be  difpenfed  with,  and  that  the  reduc- 
tion of  the  work  in  bulk  would  amply  compenfate  their  abfence,  1 
took  the  liberty  of  fuggefting,  when  laying  the  work  before  Govern- 
ment in  Auguft  1800,  the  appointment  of  a  revifing  committee, 
Compofed  of  officers,  who  from  charader  andHtuation  might'.be  fup- 
pofed  bell  acquainted  with  the  forms  and  eftablifhed  ufagcs-of  the 
fervice,  to  examine  the  work,  and  recommend  fuch  abridgements 
and  alterations  as  appeared  judicious. 

The  committee  was  accordingly  appointed,  armed  with  authority 
that  no  individual  would  affiimeor  accept,  and  after  feveral  months 
patient  and  almoft  daily  dv^liberation,  returned  the  copy  to  Govern- 
ment.— Exclufive  of  many  partially  omitted,  upwards  of  three  hun- 
dred orders,  from  being  either  mere  repetitions  or  from  lapfo  of  time 
and  change  of  circumftince  forgotten  and  ufelefs,  were  entirely 
left  out.r—To  raanyi  of  the .  repetitions,  {^hich  althou^  omitted    are 
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notthereby  refcinded,  but  muft  be  confidered  neverthelefs  in  force)  I 
have  refered  by  date;  as  feme  officers  may  perhaps  d^fire  cccafi- 
onaliy  to  turn  to  them-— exatnpks  of  fiich  reiercnces  will  be  fccn  int 
HEAD  XXIIL  sFXTioNs  i68.  lyi.  i88.  i^Q.  196.'— Former 
regulations  althou^  abrogated  by  later  are  cccaiicnally  refcrcd  to 
—See  Vin.  22. 

The  committee  alfo  fuggefted  transfers  of  orders  from  one  head 
to  another,  and  other  improvements  that  were  of  ccurfc  adopted.— 
To  this  work,  therefore,  under  fuch  circumftances,  I. am  emboldened 
to  befpeak  more  rtfped:  and  confidence  than  would  be  becoming 
were  it  the  produce  folely  of  my  own  hand. 

The  appointment  of  the  committee,  and  the  orders  of  Government 
on  the  fubjedt  of  the  diftribution,  price,  8cc.  of  this  compilation,  on 
receiving  the  revifed  copy  (which  was  the  third  I  had  maide  before  I 
could  be  fatisfied  with  my  rfiare  of  the  work,  and  from  which  the 
printing  was  done)  will  be  found  under  XX  VIII.  1.9.  21. 

With  very  few  exceptions  nothing  has  found  a  place  in  this  com- 
pilation but  what  has  actually  been  publifhed  to  the  army  either  in 
General  Orders,  or  in  the  Standing  Orders  and  Regulations  of  Go- 
rernment ;  and  the  latter  having  been  ftamped  with  the  autliority  of 
Government  in  General  Orders,  are  in  faft  eq^jiivalent  thereto — Some 
orders,  therefore,  that,  from  change  of  circumftances  fince  they  were 
firft  iffued,  required  modification  to  adapt  them  to  prefcnt  ufage, 
have  been  duly  amended  in  the  printed  Orders  and  Regulations  for 
conducting  military  expenditure,  publifhed  by  colonel  Kerr.,  mili- 
tary auditor  general ;  and  on  fuch  authority  1  have  admitted  the 
amendment— noticing  however  the  autbority  on  which  it  has  beea 
done,  leaft  anv  one  comparing  the  orders  in  this  wock  with  the  ori- 
ginal record  in  the  order  book,  and  not  adverting  to  fuch  amend- 
ment, might  be  led  to  apprehend  an  unauthorized  interpolation  or  a 
dete<9:ion  of  inaccuracy— See  XVL  28.— -and  XL  I.  21. 

The  few  exceptions  mentioned  in  the  beginning  of  the  laft  para- 
graph are  forms  of  papers  in  head  XLI.  procured  from  the  adjutant 
general's  oiiice;  a  ready  reference  to  which  may  often  be  defireableto 
ftafF  and  other  officers,  who  may  not  otherwise  have  forms  of  official 

papers  at  band. 

Very  few,  if  any,  orders  bave  been  retained  merely  of  a  temporary- 
nature,  or  any  refering  to  an  individual  only,  except  where  they  re- 
gulate the  pay,  orfome  point  connected  with  a  department  or  office. 

The  notes  interfperfed,  of  reference  and  explanation,  cannot  be  con- 
founded with  the  orders,  as  they  are,  when  not  detached,  printed  in 
italics,  and  are  marked  as  by  the  compiler'— fuch  notes  it  is  hoped 
may  not  prove  ufelefs  or  uninterefting.  In 
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vi  P,  R  E  F  A  C  E. 

In  tliis  as  well  as  in  other  points  I  have  deviated  from  the  path 
purfued  by  others  in  fimilar  undertakings — the  only  one  indeed  that 
occurs  to  me  of  equal  extent  is  major  Grace's  code  of  Bengal  Military 
regulations;  a  work  doubtlefs  of  great  labour  and  confefTed  utility. 

Major  Grace  ccnfiders  his  index  as  the  code,  and  the  orders  to 
which  it  refers  as  an  appendix — I  do  not  fay  that  my  plan  is  better 
than  his — my  having  adopted  it  is  a  proof  merely  that  I  think  fo— 
major  Grace's  work  as  appears  by  his  preface  coft  him  the  labour 
of  four  years,  and  his  application  and  pcrfeverance  are  well  and  duly 
known  and  appreciated — the  first  volume  of  his  valuable  work  is  very 
fcarce  even  in  Bengal,  and  will  doubtlefs  foon  be  re-edited. 

This  work  did  not  fortunately  demand  fuchtoil,  although  evidently 
the  labour  and  refearch  in  its  execution  cannot  have  been  light—— 
lightened  it  has  been,  by  the  cheering  hope  and  convidion  that  I 
was  rendering  a  fervice  to  the  army  to  which  from  fo  early  a  period 
of  my  life  I  have  had  the  honor  to  belong,  and  in  whofe  honor  and 
reputation  not  to  feel  a  ftrong  interefl  would  argue  an  unufual  degree 
of  apathy. 

The  charader  and  reputation  of  an  army  can  be  upheld  only  by 
discipline — discipline  refults  from  a  knowledge  of  and  attention  to 
orders  and  regulations — facilitating  the  acquifition  of  fuch  know- 
ledge, and  end-avouring  to  attra^  a  due  attention,  cannot,  I  perfuade 
myfelf,  be  an  undertaking  otherwise  than  praiseworthy — this  I  have 
effayed — fuccefs  cannot  but  amply  repay  me. 

Officers  employed  in  the  active  duties  of  their  profefHon  may  not 
have  opportunities  of  keeping  this  compilation  complete  by  theoc- 
cafional  addition  of  orders  as  ifTued,  and  a  revised  edition  will  be  de- 
firable  in  fix  or  eight  or  fewer  years — from  having  more  leifure,  I 
propofe  while  I  may  remain  at  the  Prefidency  to  keep  my  copy  com- 
plete, by  the  infertion  of  orders  as  they  come  out — by  which  when  a 
revifed  edition  may  be  required  it  will  be  eafily  compiled — fhould 
any  other  be  deflrous  of  the  task,  or  be  defired  to  perform  it,  fuch 
complete  copy  fhall  be  entirely  at  his  command. 

In  that  event  I  will  here  explain  the  improvement  that  might 
liave  been  made  in  the  index,  as  mentioned  in  a  former  paragraph— 
I  would  recommend  the  clofe  mode  of  reference  to  head,  section, 
and  ARTICLE  or  paragraph  in  fbme  inftances  where  I  have  not  pre- 
ferved  it,  and  in  a  different  manner  where  I  have — Some  orders  take 
up  more  than  a  page,  and  fuch  were  in  general  numbered  by  para- 
graphs when  originally  publifhed — to  fuch  paragraphs  therefore  I 
would  feparately  refer  within  brackets  thus,  XXXV.  117.  (25.) 
that  is  to  HEAJJ  XXXV.  section  117.  paragraph   25, — To  the

ar'-icles  of  a  feries  of  Standing  Orders  and  Regulations,  I  would  alfo 
refer  enclofed  in  brackets — for  althouorh  generally  in  the  index  the 
reference  in  the  mode  adopted  is  fufticicntly  diiiind:,  in  fome  few 
inftances  it  is  not — XLIII.  2.  xxiii.  i:>  fufHcicntly  clear,  but  XLIII. 
I.  II.  is  not,  from  the  circumilar.cc  of  the  fmali  capital  i.  and  the 
figure  I.  being  in  types  the  fame  or  very  nearly  the  fame — the  laft  re- 
ference, therefore,  whether  to  head  XLIII.  sections  i.  and  ii. — or 
to  HEAD  XLIIL  SECTION  I.  ARTICLE  II.  is  iiot  difceinablc — makini; 
it  XLIII.  I.  (ri.)  diftinguiflies  it  at  once. 

It  may  be  necefTary  to  turn  to  the  index  and  its  note  prefixed  and 
the  fe<9:ions  refered  to,  to  unaerftand  fully  thislafl  paragraph,  which 
indeed  interefts  only  thofe  who  dcfire  minute  accuracy,  or  v/ho  may 
undertake  ibmc  work  of  a  fimilar  nature.

Regulations/or  the  Military  ♦  Auditor  General,  by  which  he  is  to  be  guid^ 

ed  in  the  audit  of  the  dijbursements  of  the  army,  both  of  established  and 

contingent  charges^  and  which  regulations  are  to   be  obeyed  as  trders  by 

zvhoTfisoever  they  may  concern. 

tft.  'It  muft  be  an  undeviating  principle  conftantly  imprefled  on  the 

tnind  of  the  auditor  general,  that  it  is  hisduty  to  be  a  difintereded  and 

impartial  expounder  of  the  orders  of  government  which    relate  to  his

2d.  The  military  auditor  general  fs  tinder  the  immediate  orders  of

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ments  wMch  had  formerly  been  paflcd — On  Tuch  occafipns,  inti- 
mations thereof  are  prepared  in  the  fame  manner  as  when  the  retrench- 
ments are  made  on  the  firft  audit  of  an  account ;  and  it  is  not  to  be  coti-^ 
fidercd  as  an  authority  for  continuing,  and  uUimately  pafhng,  an  unfanc- 
tioned  charge,  becaufe  fuch  charge  may  have  efcapcd  the  notice  of 
the  paymallcr,  at  the  lime  of  making  the  payment,  or  the  department  of 
audit  in  the  examination  of  the  accounts.  U^on  the  principle  of  equity, 
all  miftakes  are  to  be  rcflified  when  difcovered,  if  poffible;  a  practice 
which  appears  to  have  been  (very  properly)  obferved  by  the  auditor 
general,  in  inftances  in  favour  of  officers,  where  the  Ihort  drawirig  has 
not  been  ascertained  for  fome  years  even  after  payment  of  the  abftraft. 

Such  of  the  regulations  for  the  military  auditor  general's  office  as, 
on  its  inftitution  in  1789,  were  deemed  neccffary  for  the  information  of 
the  officers  of  the  army  and  the  paymafters,  iho*  not  printed,  were 
iffued  in  government  and  general  orders  under  thegth  of*  November 
in  that  year,  and  they  are  now  again  publifhed  for  the  exprefs  purpose 
of  having  u  clearly  underftood,  through  what  tchanncl^  and  by  what 
procefs^  all  quettions  and  difference  of  opinion  tthalvcan  arife,  on  the 
score  of  orders,  regarding  the  eftablidied  pay  and  allowance  to  the 
army^-are  to  be  determined.  From  the  complexion  of  fome  appeaU  from 
audits,  which  the  honorable  the  Governor  in  Council  has  had  fub- 
mitted  to  him,  he  confiders  it  particularly  in  point  and  incumbent  to 
preface  the  prefent  publication,  by  obfcrying,  from  the  tcilimony  of 
the  public  records,  that  the  principle  enjoined  by  the  firfl  rule  laid 
down  for  the  auditor  general's  guidance  (as  hereafter  entered)  appears 
has  been  mod  conscientiouUy  obferved  by  that  officer;  whofeoccafionall 
reports  and  ftatcTrtents  to  government,  have  been  alfo  uniformly  mark- 
ed by  the  utmoft  candour,  accompanied  by  every  degree  of  delicacy, 
confident  with  the  duties  of  the  important  public  trufl  repofed  in  him, 
in  fuch  nrjannera%  with  fcrupulous  attention  to  the  fair  claims  of  indi- 
viduals, to  have  conltantly  4>rought  forward  to  the  notice  of  govern- 
ment, whatever  has  come  within  hislcnowledge  (and  he  has  had  roafou 
to  conclude  was  not  previously  known  at  the  board)  of  a  tendency  to 
account,  either  wholly  or  in  part,  as  far  as  the  circumftances  of  each 
cafe  would  admit,  for  fuch  deviations  as  have  borne  the  appearance  of 
proceeding  from  unavoidable  neceffiiy  or  accident;  and  when,  from 
the  fpirit  and  exprefs  letter  of  his  own  inftru6lions,  he  has  not  been  at 
liberty  to  allow  the  operation  of  fuch  circumftances  in  his  official  de- 
cifions,  in  the  firft  inttance.

that  you  arc  aliowed-ihe  Turn  of  rupees  1000  per  month  in  full  foi 
clerks  &c.  office  ellablifhment. — I  am  alfo  direSed  to  inform  you  that 
this  is  exclufively  as  auditor  general,  and  in  no  way  to  affeft  the  pay- 
ments to  vou  in  virtue  of  your  army   rank^  as  ordered  by  the    hoiioc- 
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able  con\pany  in  their  letterof  the  2ift  November  1787,  and  which  ap- 
pears to  be  their  meaning  in  the  letter  you  have  adverted  to.

fame  as  if  the  charges  were  in  their  nature  excepnonable,"yet  extreme 
inconvenience  has  been  experienced  "in  the  military  auditor  general's 
office,  and  the  other  principal  offict:s  of  the  public  accounts  at  tlie  pre- 
Cdcncy,  and  difappointment  rifl;ed  in  iranfmiiliou  of  the  annual  books 
and  ftatements  for  England  by  unaccountable  del')ys  in  jjrcfcnting  dif- 
burfement  accounts,  bills,  and  abllraQs  for  military  payments  and  fer- 
vices;  and  alfo  by  fucb  inaccuracies   in  difburfement  accounts  as  pre- 
clude the  poflibility  of  entering  their  proper  amount  on   the  books  of 
the  year  to  which  they  relate,  and  thereby  caufing  the  faid  books  and 
ftatements  to  be  materially  defeSive  in  the  information  they  are  inten- 
ded to  convey. — The   honorable   the  Governor  in   Council  has  been 
pleafed  to  direft  that  the  aforefaid  orders  be  re-publifhed,  with  this  ad- 
ditional intimation,  that  in  the  event  of  fuch  inflancesof  negledof  duty 
and  difobedience  of  orders,  as  he  has  lately  had  before  him  in  matters 
above  adverted  to,  appearing  again,  the  parties  offending  will  not  only 
forfeit  the  amount  of  their  bills  or  abftratts,  but  the  fubjeft  will  be  like- 
wife  noticed  in  fuch  other  manner  as  the  nature  of  the  cafe  may  feem 
to  require. 

It  is  therefore  to  be  confideredas  a  (landing  rule  from  the  date  of 
the  publication  of  the  prefcnt  notification  at  the  feveral  ftations  in  the 
army,  that  alt  claims  on  the  honorable  company  which  are  not  given 
in  and  prcfented  for  payment  within  the  prefcnbed  periods  (it  being 
hereby  declared  that  contingent  bills  (hould  not  be  later  in  being  fub- 
milted  to  the  proper  authority,  than  eight  days  after  the  expiration  of 
the  month)  Oral  I  be  altogether  rejefted,  unlefs  the  party  or  parties 
therein  interested  (liall  obtain,  on  a  reprefentation  ofiheir  refpeCiive 
cafes,  an  order  from  government  for  the  admi(non  of  their  claims.

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Dcftincd  for  a  military  life  where  honor  is  the  great  objcft  to  be  kept 
in  view,  a  profefljon  requiring  more  rcquifues  than  any  other  on  earth  to 
lead  to  any  excellence,  the  gentlemen  cadets  muft  know  that  fo  dcfirabic 
anobjc6t  can  only  be  attained  by  ftudy  and  praftice^  their  conduct  at  all 
times  (hould  be  orderly  and  obedient;  they  muft  know  that  tbofc  who  look 
forward  to  being  well  obeyed,  (hould  chemfclvcs  (hew  a  prompt  obedi- 
ence to  all  lawful  commands  ;  a  proper  fenfc  of  this  the  major  genera'  trufls 
will  induce  the  utmoft  regularity  at  Vcrfovah. 

The  governor  in  council  is  pleafed  to  grant  to  each  cadet  the  pay  and 
allowances  of  an  enfign,  and  major  Morris  will  take  care  to  make  their 
melTing  and  fixed  expenceskeep  v/ithin  their  income. 

At  re^'iclle  beating  the  cadets  arc  to  turn  out  for  cxcrcifc  at  which  they 
are  to  continue  an  hour  and  half  if  the  weather  permits — at  troop  beating 
(8  o'clock)  they  arc  to  breakfaft,  at  nine  o'clock  they  commence  their 
bufintfs  with  their  moonfliees — the  time  they  arc  to  contioue  10  be  regu- 
lated by  major  Morris. 

At  two  the  drum  for  dinner  beats — from  thence  till  five,  when  they  turn 
out  by  beat  of  drum  forcxercife,  the  major  will  direft  their  ftudies— on 
retreat  beating  they  are  to  be  ditmiffed — at  fcvcn  to  have  their  luppcr  or 
cca,  and  at  tattoo  beating  to  go  to  bed. 

The  major  will  feled  from  among  the  cadets  fometo  a*^  as  officers  who 
are  to  be  anfwerabic  for  the  orders  being  obeyed.     He  will  take    them  by 
uins  for  this  duty. 

When  the  major  reports  a  gentleman  cadet  fit   for  public  examination, 
major  general  Nicolls  will  order  one  to  take  place,  when  if  the  young  gen- 
leman  fecms  qualified  he  will  recommend  him  to  the  hon'ble  the  gover- 
nor in  council  for  a  commiflion.

Tfpilations  publijlud  in  July  1793- 

It  mud  be  obfcrved  as  a  Handing  *  rej^ulaiion  with  refpcft  to  na- 
tive corp^,  that  (inftead  of  computing  the  olF  reckonings  of  all  the  corps 
fiom  the  number  of  elL8ive  on  the  leturn  of  each  month,  added  to- 
gether at  the  end  of  each  official  year,)  credit  be  given  to  the  off-reck- 
oning fluids  ofthofe  corps,  for  the  fixed  ettablilhinent  on  the  30th 
of  April;  and  with  rcfpc6i  to  the  corps  of  curopeans,  that  the  off-reck- 
onings be  computed  to  the  effc^flives  or>ly  on  the  3oih  of  April:  thus 
luLftitutiyig  an  annual  coinputaii^)n   in  lieu  of  a  monthly  one. 

The  (>ff-reckonings  due  to  euiopean  invalids  mufl  be  afcertained  in 
the  fame  manner  as  the  off-reckoiuiigs  due  to  the  effective  europeans, 

Jf  a  battalion  is  (o  deficient  in  numbers,  that  a  iefs  qumtitv  of  do- 
thing  is  provided  than  is  wanted  lor  the  eliablifhment,  the  off- reckon- 
ing fund  mud  nut  have  credit  for  more  than  the  ffoppages  of  the  ef- 
fedivef. 

The  commander  in  chief  will  order  a  committee  to  affemble  annual- 
>}/»  lo'feitle  and  adjuft  the  off-reckoning  fund^  who  mult  fubmit  their

The  clothing  mud  be  delivered  every  year  to  the  troops  on  the  ift  of 
November,  and  purchafed  from  the  annual  fioppages  made  to  the  30th 
April  preceding. 

The  committee  of  officers  appointed  annually  to  infpcft  the  clothing 
before  it  is  received  from  ihecontraflor,  nriud  controul  him  both  to  aU 
certain  that  the  clothing  is  equal  to  the  mufters  that  have  been  approve 
ed  by  the  commander  in  chief,  and  alio  to  the  f  accuracy  of  the  ac- 
counts, the  company  muil  not  be  put  to  any  cxpence  in  clothing  the 
army  beyond  the  eftabliihed  difference  between  the  full  and  neit  pay 
of  the  troops.

C.  G.  O.  21^  January.     M.  C.  ^Sth  January.']     Refolvcd,  that  the 
co^iputaiion  for  the  off-reckoning  fund  for  the  native  corps  be  formed 
asai  prefent  for  the  fixed  eftablifliment,  and  the  european  corps  and 
invalids  for  the  effeftive  Ilrcngth^  on  the  30th  of  April  of  each  year,  in 
order  that   the  army  may  be  completely  clt)thed  and  appear   uniform; 
but  as  fomc  corps  may  be  deficient  in  their  edabiidiment  ai  the  time  the 
clothing  is  delivereJ,  the   adjutant  general   is  direftcd  to   fuinifh   his 
annual  indent  on  the  ift  of  May  of  each  year  to  the  contraQor,  for  the 
probable  number  that   clothing  will  be  required  for  at  the  enfuing  de- 
livery,  and   that   he   be  direfted  to  furnilh  the  contra£lor  on  the  ift  of 
November  following  with  a  fecond  indent,  (hewing  the  aflual  number 
wanted,  which  is  to  regulate   the  delivery   of  clothing   to  be   made  to 
corps  as  well  as  the  contrador  in  framing  his  charges — From  the  adop- 
tion of  theie  rules,  no  corps  can  in  future    have   furplus  clothing   in 
charge;  and  fo  long  as  the  native  corps  of  infantry  continue  under  the 
fixed  eliabiilhmeni  on  the  day  the  clothing  is  delivered,  the  off-reckon- 
ing fund  will  have  ample  means  to  dilcharge  any  arrears  of  clothing  mo- 
ney due  todifcharged  foldiers,or  to  the  heirs  of  thedeceafed.  But  (hould 
the  native  infantry  be  complete  to  the  fixed  eftablifhment  on  the  ift  of 
November,  to  guard,  under  fuch  circuroftances,againft  all  plea  of  event- 
ual hardlhip  to  any  party  or  parties,    it  is  further  provided — that  whilft 
the  native  commiffioned  officers,  european  or  native  non-commiflioned 
oificers,  and  privates,  difcharged  the  fervicc,  or  the  heirs  of  parties  de- 
ceaft!d,  poffcffrng  claims  on   the  off-reckoning  fund  for  arrears  of  clo- 
thing money,  are  to  receive  their  due  as  heretofore  at  the  pay  olfice, 
yet  in  order  that   the  fund  may  not  be  debited  twice  on  that  account^ 
by  a  payment  in  cafh  to  calualiies  and  a  fupply  of  clothing  to  thofe  who 
lucceed,   the  payrnafter  is  to  furniOi  the  adjutant  general  annually  on 
ill  of  November  with  the  amount  thus  paid  on  account  of  every  corps 
in  the  fervice,  and  for  what  ranks,  up  to  the  31ft  of  October  precedingt 
v/hich  is  to  be   feni  by  him  to  the  contraQor,  to  be  deduQed  from  his 
charges,  when  a  (hort  delivery  of  clothing  is  to  be  made  to  corps  equal 
in^alue  to  that  amount,  which  muft  be  fpecified  in  the  contractor's  ac- 
counts for  the  inlormacion  of  the  committee,  that  affembles  annually^ 
for  the  aJjuftment  of  the  off-reckoning  fund.

General  Stuart,  in  order  to  correO,  and  prevent  mifappnehenficMis 
of  this  nature,  thinks  it  neceflary  u>  publiOi  to  the  army  that  every  of« 
fence  committed  by  military  men  is  cognizable  by  martial  law,  excepi 
in  fuch  cafes,  for  crimes  of  ^a  capital  nature,  as  are  particularly  fpeci— 
fied  in  the  articles  of  war,  where  it  is  d'ure£ied  tbat^they  (bail  be; delive- 
red over  to  the  civil  power« 

G.O. — C  Cg/A  feine^ry.^  An  orderly  havaldaur  to  be  immediately 
vfent  to  the  judge  advocate,  and  in  futtire  whenever  the  ftffembly  of  a  k« 
neral  court  martial  at  the  prefidency  is  publilhed  in  orders,  ibc  native 
corp5  that  furnifhes  the  detail  for  garrifon  duty,  will  immedi^ely  fend 
an  orderly  havaldaur  to  that  officer,  and.be  continued  umil  thecoori 
tnartial  is  diflblved. 

G.  0.  6th  March.  M.  C.  slk  March.]  Rcfolved  that  the  extnt 
allowance  of  7.9  Rupees  per. month  granted  by  the  minutes  of  council 
of  the  9th  February  1796  to  the  garrifon  furgeon  at  the  prefidency  (or 
attendenceon  the  dutch  officers  then  prifoners  of  war  be  abolifbed,  and 
that  in  lieu  thereof  furgeon^  having  charge  of  prifoners  be  aothorifed 
to  draw  the  allowances  ellabliflied  by  the  medical  regulations  pixbliih<» 
ed  under  the  ^d'of  Auguft  1798^  This  rule  is  alfo  to  baveeSedfrom 
the  date  of  the  laft  payment  upon  the  aforefaid  mirviitei  of  councB  of 
February  1796. 

G.  0.  tith  April  M.  C.  gth  April.']  Refolved  also,  thai  the 
commander  in  cheifs  order  of  the  9th  ultimo,  eftablifiiiog  an  allowr 
ance  fpr  the  prilbners  of  war,  (natives)  of  one  feer  of  rice  and  two  pice 
a  man  per  day  be  confirmed. 

G.  O.  i^th  December.  M.  €•  ijih  Decemier.']  Refolved,  in  comfit 
deration  to  the  extended  duties  of  the  judge  advocate  in  Malabar, 
which  now  embraces  the  lately  acquired  province  of  Canara,  that  he  be 
allowed,  the  full  bat]a  of  his  regimental  rank,  and  ihe  field  eftahli(h«- 
ment  which  the  fame  officer  to  the  late  army  received  in  liea  of  all 
cbargcs;.tbe  pay  ofthp  appointment  renwining  the  -fame. 

The  full  battel  however  to  be  drawn  only  whenbeisa^^aUy  employ^ 
ed,  and  during  the  period,  the  jniliiary.Jaw  may  continue  in  force  i« 
Canara. 

G.  O. —  C:  C.[  2d  January.']  In-order  to  bbviate  the  inconveniency 
that  arifes  to  the  officers  occaficnally  officiating  as  judge  advocate,  in 
not  knowing  .from  what  period  they  have  a  right  to  draw  the  ufual  al- 
lowance which-  they  are  rntitlcd  K>  on  that  account,  the  commanded 
fn  chief  finds  it  neceflfary  to  publifh  for  their  information,  that  the  pe- 
riod for  which  they  will  be  allowed  10  draw  the  allowance,  while  offi- 
ciating in  that  caf^aciiy^  is  from  the  day  the  general  court  martial  as- 
fetnbles  until'ihe  day  the  officers  compofingit  are.direded  in  orders  to 
return  to  their  duty.

iation  in  the  ftafffay  ♦  tohle  as  contained  in  the  remark  letter  P,  as  thai  re 
guiation  is  applicable  on  feld  Jervtct^  or  in  fituations  where  there  is  net  an 
officer  holding  the  eftablifoed  appointment  of  judge  advocate. 

Gar.  0.  y:>th  September.']  A  guard  confifting  of  one  fubaltcrrt,  one  fcr- 
jcant,  one  corporal,  and  fifteen  privates,  from  the  regiment  quartered 
on  Colaba  to  mount  over  the  French  prifoners  tomorrow  morning  at 
fcvcn  o'clock,  and  to  be  daily  relieved  by  art  equal  number-— -The  of- 
ficer to  be  particularly  canCful  to  give  the  ftricleft  charge  to  the  fen- 
tries  that  none  of  the  priforters  pafs  beyond  the  limits  marked  by  the 
light  houfe  and  the  cantonments,  one  only  excepted,  who  is  permitted 
by  government  to  go  to  town  every  day  between  Pjnrife  and  funfet— 
The  officer  is  to  fend  a  written  report  to  the  commandant  of  the  garri 
fon  every  morning  when  relieved,  in  which  he  wiU  infert  every  thing 
extraordinary  that  may  have  occurred-*-on  any  emergency  happening, 
the  officer  will  immediately  apply  for  affiftance  to  the  commanding  of- 
ficer of  the  regiment  on  Colaba,  who  will  be  pleafed  to  fend  him  a  re- 
inforcement if  nece(rary.—«*The  officer  will  at  the  fame  time  fend  a  re- 
port to  the  commandant  of  the  garrifon  or  the  town  major*  He  is  to  be 
very  vigilant  and  attentive,  frequently  vifiting  his  fentrics  by  night  and 
by  day— A  tent  fof  the  officer  and  two  for  the  men  to  be  immediately 
indented  for  by  the  town  major  and  fent  to  Colaba. 

Gar.  O.  'ftb  December.]  No  prifoners  of  war  on  their  parole  or  of  any 
other  defcription  to  go  into  the  dock  yard,  or  on  any  part  of  the  works, 
or  on  the  glacis-^and  any  one  fo  offending,  to  be  taken  into  cuftody 
and  fent  to  the  town  major. 

Neither  arc  any  perfons  of  the  faid   defcription  to  embark  on  any 
boat  or  veflcl  for  pleafure  or  other  purpofes,  without  the  exprefs  know 
ledge  and  written  permiflion  of  the   town  major,  and   confequcntly  all 
thofe  who  may  attempt  to  proceed  on  the  water  without  it,  will  be  ta- 
ken up  by  the  firft  guard. 

An  curopean  officer  to  mount  in  the  dock  yard,  who  will  be  held 
relponfible  for  the  due  obfervance  of  the  above  order  at  his  poll. 

Gar.  O.  a-jth  May.]  Major  General  Nicholfon  direfts  that  in  future 
when  a  non-commiffioned  officer  or  folJicr  is  to  be  tried  by  a  court  mar- 
tial and  no  f  evidence  appears  againft  him,  that  the  prifoncr  (hall  be  or- 
dered back  into  confinement  and  not  acquitted  for  ivant  of  evidence. 

G.  O.  C.  O.  F.  26th  January.]  By  the  15  th  article  of  the  aft 
for  punifhing  mutiny  and  defertion  &c.  it  is  exprcffly  declared  that  no 
officer  tried  by  a  general  court  martial  beyond  the  feas  (hall  be  intitlcd 
to  a  copy  of  the  proceedings  of  the  court  until  one  year  after  fentence  is 
paflTed,  whether  approved  of  or  not;  and  the  officer  commanding  in  chief 
dircds,  in  confequence,  that  this  rule  be  ftriftly  attended  to  in  the  army 
under  this  prefidency,  the  officer  then  paying  the  regulated  fum  fo  juftly 
appreciated  by  the  orders  J  of  the  18th  January  1789. 

G.  O.  C.  O.  F.  nth  May."]  Whenever  a  Board  of  officers  is,order- 
cd  to  aflemble  by  general  orders  in  the  court  martial  room,  the  town  ma- 
jor will  order  the  furniture  to  be  arranged  and  the  room  to  be  in  readinefs 
for  the  receprion  of  the  committee  at  the  hour  appointed  for  aflembling, 
in  every  rcfpeft  as  for  a  general  court  martial.

'G.  O^  6ih  December.']  If  any  man  deferts  and  afterwards  return*, 
and  is  re^admitted  into  the  ferv.ice,  he  ftall  forfeit  the  time  he  has  ferv- 
cd  before  his  defcrtion,  and  ftiall  contrail  anew,  without  receiving  any 
bounty;   ii  being  a  fufficient  bounty  that  he  is  pardoned. 

G.  O.  2  2i  ApriL]     All  defericrs  from  the  honorable  company's  fer- 
■tice,   who  have  or  may    hereafter,  voluntarily    furrender   ihemfelves, 
and  obtain  pardon,  are  agreeable  to  the  rules  of  the  fervice  to  forfeit 
all  arrears  of  pay,  &c.   that  may  be  due  to  them. 

G.  O.  ZTth  July.     H.  C.C.  tifl  September,  ^785.]     Par.  5ih.  "  In 
confcquence  of  your  late  advices  relative  to  the  conduft  of  feveral  of 
the  commanders  and  officers,  in  encouraging  the  foldiers  of  your.gar- 
rifon  to  defert  and  to  enter  on  board  their  fhips, and  in  order  to  put 
an  end    10  a  pra6licc  which  is  as   detrimental  to  our  intereft,  as  it  is 
fubveifivc  ol    good   goverwmenf,  we  have  enforced  our  former  or- 
ders to  tbe  commanders  in  this  rcfpefl,   in  the  mod  pofiiive  manner: 
and  we  hereby  empower  you  to  difmifs  fuch  of  the  captains  aad  offi- 
cers as  (hall  in  future  be  found  to  difobey  them,  either  with  refpeft  to 
the  foldiers  or    perfons  belonging  to  our  marine.     We  have  likewife 
confirmed  your  regulations  of  the  20th  September  1784,  that  the  com- 
manders of  fhips  (hail  on    no  account  receive   a  (ingle  man  on  board 
without  firft  producing  him  at  the  town  major's  office,  and  to  the   fu- 
perintendaru  of  the  marine,  in  order  to.afcertain  whether  be4>e  leally 
a  foldier  or  fioif* 

G.  G.  0.  'jth  November J^  When  any  curopean  foldier  who  may  have 
deferted  the  fervice,  is  apprehended  or  returns  to  his  duty,  he  is  to 
make  good  the  lime  he  may  have  been.abfent  from  his  corps,  by  ferv- 
ing  the  honourabte  company  fo  much  longer  than  the  time  for  which 
he  entered,  before  he  can  be. entitled  to  bis  diCcharge*  or  to  be  allow- 
ed to  re-enter. 

It  is  further  ordered,  that  whenever  a  foldier  is  received  from  de- 
ferrion,  the  time  he  was  abfent  is  to  be  inferted  in  the  monthly  return, 
and  regularly  regiftered  in  the  town  major's  office,  in  order  that  he 
may  make  good  his  time  of  (ervice,  agreeably  to  bis  engagement  with 
the  honorable,  comparfy. 

G.  G.  0.  -3 J  .y^/y  ]     As  it  appears  that  no  fixed  fum  has  been  given 
for  apprehending  european  deferters,  the  honorable  the  Prefident  in 
Council  has  refolved,  that  10  rupees  each  be  allowed  as  a  proper  en- 
•  couragemeut  for  that  purpofe* 

G.  O.^d  Augu/i']  The  reward  of  10  rupees  granted  by  gorern- 
ment  on  the  3d  ultimo,  for  the  apprehending  of  every  curopean  de- 
(crtcr  is  to  be  drawn  upon  indent  on  the  paymafters,  (igned  by  the 
town  majorat  the  prefidency,  by  the  fort  adjutant  at  fubordinatc  gar- 
Ti(ons»  and  by  tbe  lenior  (la(F  officer,  in  the  tield  or  canionmeDts. 

G.  O.C.  C.  \2th  JwieJ]  The  commander  in  chief  having  received 
information  that  it  has  become  a  frequent  praflice  on  the  coaft,  for 
fepoys  to  defert  from  one  corjy?  and  enlill  into  another,  he  direfls  that 
fuch  pernicious  and  unprincipled  conduft,  when  detefted,  (hall  be 
punifhed  with  the  utmoft  feverity — commanding  officers,  he  expeBs, 
•vill  exert  themfelves  to  put  an  end  to  this  evil,  and  be  careful  in  not 
receiving  any  recruit  who  may  offer  in  the  province,  without  a  drift 
•end  previous  enquiry  to  afcertain  his  former  mode  of  life^  and  difcover 
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whether  he  may  have  fcrved  before  as  a  fepoy.  The  habits  which  foldiers 
foon  acquire,  are  fo  ftrong  and  peculiar,  that  a  man  itaay  be  eafily  dc- 
tefled,  who  ha.<  been  but  a  ftiori  time  in  the  fervice — no  fepoy  who 
may  be  found  in  this  predicament  is  on  any  account  to  be  harboured, 
or  to  receive  the  leaft  countenance;  on  the  contrary,  whenever  any 
perfon  is  fufpeded,  he  is  to  be  taken  up  and  fent  pnfoher  to  head<]uar- 
ters  in  Malabar. 

The  commanding  officers  of  corps  are  to  giveevery  afTiftance  in«de- 
teding  culprits  of  this  nature,  and  u  is  pofitively  dire6lcd  that  no  of- 
ficer commanding  a  corps  or  flation  (haU  refufe  admittance  to  any  par-* 
ly  that  may  be  fent  from  another  corps  to  look  afier  deferter$,  either  . 
in  their  barracks  or  on  their  parade  of  exercife;  fuch  plirty  carrying  a 
written  requifiiion  from  their  officer,  expreflRve  of  the  miffion  on  which 
they  arc  eniploycd.  After  producing  this  teftimony,  and  acquainting 
the  cO'Timanding  officer  of  the  information  ihey  have  received,  ihcy 
are  to  have  full  permiffion  to  infpeB  and  fearch  in  the  bed  and  moil 
likely  manner  to  cnfure  detection. 

G.  0.  24/A  Augufl.  M.  C.  22d  Augnjl.']  It  appearing  that  much 
abufe  has  arifen  to  that  part  of  the  recruiting  *  regulations  which 
grants  a  reward  to  thofe  Who  bring  recruits  to  the  fervice  of  two  ru- 
pees for  every  approved  grenadier,  and  one  »upee  for  every  battalion 
man,  ihtls  holding  out  to  the  defigning,  a  temptation  to  en(:ourage  de- 
fertion  and  re-inliftiii  other  corps,  a  circumftance  which  frequently 
occurs  from  the  difficulty  of  deteQionj  and  the  expencc  of  bounty  and 
reward  becomes  accordingly  multiplied — The  Governor  in  JCouncil 
therefore  aboliffies  the  44th  article  of  thofe  regulations,  fo  far  as  relates 
to  reward,  and  in  order  to  give  as  eflFedual  a  check  as  poffible  to  the 
prefent  frequent  defertions,  he  is  pleafed  to  fubftiiue  one  of  four  ru- 
pees for  the  apprehenfion  of  every  native  deferter,  to  be  paid  on  con- 
vi£lion  before  a  court  martial,  by  indent  from  the  adjutant  on  the  pay- 
matter,  counterfigned  by  the  commanding  officer,  fpecifyingriie  name 
of  the  deferter^  and  the  perfon  by  whom  he  is  apprichended. 
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G.  O.  igtb  OBober.']     In  all  duticSi  whether  with  or  without   arms,  the 
ipicquets  or  courts  mariial^  the  tour  of  duty  (hall  be  from  the  eldeft  down 
ward. 

Guards  t)r  detachments  which  have  not  tnarched  off  from  their  plaoc  of 
parade,  or  rendezvous,  are  not  to  be  reckoned  as  a  duty  done;  but  if  they 
ihould  have  marched  frotn  the  place  of  parade,  it  (hall  be  reckoned  a  duty 
done,  though  they  fhould  be  difmiffed  immediately  afscr. 

General  courts  martial  that  have  affembled  and  the  members  fwom  in 
^ihall  be  reckoned  though  ihey  (hould  be  difmifled  without  trying  any  perfon. 
(Under  this  datt  were  iffiied  a  fsries  f>f  order Sy  called  his  Rayal  Highnejs  the 
Duke's  orders ;  VfbUh  were  repeatedwith  the  addition  of  many  others  in  G.  0 
a^b  Jufy  1767.  'SThe  above  tbree  paragraphs  mly  are  retained^  as  the  whole 
were  refublifoed  under  a^h  December  1770,  in  brigade  orders  by  General 
■Witdderburn—ihe/e  ^comfrized  almojl  all  the  general  orders  then  in  force  and 
were  printed  in  afmall  book^  which  isjlill  in  nfe,  known  by  the  title  of  "  ff^ed- 
derburn^s  ardef^**-^andconJidered,ruch  of  them  as  have  not  been  countermanded^ 
^u  theftemding  orders  of  she  garrifon—fee  feSion  §.     compiler.) 

G.  0.  6tb  ^ugnji.^  The  commanding  officer  expe£ts  all  officers  off 
^uty -will  always  attend  dtvine^firrvice. 

G.  O.x^th  AuguJIJl    The  commanding  officer  begs  that  the  young  offi 
<ers  will  not  look  lighthr  over  the  orders  and  dtredions  that  are  given,,  but 
that  they  will  confider  them,  as  they  are  really  intended^  meant  for  ^heir 
uftntAion  and -for  the  hori'ble  company's  fervice. 

G.O.^ijlbjtugnft.]  3t  is  recommended  to  all  the  officers  that  they 
make  themfelves  perfeft  mafters  of  the  firelocic  ^zercife,  that  they  may  be 
able  to  aOift  in'^he  training  the  fddiers  in  arms. 

G.  O.  uft  jfngufi.]  The  commanding  officer  is  very  much  concerned, 
^t  the  youngvofficers  Ihould  pay  lb  little  attention  to  the  orders  given — He 
defires.tiiQy  may  be  read*  and  obfeived,  with  the  utmofl  ftridtnefs — The 
wearing  a  fed  coat,  and  careleffly  mounting  a  few  guards,  does  not,  will  not, 
cannot,  conftitiite  the  good  officer — ^No — many  things  are  neceflary,  and 
none  more,  than  that  he  4eam8  cheerfully  to  obey  his  fuperiors,  and  that 
tdicir  orders,  and  his  own,  be  pundually  executed. 

The  commanding  officer  hopes  the  young  gentlemen  will  have  more 
tegard  for^fir  charadlers  as  foldiers,  than  not  to  inform  thsmiclv.es  of  the 
•common  duties  of  the  garrifon,  ^uch  as -receiving  the  rounds,  turning  out 
their  guards  propetly,  and  giving  dear  and  di(Un6t  orders   to  their  fcnrries. 
G.  O.  .^4/A  /tugufi.'^     The  commanding  officer  is   convinced   the   dif- 
tipline  cannot  be  carried  on,  nor  a  proper  fubordmation  be  kept  up,  while 
the  non-commiffioncd  officers  keep  on  the  free  and  intimate  footing  with 
;die  foldiers  as  at  pFcient;  Mt  is  pofitively  forbid  that  any  non-commiffioned 
•llicerkeeps  company  or  drinks  with  a  private  foldier  farther  than  at  the 
head  of  themcfs,  where  it  is  fuppofed  he  is  always  on  duty  to  keep   up  or- 
der, decency  and  vegiilarity ;  any  non  commiffioned  officer  difobcying  this

G.  O.  d  6/ A  June.\  Repeated  complaints  having  been  made  of  feveral  young 
officers  for  beating  the  inhabitants,  e^cially  thofe  who  come  to  demand 
payment  of  their  juft  debts,  the  commanding  officer  is  forry  to  obfcrvc  fuch 
a  licentious  fpirit  prevails,  and  fo^nbecoming  the  character  of  officers  and 
gentlemen,  who^have  any  regard  to  their  honor,  more  efpecially  as  they  have 
the  civil  magiftrates  to  complain  to,  who  will  redrefs  them  if  thofc  pcopl 
behave  imperciBently.  The  commanding  officer  therefore  expreffly  foroids 
in  future  any  officer,  non-commiffioned  officer,  drummer,  or  private  man  to

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.S7^4  .36  Such  orders  and  regulations  as  do  noc  militate  againft  tis£  rules  nowefta** 
bli(bcd,  will  continue  in  forcci  but  all  fuch  as  may  be  found  to  interfere  with, 
or  countervail^  their  effed  acid  operation,  arc  to  be  confidtred  as  cancelled 
and  annuHed. 

The  commanding  officer  of  the  •forces  is  weH  perfaaded  that  every  exer- 
tion will  be  made  to  cflablirti  the  required  uniformity  in  difcipline;  but  ho 
particuhtly  calls  on  officers  commanding  ftaiions  and  corps  for  their  perfo* 
nal  attenriofi-and  ftrenoous  efforts  in  feeing  it  inforced :  the  former  be  corrfi- 
ders  more  immediatcly^rcrponfiblc  to  him  that  the  troops  under  their  com- 
mand are  regularly  grained  and  inftruded  in  the  fyftcni  now  ordered  5  and 
hedircfts  thatthcy  occafionally  report  to  him  the  progrefs  made  by  the  dif- 
ferent corps. 

'Regular  reviews  will  be  ordered  at  the  diflRM-ent  ftations,  and  colonel  Bal- 
four defires  it  to  be  underftood  that  officers  cannot  recommend  themfelves 
to  his  notice  more  ctFedually  than  by  a  ft  rid  and  .zealous  attention  to  the 
important  duties  now  required  from  them. 

Copies  of  the  abovementioned  regulation  for  the  formation,  field  exercife 
and  movements,  will  be  immediately  tragfmitied  to  tlic  J^iog's  regiments  by 
brigade  major  Macquarie;  and  to  the  hon'bic  company's  corps  in  garrifon  by 
the  deputy  adjutant  general;  and  none  are  to  be  confidered  as  authentic,  but 
fuch  as  bear  the  official  fignature  of  thofe  officers. 

Whenever  an  officer  quits  the  command  of  a  corps*  or  garrifon  he  muft 
deliver  over  to  the  officer  who  fuccecds  him,  or  to  the  next inrank,  the  copjr 
of  the  f  regulations  officially  tranfmitced. 
J7  G.  O.  8 (A  February^']  Such  orders  as  the  commanding  officer  in  the 
praiHnce  of  Malabar  may  judge  neceflary  to  iffue  to  the  troops  under  his  com* 
mand  arc  to  be  termed  "  proviticial  orders." 

General  orders  can  be  iffucd  only  by  government,  or  the  commander  in 
chief. 

Whenever  it  is  found  neceffary  to  eftablifh  arrack  fhops  in  the  canton- 
ments for  the  troops,  they  fhall  be  entirely  under  the  regulation  and  controul 
of  the  officer  commanding  the  corps  on  the  fpot. 

C.  igth  Jun€.\  ExtraS  of  u  detter  from  the  go^ 
vernment  general^  dated  the  i^d  May  1795.  Wc+iave  received  .your  letter 
of  the  a9th  ultimo,  with  the  correfpondcnce  enclofed  in  it  between  the  foo^ 
them  (uperintendant  of  Malabar  and  the  officer  commanding  in  that  quarter; 
alfo  between  the  fupravifor  of  Malabar,  and  the  commanding  officer  of  the 
troops  in  that  province. 

The  origin  of  this  correfpondcnce  appears  to  have bcena  mlfapprehennoQ 

on  the  part  of  lieutenant ,  who  fuppofed  an  intention  of  the  native 

merchant  (Huree  Ram)  to  complain  againft  him  and  his  detachment,  which 
the  former  has  fince  difclaimed  on  oath.  Admitring  however,  that 'fuch  in*- 
tention  wis  entertained,  it  could  not  warrant  the  feizurc  of  the  complainant^ 
nor  was  this  meafure  authorized  or  proper  for  the  purpofc  of  obtaining   rc- 

drefs  againft  Huree  Ram,  for  any  offenfive  language  towards  Kcut. ,  or  his 

detachment.  If  lieut.—- ,  had  judged  fuch  language  deferving  of  public  no- 
tice (though  from  his  own  ftatcment  of -the  tranfadion,  we  cannot  but  think  be 
h>is  given  it  an  importance  it  did  not -merit,)  the  proper  mode  to  have  been 
purlued  by  him,  was  certainly  that  pointed  out  by  the  fuperinccndant ;  not  to 
apprehend  the  peffun,  whom  \\t  was  defirous  of  having  brought  to  ju-lioe 
and  fend  him  as  a  criminal  in  cuftody  to  his  commanding  officer,  but  to 
caufc  a  complaint  to  be  lodged  agairift  him,  before  the  native  magiftrate, 
whn  was  competent  to  decide  upon  it  and  punifti  the  offender.  This  mode 
would'have  been  conformable  to  the  general  pegulaeions  eftablifhed  for  the 
adminiftraiion  of  juftice  in  Malabar;  and,  whilft  the  officers,  are  not  made 
amenable  to  the  native  courts  as  defendants, — we  cannot  admit  therfmalleft 
foundation  for  major— 's  opinion,  that  it  is,  in  any  relped,  derogatory  to 
them  to  feck  red rcfs  againft  the  Jiaiivcs,  in  fuch  couns,  as  accufcrs^  when  the 
•  *  charge 
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charge  mnv  notbc  properly  cog;oizabIc  by  a  court  martial:  on  the  contrary, 
die  injnfticc  of  dragging  a  man  to  a  diftancc  from  his  home,  and  fubjefting 
himto  lofs  of  titne,  pcrfonal  reftraint,  and  other  inconveniences,  previous  to 
conviftion,  is  evident,  and  has  been  very  properly  noticed  in  the  letters  of 
•the  fuperinrendent. 

After  thefc  remarks,  weneed  not  ad«!  otir  opinlcn  that  the  regulation  in 
every  ci/c  fimilar  to  that  referred,  fliould  be  ftiiftly  adhered  to.

The  officers  commandiDg  detachments  relieved 
jfrom  *  Taonah,  Caranjah,  and  other  out-ftations,  arc  enjoined  to  pay  implicit 
obedience  to  the  general  orders  of  the  a6th  of  April  1794,  prohibiting  the 
imporration  of  tobacco  and  ganja  by  the  fepovscompofing  the  detachments} 
fhould  it  be  proved  that  cither  of  thofc  articles  arc  brought  to  the  prefidency 
by  any  perfon  belonging  to  the  relieved  detachments,  the  o/pcers  comaiand 
ihg  tbem  will  be  held  refponfible,  not  only  for  difobcdiencc  of  orders,  bqt 
alio  for  ^he  lofs  fustained  by  the  tobacco  farmer,  in  confequence  of  fuch  prac 
tice. 

G.  Oi  lid  Becemher.^  In  addition  to  the  gcpcral  orders  iflued  on  the 
2d  f  inftant,  refpedling  officers  commanding  detachments  relieved  frorn 
Tannah,  Caranjah  and  other  out  ftations,  the  officers  are  dircftcd  to  exa- 
mine their  men's  baggage  on  landing  at  the  prefidency,  in  prcfepce  of  the 
cuftom  houfe  officers  and  tobacco  farmer's  agents,  to  fatisfy  them  that  nd 
tobacco  has  been  imported  by  any  perfon  compofing  the  detachments. 

Commanding  officers  of  corps  wjll  avail  them- 
selves of  every  opportunity  in  the  morning  or  afternoon,  to  have  their  of- 
iicers  aQd  men  on  parades  ;  fometimes  exerciflng  them  in  battalion,  with  all 
officers  off  duty,  and  fometimes  drilling  them  in  fmall  fquads,  as  they  fliall 
think  moft  proper  to  perfeft  theni  in  their  difcipline,  and  they  muft  take  care 
that  the-if  officers  at  all  times  appear  in  the  proper  uniform  of  their  corps.

O.  1 2th  February*^  Adjutants  arc  dtfired  to  be  very  careful  that 
there  is  a  prompt  and  certain  communication  of  the  orders  to  the  officers  of 
their  refj>e(5live  corps,  and  in  particular  when  an  officer  is  fuddcniy  ordered 
for  any  duty  which  requires  his  immediate  attendance,  they  will  take  care  to 
fend  them  to  him  diredl  where  lb  ever  he  may  be,  and  ascertain  the  time 
at  which  he  receives  them. 

The  commander 
in  chief  is  pleafed  todireft  that  officers,  through  whom  applications  or  claims 
may  be  forwarded  to  him,  will  difcburage,  as  much  as  poflible,  fuch  as  are 
not  founded  in  equity,  or  thofc  that  appear  frivolous  and  contrary  to  the 
regulations  of  the  feryice^  In  ca(e  the  commandinj;  officer  (hould  think 
himfelf  under  the  neceffity  of  forwarding  any  claim  otwbich  he  dafapproved, 
but  which,  contrary  to  his  opinion,  an  officer  or  any  other  perfon  belonging

Some  intrigues  of  die  french  inimical  to  this  government,  having  lately 
come  to  light,  the  commander  in  chief  directs  the  refidents  or  others  of  this 
nation  to  be  obftrved  with  the  utmoft  (Iridtnefs  throughout  the  pit>vince  of 
Malabar;  commanding  officers  of  (lations  are  ordered  10  uke  up,  and  lend  in- 
to the  civil  icrvants  who  zrc  neareft  to  d*em,  all  europcan^  not  in  the  fcr- 
vicc  of  his  Majefty  or  the  hon'ble  company,  or  pcrfons  of  known  good  re- 
pute. They  will  alfo  apprehend,  and  difpofe  of  in  the  fame  manner,  thafc 
found  draggling  or  travelling  within  the  limits  of  their  refpcftive  com- 
mands, and  unprovided  widi  paflcs  from  the  governor^  either  of  the  late 
fupervifors,  or  the  prefidencs  of  the  commifljon,  or  the  o^cer  commanding 
ilie  troops  in  the  province,  but  when  fuch  europeans  are  found  to  be  defer- 
ters  from  the  King's  or  company  troops  the  decifion  will  depend  on  the  com-, 
manding  officer,  and  they  are  in  that  caf<s;  to  remain  in  military  cullody. 

51  G.  O.  -jtb  Nov^/nberJ]  Extraff  from  the  proceedings  of  the  bon'bUtbt, 
Governor  and  commander  in  chief  2 S^b  OSober  I797«  It  is  the  duty  of  the 
army  toafibrd,on  all  occafions,  a  prompt,  zealous,  and  hearty  afliftance  to 
the  civil  fervants  whether  employed  in  the  department  of  magiftracy  or  re- 
vrnue.  In  order,  however,  to  authorize  the  legality  of  military  interference, 
;as  well  as  to  check  an  improper  ulc  of  this  agency,  and  alfo. for  the  neceflary 
information  of  the  officer,  it  has  been  judged  expedient  to  reftrain  a  com-

In  cafes  o" 
emergency,  to  which  a  prefcribed  form  of  conduft  is  inapplicable  or  im- 
praflicable,  the  commander  in  chief  confides  in  the  difcrction  and  judge- 
inent  of  the  office rs.

He  therefore  finds 
it  Rcccffary  to  call  the  attention  of  commanding  officers  of  corps  at  the  prc- 
fidency  to  the  orders  of  the  J;  a6  of  April  1796,  and  general  Stuart  is  plea- 
fed  further  to  direft,  when  inhabitants  feek  their  interference  in  any  matter  of 
complaint  againft  a  native  foldicr,  that  their  caufe  may  be  patiently  heard i 
tad,  if  well  founded,  to  grant  every  redrefs  that  good  order  and  juftice 
require, 

G.  O.  C.  C  19M  September]  As  the  rainy  feafon  is  oow  over,  the 
Commander  in  chief  expcds  the  utmost  exertion  from  officers  of  ercry 
ranlc  to  improve  the  difcipline  of  corps. 

Nothing  can  cffedt  this  but  the  mod  unremitting  adiduity,  and  all  the 
troops  off  duty  muft  at  leaft  have  one  parade  of  exercife  daily.  It  is  not 
the  commander  in  chiefs  intention  to  fatigut  or  harrafs  the  men,  nor  does 
hedefirc  to  have  them  kept  a  long  time  at  once  under  arms.  He  wifhes  to 
introduce  fuch  a  wholefome  and  moderate  degree  of  exercife  as  may  pre 
fcrve  their  health,  and  perfeft  their  difcipline. 

Neither  does  the  commander  in  chief  confider  feveiiry  to  be  in  any  wife 
ncceflary  to  attain  thofe  ends.  On  the  contrary  he  would  recommend  a 
firm  but  friendly  exertion  of  authority,  which,  with  the  due  attention  of  the 
officer,  will- be  found  the  beft  mode  of  prcferving  the  fidelity  and  obedience 
of  the  foldier. 

The  commanding  officers  of  corps  are  particularly  called  upon  to  attend 
to  thefe  orders;  and  as  without  their  conftant  infpedion  pcrft-cl  difcipline 
and  good  order  is  not  to  be  expected,  their  perfonal  prefence  on  parade  is 
indifpenfibly  required. 

In  rcfpcft  to  native  corps,  no  parade  is   to  be   afifembled  without  one

The  c6mmander  in  chief,  to  prevent 
any  limilav  occurrence  of  this  kind  in  future,  orders,  that  the  furgeon  or 
afliftant  furgeon  of  a  corps  (hall,  without  delay,  when  required  by  his  com 
loandbg  officer,  tranfmit  a  written  report  of  every  officer's  cafe  in  fick  quar 
ters,  accompanied  by  his  medical  opinion  on  each  complaint.

Waiftcoats  and  breeches  to  be  white  and  plain;  the  wa'ftcoat  fingle 
breafied  with  one  row^of  buttons,  and  pockei  flaps  three  inches  deep. 

Black  Itocks  to  be  worn  without  false  collars. 

The  cwmbeibands  of  the  native  troops  to  be  three  and  a  half  inches 
broad,  and  to  have  narrow  lace  correfpondmg  with  the  lace  of  the 
jacket,  along  each  edge  of  the  cumberband. 

Every  part. of  the  drefsnot-piirticularly  noticed  in  these  alterations 
to  be  the  fame,  as  lall  ordered.

Pari  J.  SeSlion  sixth. 


GENERAL. RECULAl  IONS   FOR    EXPENDITURE    IN    THE   DEPARTMENT 
.ar    FORIAFICA'I  aONSAND  BUILDING  S. 

ARTICLE    I. 

All  new  public  buildings  at  ibe  prcfidency  and  fubordinatcs,  the 
:estimates  whereof  amount  lo  more  tlian  ten  ihoufand  rupees,  must  be 
done  by  ooniraft  and  oflercd  to  ihe  lowest  bidder.  Buildings,  the  ex- 
pence  whereof  will  not  exceed  tb.e  fum  often  thousand  rupees,  may 
be  either  performed  by  the  a^ent  for  buildings  and  repairs,  x^r  by  con- 
traft  asgoveinment  may  deem  most  expedient 

ARTICLE     11* 

'When  the  estimate  or  contra£l  for  any  repair  is. approved,  and  the 
work  ordered  to  be  performed  is  of  that  magnitude  as  to  render  an 
advance  of  cafh  neceflary  before  the  commencement  thereof,  the  re- 
quifite  advance  will  be  made  by  fpecial  authority  of  government,  re- 
ferving  always  one  third  of  ihc  amount  fpecified  in  the  contraQ,  or  ef- 
timate,  until  the  building  (hall  be  reported  on  by  the  proper  officers  -as 
ccoxnpleat. 

ARTICLE    III. 

'When  buildings  are  to  be  performed  by  the  agenl^  under  the  in- 
'fpeQion  of  engineer  officers  on  eflimate,  the  plan,  elevation.and  fec- 
aions,  with  the  particulars  of  dimensions  fhall  beprefented  to  the  mili- 
tary board,  by  and  through  the  chief  engineer.  The  kind  of  materials 
fliall  be  particularly  fpecified;  and  the  bed  always  ufed.  The  eftimate 
rouftexprefs.  ihe  number  of  foUd,  fuperficial,  or  running  feet  of  work, 
accordir^g  to  the  nature  thereof.  Such  buildings  when  executed  at 
.4he  prefidency  muft.  be  reported  on  by  the  military  board,  and  at  fu- 
bordinaies  by  a  commiuee appointed  by  the  commanding  officer. 

ARTrCLE     IV. 
"The  agents  of  buildings  and  repairs  are  under  the  immediate  profcf- 
fional  comroul   of  the  engineer  ofSccr  appointed  to  fuperiniend  the 
work  carrying  on;  and  all  lifts,  mufler  rolls  and  abftrafls  of  work  peo- 
ple employed,  and  paid  by  the  agent,  muft  be  figned  by  him. — Artifi- 
cers equal  to  the  ordinary   fervice  of  repairs  muft  be  hired  and  regu- 
larly muftered  every  day.     A  bill  for  the  total  quantity  of  each  article 
of  materials  ufed  every  month  (as  chunam,   bricks,  timber,  and  iron,) 
Timft  be  prefented  monthly  by  the  agent,  attefted  by  the  fuperintending 
officer,  expreffing  his   belief  that  the  quantities  of  materials   therein 
charged,  were  actually  ufed  for  the  public  works  during  the  currency 
of  the  month.     The  fuperintending  officer  muft  apply  proper  fubfidiary 
checks  on  the  application  of  ihel'e. materials. 

ARTICLE  V. 
All  ofBcersi^hoTOay  at  any  time  be  entrusted  with  the  rerporifibility 
«f  infpefting  works  to  be  executed  by  eftimate  or  contraft,  are  to 
certify  whenever  the  work  is  completed,  to  the  due  performance  of  the 
coniraa  in  a4l  its  points ;  and  it  is  moreover  required  of  the  infpec- 
^jng  oGBcer  to  fign.to  a  written  affirmation  upon  honor,  that  he  has  not 
<|ireaiy  or  indireftly  had  or  will  have  any  participation  or  concern  in 
|ne  providing  or  fale  of  the  materials,  nor  derived  nor  will  derive  any 
«enefit  ar  emolument  .whatever  from  the  work  carried  on  under  his 
'^^^fpeaion,  over  and  above  the  ftated  allowances  affigncd  to  him  by 
government.  Thcfc  certificates  and  affirmations  muft  be  lodged  in 
^^  military  board's  office^  the  secretary  to  which  will  report  the  deli- 
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very  ofihcmtothe  Prefident  in  Council  through  the  secretary  to 
government. — Bcfides  the  above  teftimonies  to  be  given  in  at  the  ex- 
piration of  any  works  of  niagniiude,  the  monthly  bills  for  materials  by 
ibc  agents  at  the  feveral  ftations  are  likewife  to  be  attefted  in  the  fame 
manner  by  the  engineer  or  other  superintending  officer. 

ARTICLE    VI. 

AVhen  any  repairs  or  new  work*  are  proposed  to  be  undertaken  ei- 
ther at  the  prefidency  or  subordinates,  the  expencc  whereof  may  ex- 
ceed one  hundred  rupees,  (and  when  the  cafe  is  not  so  emergent  a^ 
those  provided  for  by  the  fallowing  article)  ihry  must,  previously  to 
their  being  entered  upon,  receive  the  fcntiments  of  the  chief  engineer 
and  military  board,  and  fanftion  of  government;  but  when  a  variety 
of  works  have  been  approved  of  as  nL^cessary  to  be  executed  in  a  pro- 
gressive manner,  the  chief  engincv^r,  through  the  military  board,  must 
send  in  montlily  lo  the  Governor  in  Council,  a  general  statement  of  aU 
works  or  repairs  performed  in  the  nionth  past,  and  a  schedule  of  work* 
(already  sanftioneri  by  government)  proposed  to  be  carried  into  execu- 
tion in  the  succeeding  month,  with  calculations  anaexed  of  the  proba- 
ble charges. 

ARTICXE  VII. 

Cases  may  occur  at  places  too  rc!iK)te  for  prompt  reference  to  the 
prefidency,  when  cLMay  in  com'ncncing  upon  repairs  or  temporary  new 
buildings,  rendered  neceirary  by  accidents  of  fire  or  otherwife,  might 
not  only  be  cbvioufly  rcpvi;^n  wu  to  crcc  nomy,  but  endanger  the  health 
of  the  troops  or  the  proper  p[crcrvatii)n  ofprovifions  and  flores:  it  is 
therefore  direCled,  that  in  all  emcrir'-ncies  of  this  nature  the  comman- 
ding officer  of  the  ftation  mud  cause  fuch  repairs  or  temporary  (\tyr 
buildings  to  be  commenced  on  as  his  own  judgement  and  the  circum- 
ftanxres  of  the  cafe  may  didlate  to  him;  taking  care  to  avail  himfelfof 
the  earlieft  oppportunity  for  apprizing  government,  through  the  com- 
mander in  chief  or  the  military  board,  of  all  particulars  of  fuch  acci- 
dents and  the  nature  of  the  work  begun  upon,  with  the  probable  ex- 
pencc attending  it. 

ARTICLE  vijr. 

When  buildings  are  required  at  subordinate  ftations,  the  comman  - 
ding  officer  fhall  report  the  purpofes  and  neceffuy  for  them  to  the 
commander  in  chief,  accompanyini:;  fuch  report  with  the  necclfary 
eftimates. — Thefe  the  commander  in  chief  will  lay  before  government 
with  his  feniiments  thereon^  to  be  by  them  tranfmittcd  to  the  military 
board  for  their  report. 

ARTICLE    IX. 

In  the  month  of  January,  annuilly,  a  furvey  is  to  be  ma^e  of  all 
buildings  by  a  con)uiitlee  of  officer^,  who  will  report  to  the  military 
board,  or  the  commanding  t)flicer4r  at  fubordinates,  the  neceffary  re- 
p.iirs  to  fccure  thcmagainll  the  approaching  monfooii.  Thefe  repairs, 
the  fuperintcnding  engineer  will  be  direded  to  have  finiflied  by  a 
certain  period. 

ARTICLE    X. 

When  these  repairs  are  reported  to  be  completed,  they  shall  imme- 
diately undergo  a  farther  survey  by  the  same  committee  of  officers,  if 
all  present;  and  the  completion  being  duly  certified,  such  certificate 
shall  accompany  the  agent's  abstra£l  and  bill  for  the  month  in  which 
the  said  repairs  were  finished,  as  a  voucher  for  the  auditor  general 
passing  the  charges. 

ARTICLE    Xr. 

All  articles  of  brick,  chunam,  limber,  plank,  when  not  conlraQed  for, 
mi!?t  be  furnished  by  the  agent  for  buildings  and  repairs  agreeably  to 
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ARTICLE     XII. 
The  agent's  bills  must  be  presented  rnonthl/,  and  xr^ust  contain  the 
total  quantity  of  each  article  of  materials  ufed   on  each    building,   as 
•chunam,  bricks,  limber,  iron,  &c.  attested  by  the  superintending  officer. 

ARTICLE  XIU. 

The  agent  must  indent  for  fuch  articles  as  the  company  have  in 
»8torc,  and  are  not  otherwise  procurable;  the  amount  whereof  shall  be 
inserted  in  his  bills  at  the  same  price  as  charged  to  him  by  the  supply- 
ing officer  who  must  be  paid  for  them  by  the  agent.  The  bills  for 
each  article  shall  accompany  the  agent's  bill  for  repairs  when  trans-, 
knitted  to.  the  auditor  general. 

ARTICLE    XIV. 

Agents  for  building  and  repairs  at  ^subordinates  who  have  no  fixed 
salary,  are  allowed  a  commission  often  per  cent  on  the  materials  fup- 
plied  by  them  for  the  public  works ;  but  not  on  any  bills  or  abstrafts 
iibr  boat-hire,  cart-hire  or  working  people. 

ARTICLE  XV. 
It  is  the  duty  of  the  engineer  officer  fuperintending  any  works,  to 
•regulate  his  indents  to  thebeft  of  his  judgement  according  to  the  ap- 
parent nature  and  extent  of  the  works,  fo  that  they  may  not  either 
greatly  exceed  or  fall  (hort  of  the  real  quantity  of  articles  required; 
but  when  the  agent  of  buildings  provides  articles  in  good  time,  and  in 
all  respeQs  in  proper  quality  and  condition  uponfpecific  indents  from 
the  fuperintending  engineer,  all  fuch  articles  are  to  be  taken  off  his 
(the  agent's)  hands,  whether  it  may  be  neceffary  or  not  to  ufe  the  whole 
or  any  part  of  them  on  the  particular  work  for  which  they  were  ori- 
ginally required. — The  engineer  is,  in  fuch  cafes,  to  pafs  the  proper  re- 
ceipt for  the  articles,  and  enter  them  upon  his  return  of  receipt  and 
expenditure;  from  which  they  ^viUbe  written  off  as  occafionally  ap- 
plied to  other  buildings  or  repairs,  or. condemned  on  furvey  afier  hav- 
ing been  rendered  unserviceable  by  long  keeping  or  otherwise. 

ARTICLE  "^XVI. 

The  monthly  bills  by  the  agent  of  buildings  for  materials  fupplied, 
accompanied  by  the  engineer's  mu!ler  rolls  and  abltraQs  for  artificers 
and  working  people,  to  be  transmitted  from  their  respeflive  offices  to 
the  auditor  general's  ofiice  as  foon  as  pofiible  after  the  expiration  of 
the  month  in  which  the  expenditure  has  been  incurred;  and  by  no 
means  to  exceed  the  20th  of  ihe   succeeding  month. 

ARTICLE  XVII. 

When  materials  for  military  buildings  and  repairs  are  furnifhcd  by 
contraQors,  the  foregoing  rules  apply  equally  for  their  guidance  as  in 
-cases  when  the  fupplies  are  made  by  agents.

The  engineer  officer  is  not  to  intermeddle  with  garrifon  details 
or  fuch  matters  as  relate  to  difcipline  and 'oontrutil  over  the  troops^ 
the  commandant  of  the  flarion  or  garrifon  will,  however^  always  com- 
municate to  the  engineer  officer,  before  puWkation,  fuch  orders  as  he 
may  receive  from  fuperior  authority. 

Should  the  engineer,  employed  as  abovememloned,  be  junior  to  the 
officer  in  command  of  the  Itaiion  or  garrifon,  he  is  not  to  be  ordered

No  perfon  entertains  a  more  refpeQable  opinion  of  the  profeflional 
importance  of  the  corps  of  engineers,  than  the  commander,  in  chief, 
but  it  is  evident  that  an  officer  employed  in  repairing  or  contlrufling 
"works,  cannot  afford  the  leqailife  attention  to  the  duties  of  detail  and« 
difcipline,  which  is  undoubtedly  the  peculiar  province  pf  the  infantry  ' 
officer,  whole  Icifure  and  education  beft  qualify  him  to  conduQ  this 
part  of  the  fervice;  as  on  the  other  hand,  an  engineer,  is,  indifpuiably, 
the  fitteft  judge  in  matters  relating  to  his  own  department.

in coiuained  are  not  fpecific^Uy  annulled  or  fuperceded  by  others  that  may 
hereafter  ht  iflfued  on  the  fame  pointy  of  wbich  (heir  own  regimental  .and 
garjtifon  ordedy  books  will  always  keep  them  duly  apprized. 

It  is  hereby  iiirtber  directed  that  whenever  it  may  be  necefiany  for  al« 
lufion  bring  made  to  any  of  the  orders  or  j-egulations  contained  in  the  faid

The  Governor  tn  Council  in  pafe 
ing  his  decifions  upon  cafes  of  referred  r^tpcnchments,  has  had  occafion  more 
than  onc-e,  to  obiervc,  that  the  originaJ  ^charges  have  been  made,  in  totaJ 
difregard,  to  the  regulation  laid  down  for  military  expenditure,  and  that  in 
reply  to  confcquent  checks,  by  the  military  auditor  general  (which  govem- 
mcnc  has  had  reafon  in  every  inftancc  to  ratify)  xhefe  charges  hare  been 
attempted  toi)C  juftificd  on  an  afllimpiion  of^he  inadequacy  of  the  regula- 
tions to  the  accompliilimcnt  of  their  intended  objeft — It  is  obvious  that  fuch 
a  mode  of  proceeding  is  alike  prefumptuous  and  irregular— Where  general 
•rules  adopted  t^  government  for  condufling  the  public  fervice  are  found 
xleficient  in  pradUce,  the  error  might  be  redified  by  a  refpedful  reprcfeota- 
tion  to  the  commanding  officer,  or  other  local  authority ;  and  the  Governor 
in  Council  thinks  ic  iieceflkry  to  d«:Jare,  that  where  tWs  line  of<:ondu6t  is  not 
ilricUy  obferved4n4uturQ,  not  oiriy  all  charges  at  variance  with  the  regula 
tions  in  force,  will  be  re^edkd,  but  the  pariies  themfclves  held  amenable  to 
government  for  difobcdience  of  orders.

1(  is  to  be  under ftood  that  no  officer  under  the  rank  d  lieutenant  ge 
neral  or  commander  in  chief,  is  endtlcd  to  a  falute— but  the  officer  of  th<* 
xiay,  as  well  as  the  oldeft  officer  on  the  parade,  is  to  receive  a  compliment 
irom  all  officers  in  front  of  guards:  the  battalion  officers  to  drop  the  point 
•of  their  fword,  thcilank  officers  to  raifc  their  left  hands  to 'their  hats,  the 
fazee  trailed  in  choir  right;  looking  towards  the  officer  whom  they  p%fs 
That  the  officers  may  be  acquainted  to  whom  they  are  to  pay  a  compli 
«icnt,  the  town  adjutant  is  to  inform  every  officer  at  the  head  of  a  diyifion,! 
vho  commands  on  the  parade,  and  the  officer  of  the  day  i&xx>  take  poft  at 
fome  dillance  on  his  left  with  hf  s  fword  drawn* 
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The  men  arc  to  be  brought  to  the  parade  in  the  moft  perfect  uniformir 
of  drefs  with  their  complete  regimental  appointments;  and  as  it  is  cxpeft© 
that  no  miftakes  happen  by  the  inattention  or  unfleadinefs  of  the  men  Oi 
the  parade  of  the  guards^  they  arc  to  be  made  pcrfed  in  every  thing  abov^ 
uiic  led  on  their  own  parades.

O.  A-jtb  FehrtiaryJ]  No  fire  arms  or  other  warlike  ftores^  the  pro- 
perly of  inhabitants,  §re  to  be  allowed  to  pafs  the  garrifon  gates  without 
penr  its  counterfigned  by  the  town  major  or  town  adjutant.  The  com- 
pany's (lores  of  the  fame  kind  to  have  permits  figned  by  the  proper  of- 
ficer who  has  charge  of  them. 

All  other  property  f  whatever  belonging  ♦o  the  inhabitants  is  to  be  per- 
mitted to  pafs  and  re-pafs  without  molelhiion,  except  toddy  or  other 
liquor,  and  that  only  coming  into  the  garrifon,  which  is  to  have  a  permit 
counterfigned  as  above. 

Gar.  O.  tgih  OSfcher.']  The  commandant  expels  that  officers  and 
non  comniiflioned  officers  commanding  guards,  uilibc  veryexadin  th('»f 
duties,  and  that  no  one,  on  any  pretence  whatever,  quit  their  guard  'till 
they  are  regulaily  relieved. 

Gar.  O.  ^th  November.]  The  general  orders  of  the  aoth  %  F<^^* 
ruary  1784,  viz.  **  No  pcrfon  whatever  to  be  fuflrered  to  fhoot  withm 
the  garrifon  or  near  xhe  walls  out-fide,"  having  been  recently  broke 
through,  the  officers,  and  non-commiffioned  officers,  at  the  feveral  guards^ 
are  dircfled  to  pay  particular  att^nrion  to  the  faid  order,  and  fend  out  par- 
ties to  prevent,  or  even  take  u's  in  cafe  of  their  rcfufing  to  dcfifti  ^^f 
pcrfoos  who  may  prcfumc  to  difubey  it.

— The  commanding  officer  further  recommends  to  the  officers  at 
the  different  guards  to  call  the  roll  of  their  guard  very  frequently,  but  not 
lit  ftaced  hours  for  obvious  reafons  i  leaving  it  to  them  to  call  ^  the  rolls  at 
fuch  hours,  and  times  as  they  dunk  proper,  only  wilhing  ic  ihould  be  (it 
quentiy  done. 

A  ferjeanttomountdaily  at  the  dock  pier — The 
adjutants  will  take  care  that  no  ferjeant  is  ordered  for  the  bunder  or  dock 
pitr,  but  fuch  as  can  write. 

O.  ^th  June, — ]     Officers  on  garrifon  duty  whole  leave  of  ab 
icnce  has  not  appeared  in  general  orders,  are  not  to  leave  the  garrifon  with- 
out acquainting  the  town  major  of  their  having  the  commandant's  leave 
and  for  what  time,  that  it  may  be  mentioned  in  the  orders  of  the  garrifon.

chance,  that  they  may  be  taken  fuddenly  fick,  the  furgeons  are  in  thofe 
cafes  required  to  repoit  it  in  a  particular  manner  in  their  certificates,  which 
be  hopes  will  put  a  ftop  to  this  prat5lice,  and  prove  leis  inconvenient  to  thofe 
gentlemen  wno  have  (b  frequently  been  hurried  for  uncxpedled  duties." 

The  commander  in  chief  having  obfervedt  that  the  above  order  has  in 
many  inftances  been  deviated  from,  by  fubaltern  officers  having  been  re 
turned  Gck  after  they  have  been  in  orders  for  duty,  expefts  that  in  future 
more  attention  may  be  paid  to  it  by  the  officers  for  duty^  and  by  the  fur- 
geons reporting  their  illnefs.

A  party,  of  i  ferjeant,  3  corporals,  and  12  private 
Europeans,  and  i  havaldar,  1  naique,  and  12  privates  of  native  infantry 
(not  recruits)  to  mount  at  the  main  guard  every  evening  at  fun  fct,  for 
the  purpofe  of  patroling  through  the  high  itreets  and  lanes  during  the 
T>ight.  They  will  return  to  their  corps  at  day  break.  Each  patrol  to  ron- 
iift  of  an  european  non-commiffioned  officer,  three  privates  of  europe.'n, 
and  three  of  native  infantry,  to  be  kept  up  in  continual  fucceffion,  as  each 
patrol  returns.  The  commanding  officer  of  the  main  guard,  (at  prefent 
the  captain  of  the  day)  will  take  care  that  the  duty  is  carried  on  with  the 
ncceffary  regularity  and  attention. 

The  field  officer  or  captain  of  the  day  will  go  the  grand  rounds,  f 
mhcn  he  will   vifit  all  the  guards,  and  give  his  orders  to   the  officers 
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1 14  oommanaing  the  port  guards  rcfpefling  the  hoof  he  appoints  for  the    %  ifi 
>  ting  rounds  trooi  each  guard-^the  rounds  from  the  guards   are   not  to  gi 

at  che  fame  hour,  and  care  to  be  taken  that  aTufficicnt  interval  ortime  is  sd* 
lowed  between  each. 

The  time  each  round  was  received  at  an3rguard^  from  the  other guarcfcj 
and  alfo  chetime  the  rounds  wentfromfuch  guards  to  be  mentioned  in  the 
report. 

The 'vifiting' rounds  of  each  guard  to  ttik^  the  w<ible  rircuit  of  the 
^vorks  and  the  guards  of  the  garrilbn>  and  to  look  into  and  examme  the 
lanes  and  avenues  leading  from  thence. 

Each -vifiting  round  to  cohfift  of  i  '^native  commiflioned  officer,  i  Eu- 
ropean and  naijve  tion-commi(fioned  officer,  and  6  file, 'half  europcass 
and  half  fepoy«,  where  there  are  europeans  on  the  guard. 

All  rounds  and  patroles  are  to  take  up,  and  give  in  charge'  to  the  near* 
eft  guard,  any  foldier  or  failor  or  other  perfon  who  cannot  gi^e  a  proper 
account  of  himfelf,  alfo  to  take  care  that  the  peace  of  the  inhabitants  is 
not  difturbed,  or  the  garrtfbn  alarmed  by  drunken  or  diforderly  people—* 
The  rounds  and  patroles  are  alfo  to  pay  particular  attention  that  the  cea- 
dncls  are  alert — A  non-commiffioned  officer  to  be  given  from  each  guard 
as  the  rounds  pafs  to  (hew  where  the  centinels  of  the  guard  arc  potted— 
the  commanding  officer  of  the  guard  will  be-  held  -accountable  that  the 
rounds  arc  intruded  in  their  duty.

The  commanding  officer  of  ardllery  will  be 
pleafed  to  order  a  party  from  his  corps  to  vific  the  guns,  ftiot,  and  every 
ihing  that  relates  to  his  department  on  the  works,  and  at  fort  George,  every 
monday  morning,  and  will  report  to  the  commandant. 

A  gunner  to  mount  at  the  main  guard.  The  gunnets  at  the  different  guards 
arc,  in  future,  to  examine  tlic  guns  and  every  thing  attached  to  them,  in 
charge  t^f  their  refpedtivc  guards,  every  morning  and  evening  j  each 
jguard  to  be  provided  with  prickers  to  examine  that  the  vents  arc  well 
cleared,  and  no  guard  to  be  relieved  until  the  gunner  has  made  a  report 
of  the  ftate  of  the  guns  to  the  officer  commanding  the  guard. 

The  corporals  and  naiqoes  who  march  the  relief,  are  alfo  to  examine  that 
the  vents  arc  clear,  and  report  any  thing  to  the  contrary  to  the  command 
ing  officer  of  the  guard,  who  will  confine  the  cennnel  or  others  by   whoie 
Jicgied  it  may  have  happened,  and  report  it  to  the  commandant.

0.  i^tb  July,']     A  picquct  confiding  of  one  captain,  two  fiibalterns,  214 
three  fcrjeants,  fix  corporals,  one  drum  and  fixcy  european  privates,  to  mount 
in  the  dock  yard  tomorrow  evening  at  funfct,  and  in  future  at  the  fame  time 
until  further  orders. 

The  captain  of  the  main  guard  and  th«  fubaltern  00  duty  in  the  dock  yard 
ivill  take  the  duty  of  th^  picket  at  funfet,  and  will  refume  their  duty  on  guard 
at  fun  rife. 

Thecaptwn  ofthc  picquet  will  detach  one  fubaltern,  one  ferjeant,  two

7th.  That  the  full  pay  of  the  natives  df  every  defcription  in  this  corpi, 
be  the  fame  and  regulated  in  all  circumftances  by  that  of  the  corref- 
ponding  fituations  in  the  native  infantry. 

8th.  That  ftoppages  be  made  from  their  pay  according  to  the  efta- 
bliffied  prafiice  in  other  parts  of  the  native  fcrvice. 

9th.  That  the  corps  be  allowed  to  draw  batta  and  full  field  allowan^ 
ees  in  fituations  which  entitle  other  corps  to  draw  it — the  batta  to  eu- 
ropean officers,  and  ferjeants,  agreeably  to  their  rank,  and  to  the  natives 
iimilar  to  the  like  rank«  in  the  fepoy  fervicc;  but  no  working  money 
upon  any  occaiion.

exprefs  our  furprize  at  lieutenant  t  's  extraordinary  affertion  "  that 

a  committee  of  enquiry  is  not  eflabliffied  by  any  cxifting  law,"  as  he 
ought  to  know  .that  the  honorable  company  have  a  right  to  malce  bye 
laws,  as  well  as  to  eftabliffi  regulations  for  the  government  of  their  fet- 
tlcments  in  India,  to  which,  while  he  is  in  their  fervice,  itishisduty 
to  conform;  and  courts  of  enquiry  for  trying  officers  in  the  marine^ 
have  been  eftablifhed  with  the  approbation  of  the  honorable  company^ 

G.  0.  2^d  OBohr.']  The  honorable  the  PreGdent  in  Council,  dircft 
that  the  following  extraft  from  the  inftruflions  to  the  commanders  of 
the  honorable  company's  cruizers,  be  publifhed  for  the  infonnation  of 
all  officers  and  others  in  the  army. 

"  If  at  any  time  an  enfign,  or  other  commiffioned  officer,  ihould  be

When  any  foldier  commits  a  fault,  his  ^uniffiment  muft  be  agreed 
upon  by  you  and  the  faid  commiffioncd  officer  of  the  military,  and 
not  inflifted  without  his  confent;  that  thereby  order  and  good  harmony 
may  be  kept  up  and  prefervcd, between  the  marine  and  military  people 
on  board  your  veflel;  the  which  is  firenuoully  recommended  as  abfo- 
lutely  nccefTary  for  the  good  of  the  fervice."

The  governor  general  in  council  derived  fincere  fitisfaftion  from  thts 
highly  honorable  leitimony,  borne  by  an  officer  of  ibch  eminent  di.iinc- 
lion  and  elevated  liation,  to  tlic  fcrvices  oP  major  general  Baird  and  of 
the  troops  from  the  cftablilhrnerTt  of  India  lately  employed  in  Egypt. 

His  excellency  in  councii  is  pleafcd  to  fignify  his  moft  cordial  appro- 
bation of  the  diftingiHlhed  and  extraordinary  merits  of  major  general 
Baird  in  the  arduous  command  of  the  expedition  to  Egypt,  intrufted  to 
him  by  the  fpccial  appointment  and  fcledion  of  the  governor  general  in 
council.

The  hon'ble  the  Governor  4n  Council  having  refolved,  that  the  p»f* 
veying  fyftem  (hall  ceafc,  and  that  the  furgeons  of  his  Majefty^s  and  the 
hpn'ble  company's  fervice,  fhall  receive  a  fpecitic  allowance  for  pros^iJiag 
tlic.(}ckf ,  (ubjeft  to  no  contigencies,  the  in(luuti«in  of  general  hofoicals  is  n<J 
longer  neceffary ;  they  are  accordingly  every  where  abolifhed,  excepting  one 
zi'  the  prcfidency,  which  is'  retained  to  provide  for  invalids,  penfioners,  anJ 
difcharged  men,  and  particularly  for  accidents  which  frequency  occur.

The  furgcons  of  his  Majcfty's  and  hon'blc  companys   curopcan   re- 
giments and  corps,  (hall  have  the  eniirc  charge  and  man.igrment  of  the   fick.

The  regimental  furgeon  (hall  fupply  the  hofpiral  with  lamp  oil,  potts, 
mallies,  pans,  and  firewood  for  the  ufe  of  the  cook  room  and  difpenlary.i 
He  (hall  alfo  provide  cooks,  wafhermen,  and  water  for  every  purpofe.  | 

7th.  The  furgeons  are  farther  to  provide  doolies  and  defray  the  expencc 
of  bearers  for  conveying  the  fick  from  the  barrack  to  ihe  hofpital, 

8th.  The  patients  arc  to  be  fupplied   with  the   following  articles  of  drefs 
each,  which  arc  always  to  be  clean  and  changed  as  often  as  the  circumftan

gth.  In  order  to  defray  the  expencc  of  the  foregoing  fuppHes  as  well  as 
any  that  may  be  fubfcquently  mehtionedr  the  furgeon  of  a  curopean  §  re 
gifnent  and  of  the  baitalion  of  artillery,  (hall  be  allowed  to  draw  from  the 
company  24  reas  per  dism  for  every  man,  fick  or  well,  borne  prcfent  on  the 
mufter  rolls,  commifiloned  officers  included/  in  addition  to  the  ordinary 
(loppages  of  93  reas  per  day,  from  the  pay  of  each  man  in  the  hofpital. 

10th.  The  expcnte  of  fick  1  europeans  occafionally  left  in  places  at  a 
diftancc  from  the  head  quarters  of  the  corps,  mud  be  paid  by  the  furgeon, 
and  they  are  to  be  included  in  the  number  drawn  for,  under  the  head  of  fick 
abfcnt.  The  furgeon  in  whofc  care  they  remain  (hall  receive  the  ftoppages; 
and  charge  befides,  by  a  bill  on  honor,  the  regimental  furgeon  with  any  ad- 
ditional expencc  he  may  have  been  at  on  their  account.  It  will  be  alfo  op 
tional  with  the  fatter  tofurnifh  corts  or  fuch  nece(rary  articles  as  he  may  be 
able  to  fpare  from  his  efl:abli{hmenr,  by  which  management  it  is  expe<5led 
the  extra  expencc  will  be  greatly  reduced. 

The  fcuropcan  hofpitals  whether  of  a  King's  or  company's  corps,  in  Mala- 
bar and  at  fubordinates,  mud  admit,  as  patients,  failors  either  of  the  royal  navy 
or  in  the  hon'ble  conipany*s  fervire,  upon  a  requificion  from  the  comman- 
ders oftheir  rcfpeclivc  (hips.  The  furgeons  muft  afl^ord  them  medical  -atten 
dance  and  every  thing  necefTary  at  the  fame  rate  as  fhal!  be  eftab]i(hed  for  the 
generalhofpitalatthc  prcfidencyi  ftrangers  arc  entitled  to  be  received  in  the 
lame  manner. 

I  ith.**Ciovernmenc  will  provide  hofpitals,  Europe  ^  medicines  and  inftru- 
mcnts  in  all  fitoation  as  heretofore. 

I  2th.  The  furgeons  of  european  regiments  and  corps,  are  to  take  the  ftores 
at  prefcnt  in  ufe  at  a  fair  valuation.

All  medicinal  expences  on  account  f  of  detachments  arc  to  be  de* 
frayed  by  the  furgconj  but  as  it  appears  from  a  comparative  (tatement,  that 
the  nature  of  the  fervice  on  which  the  marine  battalion  is  employed,  occdnoni 
in  that  corps  a  greater  proportion  of  fick,  the  furgeon  will  always  draw  the

On  a  probability  that  a  complete  J  regiment  will  feldom  be  at  the 
fame  (latipn,  the  allowance  to  furgeons  of  native  regiments  fpecified  by  the 
regulation  abovementioned,  (hall  be  confidered  payable  by  the  payma(tert 
of  ftatlons  to  the  furgeons  or  afTiftant  furgeons,  according  as  they  may  he 
in  charge,  in  proportion  to  the  numbers  prefent,  at  the  average  rate  of  ap 
rupees  for  every  hundred  men,  including  the  eurqpeao  commiflioned^  and 
non  commifliohed  officers.

The  m^'dicarboard  wll  take  caic  that  the  regimental  furgcons  be 
duly  furnifhcd  by  the  nicdicaJ  floreloceper  with  die  ncccihvy  articles  for  their 
fick;  whHe,  on  the  other  hand,  they  are  to  prcvcnr  unneceiiary  and  exorbitant 
demands  on  him:  for  which  purpofc  all  indents  by  regimcatal  furgcons  made

23d.  The  office  of  iratnediate  fuperintendance  at  the  prefidency  will  be 
|)erformed  by  the  medical  board,  who  will  wacch  over  the  conduft  of  hofpi- 
calSj  fee  that  die  fick  are  kept  clean  and  xromfoi-table,  and  have  no  reafon  to

It.  is  to  be 
cxpedtcd,  from  the  fcfious.  tendency  of  thefe  enquiries,  that  officers  will  not 
make  them  fuperficially,  but  on  the  contrary  fatisfy  them  (elves,  coofcieniioufly, 
that  the  utmoft  juftice  has  been  extended  towards  the  fick  fotdlcr. 

Ic  is  alfoexpcfttd  that  officers  commanding  companies  will  givcattemion 
to  their  iick  and  vifit  them  independently  of  aoy  particular  turn  «f 
duty. 

33d.- As  it  is  not  the  intention  of  government  to  deprive  the  medical  branch 
of  the  advantages  held  out  byihehon'ble  company  on  retiring  from  the  fcr- 
vice  derived  from  the  inftituxion  of  general  ihofpitals,  it  is  ordered,  chat  the  4 
fenior  furgeons,  not  including  the  niembersof  the  medical  board,  provided 
no  charge  of  incapacity^  is  eftabli(hed  againfl  them,  (hall  be  intided  to  the 
fame  pecuniary  falary  and  penfion,  on  rcturniog  to  Europe, as  they  would  have 
been  had  they  been  adlually  in  charge  of  a  general  hofpital.

^,  M  the  prevention  of  difeaies  is  not  lefe  important  then:  the  cure,  it  is 
Arongtf  recomnnended  to  regimental  furgeons  to  attend  to  the  diet  of  the 
men,  to  fee  that  it  is  of  a  good  quality  and  (erved  with  reguiarini^aBd  at 
proper  timesi  abova  all  it  is  ncceilary  to  take  the  greatc&carc  chat  the  tneh 
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1 9  be  under  proper  regulation  with  regard  to  liquor.  They  flioulJ  have  none 
ihat  is  not  of  a  proper  age,  and  quality,  and  the  muft  anxious  attcntioa 
(hculd  be  given,  that  the  quantity  they  icctrive  is  moderate,  and  that  thtf 
can  have  acccfs  to  no  more— It  is  known  to  all  furgcon:i  of  experience  that 
jliquor  is  the  fourcc  of  nine  tenths  of  the  difcalcs  of  curopran  foldicrs, 
and  It  is  not  doubted  but  the  commanding  officers  will  be  ready  to  forward 
all  the  reafonable  propofals  of  furgeons  to  regulate  the  men^  both  with  rc^ 
'gard  to  the  quantity  and  quality  of  their  fpirits. 

i  3d.  The  fupcrintending  furgeon  vifiting  the  different  hofpitals  in  the 
Wiftrifts,  fliould  fee  that  the  medical  attendance  is  proficrly  adminiftcred,  and 
Ithat  due  attention  is  paid  to  diet>  clothing,  and  cleanline(s,  as  alfb  to  examine 
the  (iirgeon's  (lores,  that  he  has  fuffictrnt  ftcck  of  cvrry  thing  neccfiarjr, 
and  good  of  its  kind;  alfo  that  a  fuffictent  number  of  fcrvants  of  all  dcf- 
criptions  is  kept  by  the  furgeon  for  conducing  the  duty  of  the  hofpital  under 
his  chargr* — he  is  at  all  times  to  inf()e6t  the  regifter  of  the  fick  kept  bv  the 
furgeons  that  he  may  be  well  acquainted  with  the  prafiicc  at  the  difirrrot 
hofj)itals. 

4th.  Hofpitals  (hould  be  kept  very  clean,  and  Ihould  be  well  ventilated^ 
The  bedding  of  the  fick  fhnulJ,  ^s  often  as  poflible,  be  expofcd  tathcfua 
and  air,  the  walls  of  the  hofpitals  be  frequently  white  wafhcd,  and  if  con- 
tagious diftafcs  prevail,  it  is  recommended  to  try  the  fumigatioil  of  doStor 
Stnyth;  which  is  produced  by  mixing  half  an  ounce  of  falc  pctrc  with  half 
an  outice  of  vitriolic  acid  in  a  fand  heat.  It  is  ftrongly  recommended  to 
remove  dead  bodies  from  the  wards  as  foon  as  pofTible,  and  to  have  the 
cloaths  they  ufed  well  wafhed,  and  the  ftra^  of  their  bedding  imtliediattlf 
burned.    '         *    ' 

5  th.  It  is  hoped  that  it  is  iinneceflary  to  point  out  the  neceflity  of  keeping; 
the  perfons  of  paricnts  very  dean,  as  linnen  at  lead  twice  a  week,  or  oftcncr 
if  ncccflary ;  on  this  fubjeft  particular  •dirc(5lions  arc  to  be  given  to  the.frjr-^ 
vants  of  hofpitals,  that  the  fick  may  have  the  benefit  and  comfort,  tharari/ei 
from  clean  appartments  and  proper  cloathing ;  the  hofpital  is  never  td  be 
crouded — every  man  ought  to  have  the  fpace  of  fix  feet  allotted  to  his  M'f 

6th.  All  furgeons  oraffiftant  furgeons  in  charge  of  hofpitals  fliouKi  regu- 
larly vifit  ibeir  hofpital  daily;  and  fuch  men  as  require  it,  (hould  have  flillwo^^ 
frequent  attendance — a  book  (hould  be  kept  of  the  admiflionanidifchws^ 
and  the  cafes  of  the  patients,  in  which  the  namif,  age,  difeafc,  diet^  and  treat- 
ment,  are  to  be  fully  infertcdjdifTcftionsof  the  dead  body  ChouU  be  hadcc* 
courli  to  as  often  as  polfible  (while  it  does  not  interfere  with  the  prejudices  of 
the  natives;  as  they  often  afiford  inftrudion  which  cannot  always  be  obdaioci 
during  life.  ' 

7th.  If  a  contagiom  fever,  or  epidemic,  prevail,  the  furgeon  or  afliftaotfinw 
geon,  will  give  his  opinion  fully  on  the  probable  caufe,  and  whether' fuch  cauf^ 
is  removeablej  alfo  the  moft  fuccefbful  mode  of  treating  it;  drawn,  notfrbtii|' 
books,  but  experience — the  journals  kept  by-  furgeons  will  be  liadeinitftjte 
proofs  of  his  diligence  and  the  beft  evidence  of  his  abilities.  '  ^     '  ^^ 

8th.  It  is  not  only  neccflfary  that  an  hofpital  be  furnifhed  with  medkinel  ^ 
and  furgical  inflruments,  but  alio  with  proper  drefTings  for  foreii  and  woundV 
(ervants,  cotts,  bedding  and  clothing,   and  every   thing -neceffary  for  the 
comfort  and  care  of  the  fick.  * 

9th.  Surgeons  and  a(riftant  furgeons  in  charge  of  hofpitals  muft  feni 
monthly  reports  to  the  me<Ural  board;  rhev  are  rcqueftcd  to  fend  extraAs  w 
ca^s  from  their  legitlcr,  efprciallv  vi  thufe  that  end  fatally,  with  tHe  difltc* 
tions«f  the  dead  and  their  •renia'-ks:  this  beiig  the  only  mode  by  Which  tli^ 
fpcdical  board  can  judge  of  their  dbiliries,  an  t  thereby  be  enabled  to  rcm^ 
metit  agreccibly  v>  the  oT<lers  of  the  cotirt  of  direftors.  They  are  fuffh^ 
rtquefted  to  traufant  aiiy  occuifcacc  which  chey  judge  may.forward  flicdic** 
kiiowlcdgc.  -

'txamination  of  the  number  of  unfits  lately  brought  before  them,  have  ob- 
fcrved  that  the  lift  of  difeafes  on  the  return  was  very  jncorreftj  many  of  the 
iubje&s  being  afflifted  with  complaints  totally  difierent  from  thofe  in 
iiertedi  and  one  man  in  particular  in  the  ift  battalion  5tb  regiment  was,  in 
the  opinion  of  the  furgeon,  unfit  from  the  amputanon  of  a  leg,  when  in  faft  he 
kad  loft: an  arm;  while  others  wefe  reported  incurable  who  arc  apparently 
*£t  for  duty.  The  commanding  officer  of  the  troops  attributes  thcfc  con- 
traditions,  to  a  great  degree  of  negligence  and  inattention,  and  gentlemen 
in  themedical  line  are  therefore  enjoined  to  obierve  the  moft  fcrupulous  cor- 
'ledneG  in  ftating  their  profeflSonal  opinions  on  men  brought  before  them 
4br  ettmination,  who  are  reported  unfit  for  (ervice. 

SdrgeoiM  and  affiftant  furgeMs  granting  certificates  to  fick  ofHcers  of  the 
mttdSitf  of  a  change  of  climate,  who  may  hot,  from  abfence  or  other  caule,  be 
able  to  attend  the  examination  of  the  ftateofheahh  of  fuch  officers  by  the 
medicaf  boardi  are  diredbed  to  accompany  the  certificate  with  a  flatement  of 
the  caies,  and  treatment  of  thedifeaie  which  renders  the  certificates  necefiary; 
is  the  medtcai  board  will  not  fanftion  fuch  certificate  where  there  exifts  any

Fourthly--^ pou  the  receipt  of  every  patient  into  the  infane  hofpital,  it  fhali 
be  the  duty  of  the  medical  board  to  give  notice,  in  the  cafe  of  europeans,  to 
the  chaplain  and  church  wardens,  who  are  thereon  to  enquire  and  afcertaia 
what  part  of  the  allowance*  accruing  to  fuch  fervant,  civil  or  military,  majj 
be  required  for  the  maintenance  of  any  family  he  or  they  may  have;  for 
which  amount  they  are  to  draw  on  the  paymafter  of  the  department  to  whick 
fuch  perfon  may  belong,  and  entrufted  as  a  confcientious  charge  and  duty  witl^ 
the  d[ilUibutioh  thci^eo^  for  the  grtaieftgood  of  the  members  of  fuch  ramify 
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idtoring   tfae<Jontinuance  of  their  principal  in  the  hofpital;   atid  Vilh 
refpeO;  to  native  officers  and  fepoys,  this  duty  is  to  be  jointly  perform- 
ed by  xhe  military  auditor  general  and  town  major,  as   truilees  ap-

.With  reipe6l  to  people  out  of  the  fervice,  it  is  expected  that  their

There  being  reafon  to  believe  that  a  praftice  has  been  admitted  in 
fome,  regiments  of  placing  the  children  of  conimiffioned  and  non-com- 
miflTioncd  officers,  or  other  improper  perfons  on  pav  as  foldiers,  I  have 
received  the  King's  commands  to  fignify  his  Majcfty's  pleafure  that  llrift 
enquiry  be  forthwith  made  by  every  colonel  of  a  regiment  on  the  Bri- 
tifh  eftablifliment  relative  thereto;  that  the  refpeflive  commanding  of- 
ficers be  informed  by  ihem,  that  wherever  any  fuch  praQice  may 
have  been  received,  it  be  immediately  difcontinued,  that  all  charges  of 
pay  arifing  therefrom,  in  the  accounts  not  yet  fettled,  be  withdrawn, 
and  that  it  be  fully  made  known  andunderftood  that  if  any  tranfgreffion' 
of  this  kind  be  in  future  difcovercd,  the  perfons  offending  will  be  pro-' 
ceeded  againft  with  the  uimoft  rigor,  and  according  to  the  e;taQ  tenor 
of  the  claufes  on  this  head  contained  in  the  mutiny  a£l  and  articles  of 
var.  .  '

Commanding  officers  of  ftaiions  will  be  pleafcd  to  give  the  requifite 
orders  for  the  drafts  being  carried  into  effect  and  fent  to  their  corps, 
with  the  leaft  poffible  delay;  and  as  the  infantry  eftablilhmeni  has  in  fo 
great  a  degree,  in  every  rank,  benefitted  by  the  augmentation,  the 
Governor  in  Council  looks  f  )rward  with  confidence  (or  the  execution 
of  the  prefent  arrangement  with  cheerfulnef^  and  alacrity.

ftfift  was  for  many  years  infefted,  had  taken  pod  with  his  followers, 
and  hisfubfcquentfeizure  of  the  robber's  perfon,  the  commanding  offi- 
cer  of  the  forces,  with  the  approbation  of  the  honorable  the  Governor 
in  Connci\  direfts  that  a  badge  of  gbld  with  an  appropriate  infcription, 
be  publicly  prefcnted  to  the  fubahdaur,  as  a  mark  of  the  high  fense 
which  government  ever  entertains  of  diftinguifhed  merit,  in  ^whatever 
branch  of  tbeferviceit  may  be  Ihewn 

And  in  order  to  evince  to  the  native  troops,  the  more  generally 
that  an  a£live  exertion  of  duty,  {hall  not  in  any  way  efcape  the  notice 
of  government,  the  commanding  officer  of  the  forces,  with  the  fame 
approbation,  of  the  honorable  the  Governor  in  Council,  further  direfts 
that  this  diftinQion  be  e.'ftended  to  the  havaliaurs  who  were  prefent 
and  who  may  have  confpicioufly  exerted  ihemfelves  on  the  fame  occa- 
fion,  with  this  difference — that  the  badge  (hall  be  offilverand  to  be 
vorn  on  the  tight  arm.

Asit  is  the  intention  of  the  command- 
ing officer  of  the  forces  to  embrace  an  early  opportunity  of  infpefling 
the  flate  of  difcipline  of  the  native  corps  at  the  prefidency,  he  calls 
upon  the  officers  in  command  of  ihefe  corps  for  the  ulmotl  exertion 
of  their  affiduity  and  diligencein  maturing  them  in  the  mod  ufeful 
pans  of  the  manual  exercife;  particularly  in  loading  and  firing  with 
rapidity  and  fteadin^fs,  and  in  liich  fimple  movements  as  laid  down  for 
the  praflice  of  his  Majefty's  troops,  to  enable  them  to  the  performance 
of  fuch  manoeuvres  as  the  course  of  fervice  is  mod  likely  to  require. 

It  is  expeQed  that  they  fhaft  as  fnon,  and  as  frequently,  as  poffible  be 
praftised  in  firing  at  a  mnrk,  that  thev  Ihall  of  courfe  be  brought  into 
fuch  a  ftaic  of  forwardncfs  as  to  acquit  ihemfelves  with  Ueadinefs  and 
precifion  in  order  of  review;  and  it  is  particularly  recommended  that 
they  (hall  as  e  irlv  as  poffible  be  accuHomed  to  cover  with  accuracy 
the  fii  It  flanks  in  column  of  march,  and  to  the  prefervaiion  of  dil- 
tances,  to  enlarge  and  diniinrfti  their  extent  of  front — that  they  fliall 
be  exercifed  in  advancing  in  cc  lumn  of  march  from  right  and  left  of 
battalion;  in  cl<>fif»g  their  order  and  in  forming  the  line  to  the  front 
right  and  left  on  a  gvven  division — that  they  (hall  be  able  to  advance 
well  in  line  without  croudmg,  and  to  retreat  in  ahern^ite  order.— The 
firings  as  laid  down  for  general  pradicc. — Tbefe  the  commanding  of^ 
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ficerofthe  forces  apprize  the  officers  in  charge  of  native  battalions  that  he 
{hall  look  for  ar  an  early  period,  and  he  hopes  from  the  motives  of  zeal 
with  which,  he  flatters  himfelf,  they  are  imprelfed  to  render  ihei'r  corps 
fpeedily  and  eflFec5iively  ufeful  to  the  fervice  of  their  country,  that  he

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"  The  commandant  of  artillery  thinlcs  it  his  inchTpenfablc  dutyto  acquairtt 
the  milicury-  board  that  he  has  received  a  letter  from  captain  Bailie,  'Comman- 
ding officer  of  the  artillery  in  the  fMovincc  of  Malabar,  inencionihg  chat  all 
ordnance  and  (lores  wanted  for  the  'artiUcr.y  department^  are,  without  his 
approbation  or  knowledge,  indented  for  by  the  deputy  comtnilTaricfs  of  ftorcs, 
and  that  ccnrequently  no  degree  of  rcfponfibility  can  reft  wirh  him  refpeding

^hich  induced  us  to  increafe  the  allowances  (beyond  thofe  of  a  former 
period)  for  passengers  returning  to  England  from  our  feveral  presiden- 
cies  in  India,  equally  with  perfons  going  thither  of  the  defcription  enu- 
merated in  our  printed  orders  under  the  27th  July,  1795. 

••  14th.  In  framing  the  fums  allowed  to  be  taken  by  the  commanders 
on  the  occasion  of  our  fervants  returning  to  England,  as  fpecihed  in  the 
fubfequent  part  of  our  printed  orders  of  the  27ih  [uly  1796,  it  was 
done  with  a  view  to  prevent  that  extortion  on  the  part  of  our  comman- 
ders which  has  in  fome  instances  been  praflifed;  and  was  not  even  in- 
tended as  a  ruling  principle  for  them  to  be  paid  the  fpecitic  fums  upon 
every  occasion  of  perfons  returning  to  Europe  at  their  own  expence; 
but  to  be  varied  according  to  circumstances  and  the  ability  or  means 
of  the  perfons  thus  coming  to  England,  might  enable  them  to  pay  for 
such  passage  and  accommodation  on  board  our  feveral  fhips.  Our 
objefl  being  folely  to  guard  the  paffengers  from  fuch  extravagant  de- 
mands in  future,  and  to  enable  them  to  piocure  a  passage  back  to  this 
country  at  as  moderate  a  rate,  as,  with  a  just  regard  to  the  inierest  of 
the  commanders,  it  could  reafonably  be  afforded  them,  and  with  a  de- 
sign to  hold  our  commanders  accountable  to  us  in  England  for  refusing 
to  grant  our  returning  fervants  a  passage  home  at  the  rates  therein  sti- 
pulated. 

•'  15th.  Having  thus  explained  our  reafons  for  extending  the  allow- 
ance of  passage  money  to  our  feveral  commanders  by  our  refoluiions 
of  the  27th  July  17969  and  the  fums  to  be  paid  in  future  for  his  Ma-

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Officers  occupying  company's  quarters,  not  to  receive  houfe  rerU;  \ 
and  this  is- to  be  held  as  a  general  fegulaiion  without  regard  to  the  rank  i 
of  the  officers,  or  the  quality  of  the  quarters,  \ 

Conduttors,  fcrjeants  of  native  infantry,  laboratory  fcrjcants,  and 
laboratory  men  occupying  conapany's  quarters,  barracks  os  cantoncntnts, 
arc  not  to  receive  houfe  rent. 

Native  troops  in  the  Malabar  province,,  arc  allowed  one  r^pec  anu- 
ally  for  hutting. 

The  European  wives  of  European  soldiets,  to  receive  lupess  2.':e.-o. 
monthly  in  cantonments  or  garrifon,  ^and  rupees  5  monthly,  or.  halfa 
ration  of  provifions,  in  the  field. 

A'coek  at  5  rupees  per  month,  allowed  for  the  conjee  houfe  at  t+je 
prefidency  only,  to  be  drawn  by  the  garrifon  ferjeant  major. 

Two  sweepers  at  4  rupees  each  per  month  allowed  for  keeping  the  . 
parade  of  guards  clean,  and,  in  the   dry    leafon,   the  6 re  engines  to  be. 
occafionaHy  employed  on-the  requifition  of  the  town  major  for  water- 
ing it.         ' 

AssisHint-fargeons  without  rank  to  receive  half  batf a  as  enfigns,  and 
when  employed  on  field  lervice,  to  receive  the  field  aUoAv.aaccs  of  en- 
fign. 

Officers  belonging  to  corps  on  full  field  allowances,  are  not  to  re- 
ceive fuch  "allowances  unlefs  aflually  prefent  wiih  their  corps. 

Officers  cojumanding  a  detachn)ent  of  Furopeans  c<)nri<iing  of  more 
than  one  company,  <vhen  an  adjutant  is  not  with  fnch  detachment,  are 
allowed  6  rupees^  for  a  clerk,  and  i3  rupees  fur  lights  and  stationary 
monthly. 

The  dircr61or6fthe'firr  office  at  rheprefidency,  ar)'^  fire  engine  keep- 
ers at  fhbofdinates,  allowed  4  rupees  per  month' far  each  ferviceable 
engine,  with  its  buckets,  hole.  Sec.  under  their  charge,  in  lieu  df  the 
dungaree,  coaconut  and  gingejy  oil,  formerly  drawn. 

Quarter  masters  of  corps  in'the  Kanara  arid  Malabar  province*  are 
allowed  lea  rupees  per  month  for  rent  of  a  store  room  to  contain  the 
battalion  or  regimental  stores,  if  there  is  no  building  atnhe  Citation  be- 
longing to  thehonorable  company  which  is  appropriated  to  that  nfe. 

Officers  intrusted  with  a  feparate  command  in  the  field,  by  order  or 
authority  of  government,  toxiraw  the.batta  of  the  rahk  next  aibove  their 
regimental  rank. 

Officers  employed  to  ihfpeEl  works  of  importancecxecuted  by  contract 
to  be  allowed  the  batta  of  their  regimental  rank,  and  50  rupees  per 
month  for  overfeers;Ilationary  &c. 

As  ijfficers  of  detachments  ferving  on  boafd  fhip  as  marines,  receive 
the  full  batta  of  their  regimental  rank,  they  are  not  entitled  to 
the  allowance  U4idc:r  the  head  '*  paffage  *  money'*  nor  to  tbe'captain*s 
table. 

Full  field  allowances  are  never  to  be  drawn  unlefs  corps  arc  ordered 
to  take  the  fieliagainlt  an  enemy. 

Officers  transferred  from  one  corps  to  another,  to  drawihe  allowances 
the  c<>rps  they  areappointed'to  is  in  receipt  of  from  the  day  on  which 
they  embark  or  march  to  join  it. 

EfFettive  regimental  IhfFoflrcers  arc  to  receiveihe  perfonal  allowan- 
ces of  tl)e  rank  annexed  to  their  ftaff  appointment  in  addition  to  the 
cftablilhed  perfonal  Qaff  pay  and  office  eftablifliment. 

Officers  commanditigta  battalion  of  artillery,  a  regiment  <5f  european 
infantry  or  a  banalion  of  native  infantry,  arc  allowed  the  batta  or  half 
batta  (according  to  the  ftaiion  they  aie  ferving  atj  of  the  rank  joext 
above  their  reginienial  rank. 

Officers  drawing  the  batta  of  a  fuperior  rank  in  confeqtience  of  com- 
:SUiiding  Qations  and  deuchments  are  allowed  the  b<iita  of  the  rank  im- 
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mediately  fuperior  to  their  regimental  rank;  but  officers  cotnimandin;; 
detachments  under  the  immediate  command  of  another  on  the  fpot»  are 
not  entitled  to  this  extra  allowance. 

European  commiifioned  and  ftafF  officers  not  in  Teceipt  of  Full  batta^ 
and  going  to  or  returning  from  Tannah  to  Bombay  on  duty,  are  allowed 
the  difFerence  between  half  and  full  batta  for  two  days«  iii  lieu  of  all 
charges  whatever*— Native  troops  are  allowed  two  <idys  fuH  l)atta  for 
the  like  fcrvice. 

No  officer  entitled  to  draw  the  fum  under  the  head  •*  eRabTilhment** 
to  the  commandantiof  the  artillery  »nd  engineer  corps  btti  ihc  cbioneU 
a£tually  commanding  them. 

Officers  lofing  a  leg  in  the  ferviceto  have  an  allowance  of  30  rupees 
monthly  for  a  palanquin. 

By  the  refolutions  of  government  (on  a -reference from  ihc  office  of 
audit)  under  the  26th  of  Auguft  1794,  the  commandant  of  artillery  is  aU 
lowed  twenty  reas  per  pound  for  the  (hot  expended  in  the  znillcry 
prattice  at  BycuUa,  and  afterwards  collefled  together  and  deHvered  over 
to  the  comroilfary  of  Itores-  The  commiffary's  receipt  for  the  (hot  to 
accompany  the  bill  by  the  commanding  officer  of  artillery  for  them^ 
when  prciented  for  payment.

•Ifo  creates  confufion  in  the  accounts  of  the  pay  office  :  in  order  to 
remedy -this  irregularity  all  fucceeding  non^ommiffioned  ofHcers  muft 
be  put  in  orders  torcceive  pay  only  fronfi  the  time  the  cafualty  ceafes 
to  be  a  charge  to  government — for  cxamplc/if  the  vacancy  happens 
by  deaih  before  the  i5ih  of  the  month,  the  man  who  fucceeds  muft 
only  come  on  pay  of  non-commi(Iioned  officer  the  I'ft  of  theenfuing 
month,  as  the  pay  of  the  man  who  dies  is  allowed  to  the  end  of  the 
month  for  defraying  the  expences-of  his  funeral,  but  if  after  the  i5ih 
rnftant  (asin  thatcafe  a  month*s  pay  extra  is  allowed  for  burying  t 
him)  and  in  the  cafuahtes  of  difchargci  redudion  or  defertion,  the  com- 
manding officers  miift  regulate  the  periods  when  one  ends  and  the  other 
commences,  t'h^i'no  more  than  the  original  months  pay  may  be  ifTu- 
ed.

That 
ihehalfpay  of  all  ranks  of  natives,  and  of  the  non-commiflioned  and 
private  europeans,  when  on  field  fervice,-  fliould  be  paid  to  their  fami- 
lies monthly,  in  the  beginning  of  each  month,  witlH>ui  waiting  the  ar- 
rival of  the  liils  and  bills  of  exchange,. mentioned  in  the  articles  of 
the  (landing  regulations  for  ihe  pay  department  adverted  to  in  the  pre- 
ceding orders.  Thefe  payments  are  however  to  be?  made  according  to 
the  latt  received  lills,  and  when  a  ca(ualty  brings. an  addition  on  the 
pcnfion  lifts,  any  half  pay  that  may  been  over  drawn,  s  always  to  be 
accounted  for  by  fuitable  deduQions  from  the  penfioner.

It  having  been  refolved,  that  the  office  of  deputy,  paymafter  general 
to  the  King's  troops,  fliall  ceafc  and  deicrmine  from  and  after  the  24ih 
o{  December  next,  and  the  honorable  the  Governonn  Council  deeming 
it  advifeable  that  this  duty  fhall  be  difcharged,  (iibfcquent  to  that  date, 
by  one  of  the  honorable  company's  public  officers^  the  foHowing  rules 
are  to  be  ftriftly  attended  to  by  alt  concerned. 

ift.  The  paymafter  of  company's  allowances  to  King's  troops  wili 
also,  from  rhe.25ih  of  December  next,  pay  the  ncit  pay  .10  fuch  of 
them  as  may  happen  to  be  ferviug  under  this  pu  (idency;  the  regimental 
paymaOers  drawing  it  from  him  monUily  in  advance,  in  the  general 
monthly  re^jrimenial  ab(lra6l,  in  a  feparate  column  under  the  head  "  ncU 
pay  in  advance,"  and  it  is  ro  be  entered  on  the  difburfjmenis  in  like 
manner  as  the  lame  charge  for  the  honorable  company's  troops  is  en- 
tered. 

2d.  As  his  Majefty'stroops  ferving  under  this  prefidency  receive  their 
pay  and  allowances  from  the  honorable  company,  they  are  to  be  mus-* 
tered  monthly  by  companies,  by  the  officers  who  muOer  the  ht^norable 
company's  troops  at  the  feveral  flations;  and  the  mufler  rolls  are  lobe 
made  out  by  officers  in  charge  o^  companies,  agreeably  to  the  forms  * 
publiffied  in  general  *  carders  of  the  7ih  of  April  1797,  which  confe- 
quenily  are  to  include  the  native  followers  attached  to  companies^  and 
thereby  the  feparate  mufter  rolls  heretofore  required  for  that  dcfcrip- 
tion  of  perfons  in  the  King's  regiments,  become  unneceffary  from  ibe 
period  the  prefent  regulations  are  to  take  efFcft. 

3d.  As  the  accounts  of  King's  pay  to  his  Majefty's  troops  fervlng  un- 
dci  this  prefidency,  are  io  be  made  out  by  the  prefent  ading  deputy 
i:aymafler  genera*  to  his  Majefty'stroops  up  to  the  24th  of  December 
iK'xt,  he  is  dcfired  to  deliver  rhem  in  for  apdit  as  foon  as  practicable 
Hfter  that  period,  when  the  expences  on  account  of  that  office  are  10 
ceafe. 

4th.  The  regimental  payma(!er«  will  draw  net!  pay  from  the  pay- 
mafter of  company's  allowances  to  King's  troops,  on  feparate  abflrafis 
for  the  laft  7  daysof  December  next,  and  the  nett  pay  of  January  1 802,

5th.  Officers  commanding  detached  coiupanies  or  fmall  detachments

paymaflers  atout  (lations  where   any  Kind's  troops  miy  be  ferving  are 
to  bring  the  nett  pay  ifTued  to  them,  to  account,  in  the  fame  manner  as 
obferved  in  their  iffues  of  company's  allow'ances,  vis.   by  entering  it  in 
their  monthly  ^afh  accounts  to  the  debit  of  *-.the  paymafler  bf  compa- 
ny'sallowances  to  King's  troops,"  on  whofe  accounts  all  the  charges  on 
this  fcore  are  to  be  entered,  in  order  that  one  fet  of  difbiirfements  may 
ihew  the  whole  of  the  expetidiiure  for  King's   nett  pay,  as  well  as  the 
honorable  company's  allowances  to  his  Majefty's  troops  ferving  under 
this  prefidency,  as  has,  heretofore,  been  the   praclice   with  regard  to 
the  allowances  Separately.

Officers  compelled  to  leave  their  corps  in  the  field  in  consequence 
of  wounds  received  or  diseases  coatraQed,  are  to  have,  in  future^ 
(heir  full  field  allowances  continued  to  them  for  three  months  inftead 
of  ibe  prefcnt  period  oTthV  ee  days,  after  their  arrival  in  garrison^ 
provided  they  are  properly  reported  artd  certified  monthly  by  the 
medical  board  10  the  officer  commanding  in  chief,  as  unable  to  retura 
to \ heir  duty.  In  the  event  however  of  the  corps  to  which  the  officer 
belong  being  ordered  into  garrison,  the  field  allowances  ceale  from 
that  day* 

Should  a  prolongation  of  this  indulgence  be  required  beyond  the 
abcvementioned  period,  an  application  muft  be  made  thfough  the 
officer  commanding  in  chief  to  government,  where  the  circumfiaaces 
wiU  be  taken  into  confideration. 

C.  0.  4/A  Aprii.  M.  C.  ^d  April.]  The  governor  in  council  is 
pjeafed  to  notify  as  a  general  rule,  that  application  for  pay  on  account 
by  officers  not  on  ftationary  duty  at  the  prcGdency,  (hould  be  acQom* 
panied  by  certificates  of  the  dates  to  which  pay  may  have  been  laft 
issued  to  them  respedively.

REGULATIONS  FOR  THE  PAY  OFFICE  GENERAL.

ARTICLE     I. 

It  Is  neceffary  ihat  thi«  effice  flioiild  be    fcparate   from  that  of  pay- 
*mafler  at  the  preddenoy  ;  the  duties  of  ic  are  lo   receive  all  monies 
'Trom  the  treafury,  and  iflue^them  to  the    paymafters,  agents  and  com- 
miflaries  of  fupplic«,or  to  conira8ors,  and  other   perfons,  who,i)y  the 
fpecial    orders  of  fche  Governor  in  Council,  are  entitled  to  r-eceive  pay- 
ments in  .advance*     The  book*  ofthe  paymafler  general   mud  contain 
the  complete. accounts  of  money  received  and  difbiirfed  in  the  military 
-department,  at  the  prefidency,    fubordinates,  and  in  the   fieW:    heiis 
^particularly  reftrifted  from  having  any  concern,  dire81y  or  indireftly, 
reitherby  himself  or  inpartnerfhip,  in  any  agencies,  contrafls,  fuppliej?, 
or  trade  ;  luch  avocatioas  being  entirely  incompaii^>^e^i^h^he  duties 
of  the  office. 

ARTICLE    11^ 
Tbemiliiaty  paymaltcr  general   is   under  the  immediate  orders  of 
fthe  Governor  in  Council,  and'he  is  not  to  confider  any  other authorky 
as  fufficient  to  warrant  a  payment  repugnantto  the  regulations»of  go- 
vvernment  for  hij?dcparimcnt ;  it  is  to  be  undcrflood  however  >that  no- 
tthing  contained  in  tliis  article  fhall  affieft  the   eftablifhcd  relation  be- 
tween the  office  of  military  auditor  general  and  military  paymafter  ge- 
.nerd1,the'former  being  autborifed   to  correfpond   with,    and  inftruft 
'the  feveral  paymaffterson  fubjecfis  of  retrenchments  oTbills  and  charges 
payable  from  their  offices,  the  inttriiQions  ibus  given   for  their  gui-

>military  payniafter  geneial,to  whom  their  accounts  are  tranfmitted  for 
^his  revital  and  his  repon  upon  ihem  (when  occafions  render  it  neceOk* 
;ry)  to  the  Governor  in  CounciL 

ARTICLE    11 U 
On  the  15th   of  every  month,  or  as  foon    after  as.poTIiblc,  Tic  wTll 
make  out  an  eftimate,   as  per  form    No.   i.*  in   the  appendix,  ofcafh 
rcqturcd  at  the    prefidenc)  for  the  month,   as  hereafter   particularly 
;jioticed  ;  and  the  deputy  paymatter.general  of  his  majefly'5  troops  will 
•form  hiselVimate  in  the  fame   manner  as   the  other  pay  matters,   trans- 
milting  it  to  the  honorable  company's  military  paymafter  general,  to 
be  included  in  his  general  eflimaie,    whofe  application  to  government 
for  an  order  on  the  Hrealury,  for  the^mount  thereof,  is  to  be  forwarded 
to  the  military  auditor  general  by  the  fecreiary  to  government  as  (oon 
.as  he  receives  it,  in  order  that  the  whole  of  the  eftnnaics    may  be  ex- 
amined and  reported  upon  at  once  by   the  auditor,  who  will   notify  to 
the  Governonin  Council  the  particulars  of  the  advance  required. — The

ARTICLE    VI. 

The  general  cflimatc  oftlic  expences  of  the  whole  army  as  perform 
No.  2.*  in  the  appendix,  oughr^  if  poHible,  to  accompany  the  aforcfald 
estimate  No.  i.t  for  the  information  of  government ;  it  will  contain,  as 
nearly  as  can  be  afceriained,  the  amount  required  fur  that  month  for 
the  life  of  the  army,  and  is  framed  from  the  ellimates  of  the  pay  maflers^ 
which  are  tranfmitted  as  vouchers — From  the  dillcnnce  and  want  of  re- 
gular communication  with  feveral  of  the  military  lldiions  and  with  de- 
tachments in  the  field,  it  will  be  very  feldom  that  all  thefe  required 
vouchers  can  be  furnifhed  in  time,  but  as  many  as  poPible  c^f  the  eOi- 
matesofthe  paymafters  Jhall  accompany  the  monthly  general  eflimaies 
of  the  paymallcr  general ;  and  if  any  Ihall  be  delicicnt,  the  rcafon  {hall 
be  exprvd'ed  at  the  loot  of  the  general  cfiimyic,  wl.ich,  in  Inch  calcs, 
fhall  be  completed  by  computation,  according  lo  the  laiefl  ^caunus 
received,  or  other  circumflanccs  within  the  paymaller  gciicral's  know- 
ledge for  forming  opinion. 

ARTICI.F  VII. 

The  form  No.  3.*  in  the  appendix  is  for  the  paymaller  general's 
ftatemcnt  of  arrears  due  to  the  .irmv  framed  from  the  reports  compre- 
hended in  No.  2.t  and  will  be  laid  before  government  alon.^  with  il.iU 
document,  or  as  ej*rly  as  polhblc  afterwards  ;  the  rcafon^  of  any  delay 
being  exprefi'ed  as  ordered  in  the  pitccding  article. 

ARTICLE    V?n. 

The  cftimate  No.  4.*  in  ihc  a|  pcndix  is  to  he  tranfmitted  the  firft 
of  every  month  by  the  rcfpeiSivc  pjiymaflcrs  to  the  nr.ilitary  payniafter 
general;  it  ought  to  Ihew,  a<  nearly  as  can  be  afcertained,  the  fums 
that  will  be  required  for  th.u  uKMiih,  ?nd  at  the  fame  lime  to  exhibit 
the  arrears  that  were  due  on  the  fall  day  of  the  preceding  month.  Thclc 
ferveas  vouchers  for  No  2.  and  3.t  furnifhed  by  the  military  pay- 
mafler  general,  and  mufl  be  tranfmitted  with  them  to  the  Governor  \\\ 
Council,  and  the  amount  of  the  column  of  arrears  will  fhew  thcfunidue 
to  any  corps  that  might  be  difbanded  on  the  laft  day  of  the  pre- 
ceding month  ;  a  copy  of  this  ertimate,  counterfjgncd  by  the  com- 
manding officer  of  the  fiation^  muft  be  given  by  the  paymafler  totbe 
perfon  or  perfons  exerciiing  the  chief  civil  authority,  folely  that  he  or 
they  may  advance  the  money  required,  taking  bills  on  the  military  pay- 
maller general.  The  payn^aller  general,  paymafters  arvd  depuivcs,  mult 
find  ample  nnd  unexceptionable  fecurrties  before  they  are  pui  in  charge 
o("  their  office<5  ;  and  if  they  make  an  iinproper  ufe  of  the  credit  thus 
given  to  then  they  will  be  held  refp(>r»{ible  in  their  own  department, 
where  only  thcabufe  can  be  properly  judged  of^ 

AR  ncLE  ix. 
An  order  is  to   be  granted  monthly  on  the  treafury,  in   favor  of  the 

military  paymallcr  general  as  per  form  No.  ^5.*  in  the  appendix.  As 
foon  as  this  order  is  duly  executed,  and  regiilcixrd  by  the  accountant 
general,  it  will  be  fent  10  the  military  paymaiier  gien.eral  by  the  fccrc- 
tary  to  government,  witli  a  receipt  hook  to  be  kept  by  him,  in  which 
the  rec;:eipt  thereof  uill  be  acknowled;^cd  >  the  amount  of  the  order 
will  be  payable  on  demand,  or  in  fiich  proporiions- as  may  from  time 
to  time  be  wanted:  when  the  full  iom  is  ilFiicd  at  once  the  pay-mailer 
will  give  a  receipt  on  the  back  ofihc  order  and  <Jelivcr  if  to  the  aiTis- 
tant  to  the  treafurers ;  but  when  a  part  only  is  required,  he  will  write 
a  receipt  for  that  amount  o«  the  back  of  the  order,  and  fend  it  for  the 
infpefclion  of  the  ^(liltant  to  the  treafurers,  who  will  return  it  to  him  af- 
ter giving  dircrtions  for  the  payment  of  the  amount  required;  this 
payment  i^  to  be  accompanied  by  an  ijavoice  of  the  trealure  figned  bv 
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the  Affistant  to  the  trcafurers,  which  will  be  counterfigncd  by  the  pay- 
master general  and   rccurned  to  him. 

ARTICLE    X. 
when  the  fecretary  to  the  government  furnifhes  the  paymafter  general 
with  an  order  on   ihe  treasury,  he  wmH  at  the  fame  time  return  the  ori- 
guy^\  report,  and  eftimates,  of  the  feveral    paymaftcrs  which  have  been 
ient  as  vouchers  to  his  own  general  cftimate, 

ARTICLE     Xr. 

The  amount  required  by  the  paymafters  at  the  fiibordinate  ftation% 
will  be  fupniicd  from  thofe  treafuries,  on  an  application  to  the  chief 
civil  authority  (as  noticed  in  article  viii.j  to  whom  thepaymafter  will 
grant  bills  o(  exchange  on  the  military  paymaOer  general  payable  at 
fight,  in  their  favor  for  the  amount,  but  ihefo  fubordinates  are  hereby 
particularly  reftrifclcd  from  making  any  advances  but  on  drafts  of  the 
paymaflers  on  the  paymaller  general,  to  whom  they  will  immediately 
forward  the  letter  of  ad^^'ice  ;  and  it  will  be  the  bufinefs  of  the  paymas- 
ter general  to  fee  that  the  paymaflers  do  not  draw  for  more  than  their 
eftimatcs,  and  that  they  ultimately  and  rcc;alariy  account  for  the  »- 
mount  rhey  receive  ;  and  the  auditor  j;eneral  is  to  watch  the  balance 
ofcafli  in  the  bands  of  payma(ters>  aiul  fee  whether  or  not  they  draw 
for  more  than  their  eftimates,  and  report  his  observations  to  govent- 
ment ;  the  accountants  at  the  fubordinates  will  debit  Account  Cur- 
ken  r  Bombay  for  the  amount  of  the  bill  of  exchange  and  tranfmit  it 
to  the  accountant  general  at  the  prcftdency^  who  will  fend  it  to  the 
military  paymalter  general^  and  debit  him  for  the  amount  as  hereafter 
fpecified. 

ARTICLE    Xir. 

The  bills  of  purveyors,  contractors,  agents^  or  commifTaries  of  fup- 
plies,  as  foon  as  audited,  muft  be  returned  to  the  parties  by  the  audi- 
tor general,  and  (ent  by  them  to  the  paymafler  of  the  fl^ation  to  which 
they  appertain,  who  will  difcharge  them — When  advances  are  made  at 
the  prefidcncy  to  perfons  who  have  no  credit  or>  the  paymatter  gene- 
ral's.books,  it  mud  be  done  by  an  order  of  government,  and  thofe  to 
whom  advances  are  thus  ma^le  mud  be  pexfonally  debited  for  the 
amount,  and  remain  debtor  on  the  paymaller  general's  books  until 
their  bills  for  the  fupplies  or  fervice  for  which  the  advances  on  ac- 
count were  made,  arc  audited;  and  it  is  only  ininftances  where  autho- 
rized advances  of  cafh  have  been  made  on  account  ai  the  prelidcncy^ 
that  the  bills  after  being  paffed,  mufk  be  fent  by  the  auditor  general  to 
the  paymaller  general,  dcfiring  him  to  credit  the  drawer  in  his  next 
cafh  account,  for  the  amount,  paying  the  balance,  if  any  fl)ou.ld  happen 
to  be  diie,  and  tranfmitting  the  bilV  to  the  proper  paymafler  to  be  en- 
tered on  his  difburfeaients, debiting  him  for  the  fame* 

ARTICLE    XIU. 

No.  6*  in  the  appendix,  is  a  form  for  the  paymafler  generaPs  daily 
cafh  book,  which  will  contain  every  cafli  transafclion  that  pafTes  through 
his  office,  exhibiting  alkthc  ftims  paid,  as  well  as  received,  and  the  ba- 
lance in  hand  at  the  dole  of  each  day;  it  is  to  contain  (eparate  co- 
lumns for  the  amount  received  and  iilutd  in  copper,  filver,  and  gold; 
as  foon  as  the  p:^ymaller  general  fanQions  the  receipt  or  payment  of 
money,  by  his  fi^^naturo,  it  is  to  he  entered  ift  this  book  by  a  clerk 
who  will'  lit  near  the  paymaller  general  for  the  purpofe  of  regiflering 
incmora!Klu:ns  of  every  defcription  ;  the  purvocs  and  fhroffs  are  not 
to  be  allowed  to  quit  the  office  until  they  have  reported  the  flare  of 
rhe  ca!h,  and  the  balai\ce  is  found  to  agree  with  that  of  the  daily  cafli 
book,  which  muft  every  day  be  clofcd  before   the  paymafter  general 
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retires  from  bis  office,  and  figned  byhimfelf  or  his  deputy.  It  is'hcrc- 
by  further  direBed  that  this  ca(h  account  (hall  clearly  defcribe  the  rate 
of  exchange  at  which  any  coin,  not  the  currency  i/f  this  prefidency,  i« 
received  andilTued;  fpecifying  the  authority  upon  which  the  iaid 
rates  have  lacen  taken, 

ARTICLE  'X;v. 
No.  7.*  in  the  appendix  is  a  fom  for  the  military  poymaftcr  gene- 
ral's monthly  ca(h  account,  which  in  fa£l  contains  nothwip  more  than 
the  foregoing  account  properly  arran^^cd  in  the  order  re qjifiie  for  mak- 
ing the  journal  entries — A  copy  ofthis  account  mufl*!)c  fc^rwardcd  tlie 
15th  of  the  enfuing  month  io  the  military  auditor  general,  together 
with  all  the  vouchers;  and  whenever  it  has  pafffcd  examination  the 
vouchers  are  to  be  returned  to  the  military  payinafter  general  with 
(uch  obfervatious  as  may  occur  thereon.

—  The  fu- 
bordinate  accountants  will  charge  ihcfe  (unjs  on  their  monthly  trcafury 
accounts  and  tranfmit  the  flatcmeni  thereof,  with  the  bills  fo  drawn,  as 
vouchers^  to  the  accountant  general  at  the  ptefidcncy;  and  asfoon  ax 
the  accountant  general  has  received  the  accounts  from  -the  afliltant  to 
the  treafurers,  and  all  the  fubordinatcs  he  can  reafonably  exped  ihem 
fronn,  he  willfurnifh  the  payrnaOcr  general  with  a -lift  -of  advances  to

The  credit  fide  will  (hew  the  nett  a- 
mount  of  arrears  due  and  debts  owing  in  this  department— 'The  dead 
ttock  ^viil-contain  an  account  of  all' balances  that  may  be  due  to  rhe  ho- 
norable company  by  individual,  the  receipt  df  which  is  either  doubt- 
ful or  ail  cxpeQdtion  bf  recovery  given  up,  but  the  amount  not  wrote 
off — Thcfe  ftatements  to  be  furnifli^d  on  the  25th  of  the  month  fuc- 
cccding  the  period  they  are  drawn  out  for. 

ARTICLE     XXr.  : 

The  paymafters  will  furnifli  the  military  paymaftcr general,  with  two'. 
copies  of  their  ffcveral  monthly  difburfements  drawn  out  onfecond" 
fize  paper,  together  with  all  the  vouchers  appertaining  thereto-;  one' 
of  thefe  copies,  wrth  the  voucliers,  nmft  be  tranfmitted  by  him  imme- 
diately to  the.auduor  general  for  audit,  who  wilLreturn  the  vouchers  as 
foon  as  ihe  account  is  audited,  with  a  letter  dcfcriptive  of  the  inad-' 
miffible  char^ef,  llatiog.at  the  fame  time  the  jrofs  amount  allowed  on  ' 

account  of  difburfements.

ARTICLE  XXII. 
As  the.accounts.mentioned  in  the  foregoing  article,  are  to  contain 
the  a£lual  payments  only  in  the -currency  of.  a  month,  and  the  principal- 
parts  of  thoTe. payments,  being  generally  finiflied  at  an  early  period  of 
the  month,  they  are  invariably  to  be  clofed  on  the  laft  day  of  it  5  and 
by  thcaotb,  at  farthest,  of  the   next  month  they  muft  be  difpatcbed  (if 
opportunity  of  conveyance  admits)*'from   the-Tefpeflive  offices  to   the 
paymafter  general,  who  is  hereby  directed  to   make  Special  report  to 
government  bf  every  instance  that  may  come  to  his  knowledge  of  ncgleS;  '■ 
in'tranfmiffionof  thcfc   accounts;  prompt  ^nddecifive  audit   of  them' 
beiBgfoindifpensibly  neceffary  for  maintaining  stri6l  justice  between 
the.  hanocable  -company  and  other  parties  therein  .concerned. 

ARTICLE     XXI  IK 
The  re  trentihments  the  paymafters  are  allowed  to  withold  giving  the  - 
paymafter  general  credit  for,  during  three  months  after  the  receipt  of ; 
the  auditor  general's  intimation  of  the  particulars   retrenched,  which 
allows  them  a  fufficient  Jtime  tcr  recover  the  amount  from  the   parties 
concerned,  or  obtain  a  re-audit;  butafter  the  expiration  of  that  period, 
the  plea  of  not  having  rccoveredthe  fums  retrenched  wiflnot  te  admit- 
ted as  an  excufc  for  not  giving  the  paymafter   general    credit — Copies 
of  the  paymaftcr's  •dift)urfements  as  audited,  are  to  be   made  in  the 
fa^roSicc. general  and  boundup  in  books  at  tbeend  okhe  year,  to  be 
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forwarded  to  the'  honorable  the'- court  of  ducQors  as  vouchers  to  the 
journal  andJedgcr.  of  bis  departniient, 

.ARTICLE  XXIY. 
All'  bills,  abftrad^  aiid  other  vouchers  for  charges  ifi  *  the  military 
department  are  to4>epreservied'a»  records  in  the  pay  office  general, 
aiid'^Qnder  the  care  of  a  perfon  whofe  immediate  duty  it  fhall  be  to  ar- 
range them  diftin6l]y,«iinder  (he  denomination  bf  vouchers  belonging 
lo  the.duburfemenis^f  the  pay  mailer  who  paid,  and  charged  them. 

^ARTICLE   XXV. 

^tJo  officer  wilH>e permitted  to  goto  Europe  without  firft  producing 
the  cetlificate  of  his  lad  paymaDer,  fettingforth  that  there  are  no  de- 
mands, againlt  him  on  the  fcore  of  retrenchments  or  otherwife.  This 
certificate  jsult  bear  the.  countcrfignature  of  the  milkary  paymailer 
geaerah 

WiRTICLB-ltXVI. 
When  contingent  charges  incurred  on  the  amhority,  and  i-n  the 
manner^.defcribdi.in  the  r^rgulations*  for  paymaQers, have  been  pafled 
by  goveromenty  they  will  be  returned  to^he  military  auditor  generalito 
be  audited  by.him  agreeably  to  their  decilions  thereon  ;  the  transfer 
witl'then  be  made  by.  the  military  paymatter  general  to  the  creditof 
the  .  commanding  officer  and  to  the  debit  of  the  paymaftervpon  wh^ 
di(burfemems  they. are   entcredj  not  to  the;ilebit  of  military  charges; 

'  theamr)unt.of  the  contingent  charges  paflfed^as  above  willcomeio  the 
debit  of  military  charges,  when  the;  pa>  mallet's  dilburrements  are  final- 
ly audited.  It-is  to'be  obferved  as  a  Handing  regulation  that  the. mili- 
tary paymafter  general  cannot  carry>any  ium-^o  the  debit  of  military 
charges'  but  the  amount  paffed^  cither  upon  the  firft  audit  of  paymas- 
ter's accountof  diiburfements^  or  afterwards  upon  re-audit ;  and  it  is 
alfo^an  indifpenfible  flanding  order,  thai  every  military  charge  milft  be 
antered  upon  the.  accounts  of  difburfcuu  lUs  of  foine  paymafter-*If 
transfers  to  the  debit  of  militciry  charges  were  made  )in  any  other 
mode  they  would  produce  greas  confution»  and  a  difcordance  between 
the  books  of  the.  paymaftcr  general  and  thofe  of  the  auditor  gcneialf 

>which  mud  never  be.  pecmitted. 

wARTlCLE  XXVII. 

The  deputy  jxfilitarypaymaOcr.general  is  to*  be  paymftflerof  the  com^ 
pany.^8  allowances  to  the  King's  troops;  for  which  he  will  keep  fepa rate 
difburfements,  and  account^to  the  pay  office  ^J^eneral^  as^ireded  for 
other  paymafteri. 

ARTICLE  XXVIir. 

All  legulations -relative  lo  the  army  ordered  by  govcnment^  are  to 
be  communicated  to  the  military  paymafter  general  and  auditor  general 
by-  ibe^fecretary  to  the  ^government;  and  extratrls  of  all  general  orders 
for  promotion,  removjtls  o£  corps^  or  any  others  that  may  .atfefl  the.  pay 
department,.- muft  berent.to.him  by  the  adjutant  general  as  they  idaily 
occur ;  the  paymafler;general  will  immediately  tranfmit  copies  of  the 
above  lo  the  paymafter^,  and  they  will  alfo  be  forwarded  to  the  com^ 
mandiQg  officers  of  detachments  and  (lations  for  their  information  by 
the.  a4}utant  general*

Standing  Orders  and  Regulations. 

Orders  4ind   Repdatiom  Jor   miiiiary  paymojlers^   officers   in  the  army^ 
•^nd  oiiers  having  irattJaSions  with  the  paymajlers  in  Uie  receipt  and 
ijfut  of  public  money  in  the  miliiary  deparlmenL 

ARTICLE     I. 

Tbcpaymaftcrsarc  under  the  imtDcdi  ate  orders  of  tlie  paymaster 
genera4  in  all  masters  relative  to  their  £<:couiits  and  payments,  fubjeft 
tievertbelcfs  to  all  orders  from  gcverivment  or  the  commander  in  chief. 
The  paymasters  are  alfo  to»  attend  to  and  comply  with  fuch  instruftions 
as  they  fDay  receive  from  the  military  auditor  general. 

ARTICLE    II. 

The  ]^yma8ter«at  the  presidency  are,  before  the  istlvof  the  month 
'4o  fcaiiie'^an  estimate  agreeably  to  form  No.  4.*  in  the  appendix, 
vbich  they  ivill  furnifti  10  the  military  paymaftcr  general  in  ardcr  to 
foe  included  ^  in  bis^estimate  of  ca(h  re^quired  at  the  prefidency  for  the 
fcrvice  of  the  next  month— -'This  will  contain  the  fum  that  will  become' 
'  payable  on  the  first  of  the  cnfuingimonih,  viz.  to  pay  all  european 
commiflionecif'non.conMniflioned  officers  and  privates,  their,  pay  for 

•  that  month  in  advance»and  all  other  allowances,  as  well  as  the  pay< 
of  the  tiativc  troops  and  followers,  for  the  preceeding  month,   loge- 

/ther  with  the  amount  of  all  expefled  demands  on  that  day  from  con- 
^traSors,  agents,  commiffaries  of  luf  plies  or  others  having  c-laims  on 
the  military  department — Vide  article  t  vm  of  the  regulations*  for  ilie 
/pay  offiee.« general. 

ARTICLE    III. 

Paymasters  at  subordinates  are  to   prepare,  on %he  first  of  every 

\  month,  an  estimate  agrceal  ly  alfo  to  form  No..-4.*  in  the  appendix,  for 

ithe  money  that  will  be  required  in  that  montli'topay  tbe^natives  their 

,pay  and  allowances  lor  the  prece^rfi^^nonth,  «nd  the -ffuropeans-^ their 

allowances  for  tl.e  preceding  month  alfo,*and*n€tt'pay  in  advance  for 

the  current  nonih  ;   together  with  any  expeQed  tlemands  as  fpecified 

in  the  preccdiPiT  aiticle  :    one  copy '6f  this  they  will   tranfmit   to'the 

military  paym;ilt(^r  generill  to  be  included  tti^is  generiil  eftimate  of  the 

expcncc  (I  ihe  army  for  that  month,  «nd^^f  the  arrears  due:  another 

copy  Me    paymafter  *^ill  deliver  to  Ae  chief,  r^ffident,  or  fenior  civil 

auihoruy  of  the   subordinate,  who  w*ll  advance  Ivtm  the  money  as  di- 

•  reded  in  the  following  article;  but  it-is  to  be  understood  that  this  regula- 
tion is  not  meant  to  confer  upon  the  chiefs,  refidents,  or  chief  civil  scr- 

vvanti,  any  authority  ^ver  the  pay  mailers  as  fucb. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

The  paymafftersat  the  prefidency,  will  receive  the  necetTary  advances 
'<)f  cath  from  the  military  paymaster  general  ;  andthofe  at  subordinates, 
from  thee  chief,  refidcnt,  or   senior   civil  fervant,  to   whom   they  will 
-grant  a  bill  of  exchange   en  the   military  paymaster  general' for  the  a- 
mount,  vwith  a  letter  of  advice  ;  duplicate  of  the  letter  they  will  them- 
selves tranfmit  to  the  paymafter  general — For  all  these  advances  the 
refpeQive  paymasters  wtU  credit  the  paymafter  general  in  their  monthly 
-account s^ described  in  article  vi. 

ARTICLE   V. 

Paymafters  in  *  the  field  and  at  fubordinate  stations  are  to  keep  a  dai- 

'ly  calh  book  according  to  the  form   No.  6.*  in  the  appendix,  as  de- 

fcribed  in   article  x  n  1.  •  of  the  regulations  for  the  paymafter  general — 

This  daily    cafh  account  is  to  expreJs  the  rate  of  exchange  at   which 

•  the  feveral  coins  paid  to  and  by  them  are  received  and  issued,  fpeci- 
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fymg  the  authority  upon  which  the  said  rates  have  been  taken.     It  k 
to  be  clofed  every  day ;  and,   if  corrcQly   kept,  the   afliial  balance  df 

cash  in  the-hand  of.  the  paymaJlcr  will  alvays  agree  therewith This 

book  is  not  re.qujreid  to  be  feut  raonihly  to  ihe  paymafter  general  or 
the  auditor  general,  but  pnly  occasionally  as  either  of  thefe  officers 
may  find  it  necessary  to  call  for  it;  and  when  a  paymaflcr  resigns  his 
office,  or  is  removed  from  it,  jor  when  the .  termination  of  field  fervicc 
, or. other. circum<lances  caufe  a  paymaftcr's  appointment  to  ccafe,  the 
;faid  book,  for  ihe  period  of  hispaymafterftiip,  is  to  be  delivered  over 
,to  thepayraafter.geoeraLto  be.kepi.asa.record  in  his  office. 

ARTICLE  VI- 
The  paymasters  are  to  prepare  and  forward  tothcmilita^y  paymaster 
general,  an  account  current  as  per  form  No.  8,*  i  n  the  appendi  x,  for  every 
moBth^  as  soon.afiicr  llie  commencement  of  the  enduing  month  as  it  can 
poMibly  be  prepared,  iiot»  to  exceed  the  .20th. — A  similar  t».ccount,  but 
stiled  an  account  of  receipt  and  difbursements,  they  wi-tl  at. the  fame 
time  .forward  direft. to  tbe.auditobr  general. — The  -head  of  general 
BOOKS, in  thcfe  accounts  by  paymasters  at  subordinates  will  compre- 
hend, the  fuois  they  may  have  drawn  from  the  subordinate  treasuries, 
and  for  which  they  have  passed  bills  on  the  paymaster  gei>eral. — Vide 
^arti^le  t  xyi«  of^the^ first  seclion. 

ARTICLE  VII. 
The  paymajt^rs.  are  to  debit  tlicm.>»clvcs  under  the  true  dates  in  the 
abovemeniiuned  account,  irnmcdiaiely  on.  receiving  money  from  the 
subordinate  treasurers  or  otherwise;  and  on  no  account  lo  in/ert  a  sum 
in  their  estimate  that  will  npt  probably  be  required  in  the  current 
month. 

ARTICLE    Viri. 

The  abstracts  of  troops  at  ttations  in  tlie  neighbourhood  of  Bombay, 
•and  where  no  paymafter  is  attached,  or  (or  whom  the  detailed  disburfe- 
ment  accounts  arc  .kept  by  the  garrifon  paymafter  at  the  presidency, 
are  to  be  tranlmiited  by  the  officers  com!naDQing.atthofe  stations,  to 
the  garrifon  paymaster^  who  after  examination,  shall  return  a  fet  of 
bills  of -exchange  upon  the  military  paymaisier  general  for  what  is 
due,  and  the.advaocing  money  upon  th^se  bills  muft  be  the  province 
of  the  residents  at  thoie  stations,  without  enga^Wig  them  in  pay  ab- 
sira£l5*aad  keeping  accounts  foreign  to  the  line  of  their  duty. — When 
thereis  an  european  officer  prefentwith  the  detachment  it  is  his  duty 
to  makcAut  the  absttaQ,  but  when  there  is  no  european  officer  prefent, 
it  is  the  duty  of  the  officer  commandiag  the  .corps  fi  wn  which  the  de- 
tachment was  taken. 

ARTICLE  IX. 
WitKsmall  deiachmeots  at  Bussora'h  or  places  too  recnote  for  the  re- 
gular monthly  payments  to  be  observed,  advice  of  occaljonal  advances 
on  account  to  such  detachments  is  transmitted  by  the  le^^ident,  the  com- 
pany'sjiative  agents,  or  pihers  whonjake  them,to  the  Go vernpr  in  Coun- 
cil, who  forwards  the  account  of -<ucl)  advauj^es  to  the  p^yma^ter  general 
for  the  purpose  oT  having  the  requisite  deduQlons  made  by  the  pro- 
per paymaster  when  the  arrears  <5f  such  detachments  are  paid  ;  and 
when  detachments  serving  on  hoard  fhip  as  marines  have  money  issued 
to  them  on  account  of  their  pay  by  the  european  military  officer  (if 
there  is  one  in  command  oi  such  detachment)  or -the  commander  of 
the  vessel,  an  account  thereof  is  to  be  sent  by  ihe^arliest  opportunity 
to  the  military  paymaster  general,  in  order  that  he  may  jjive.tbe  neces- 
sary directions  for  the  purpose  above  noticed. 
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ARTICLE  X. 
The  pajamas tcrs^a re  to  transnut  to  ihe  paymader  general, .quarterly, 
their  statements  of  quick  aiul  dead  stock.  The  debit  side  of  the  for- 
mer will  contain  the  exafl  balance  of  cash  in  their  hands,  and  available 
assets,  viz.  good  debts  owing  to  the  public;  but  outstanding  reircnch- 
reentsinuftnot  fc^rm  any  part  of  a  paymaster's  statement  of  quick  stock, 
as  they  are  not  public  debts,  but  the  private  claims  of  the  paymaltcr 
againft  individuals,  bccaufe  he  has  obtained  no  credit  upon  the  books 
of  the-  payRiastergeneral  beyond  the  sum'  for  which  his  accounts  o{' 
dvsburfcnicnts  v/ere  passed  —  It  will-prove  the  loss  of  the  paymaster, and 
not  ofihe  public,  fliould  such  retrenchments  never  be  recovered. — 
The  ciedit  ^ide  will  contain  the  arrears  or  sum  aftually  due  to  the 
troops  of  that  station,  supposing  they  were  disbanded  that  day,  and  e-' 
very  other  claim  on  the  public,  specifying  the  same.  The  statement 
of  dead  stock  will  contain  any  bad  debts  that  may  any  way  be  due  to 
the  public  which  are  ileemed  irrecoverable — Vide  article  *  xx.  of  the 
r,egulations  for  the  paymaster  general. 

ARTICLE     XI, 

Paymasters  are  only  to  issue  the  nett  pay  and  allowances  agreeably 
to  the  tables  they  are  furnifhed  with,  unless  ordered  to  the  contrary  in 
particular  cases  provided  for  ii>  these  regulations. 

.ARTICLE  ^xrr. 
The  monthly  disbursement  accounts  of  a  paymaster  must  only  con- 
tain payments  aflually  made  during  the  month. — If  a  balance  remains 
in  the  hands  cf  a  paymaster,  such  ba^ance  mu3t  appear  duly  credited  in 
his  cafl)  accounts  adverted  to  in  article  vi ;  and  in  the  estimate  noticed 
in  ar:iclcs  u.  and  i if. the  arrears  which  were  due  upon  the  last  day  of 
the  month  must  be  clearly  stated.  The  paymasters  are  strlftly  en- 
joined to  mark  upon  all  bills  and  abstrafls  discharged  by  them  the  ac- 
tual and  true  date  of  payment,  either  in  cafh,  or  by  passing  drafts  upon 
the  military  paymaster  general;  and  punifhment  will  follow  the  enter- 
ing upon  the  disbursements  of  any  month  a  clrargeaspaid  in  that  month 
that  was  not  a£iually  paid  during  the  currency  of  it. 

ARTICLE  XIII. 
The  paymasters  are,  on  no-account  whatever,  to  make  fupplics  of 
stores  or  provisions  of  any  kind.  It  is  to  be  confidered  as  an  essen- 
tial part  of  their  duty  to  afford  their  assistance  in  the  conti-oul  of  mi- 
litary expenditure,  but  the  proper  difcharge  of  this  duty,  would  be 
incompatible  with  their  being  iherofclvcs  officers  of  fupply,  ^nd  inter- 
ested in  their  disbursements. 

ARTICLE  XVV. 

When  a  paymaster  has  received  his  supply   of  cafh  for  the  expences 

x)f  the  month,  he  will  notify  the  circumstance    to  the  commanding  of- 

iicer  of  the  station,  who  will  give  out  in  orders  that  the  officers  are  to 

send  in  the  abstrads — All  abstracts  for  monthly  payments  ought  to' be 

^  dated  on  the  first  day  of  the  month — Those  corps  who  receive  their  pay 
in  advance  are  entitled  to  draw  it  on  the  first  day  of  the  month  for  which 
the  advance  is  to  be  made,  and  those  who  receive  their  pay  and  allAw- 
ances  in  arrear  are  entitled  to  draw  the  fame  the  first  day  of  the 
month  fucceeding  that  for  which  the   arrears  are  due — It  forms  one  of 

,  the  most  important  parts  of  a  paymaster's  duty  to  examine  and  compare 
the  monthly  ahitracls  for  corps,  companies,  and  departments,  with  the 
muster  »oIls  from  which  they  are  framed;  and  as  these  two  vouchers 
are  required  for  passing  the  disbursements  to  which  they  relate,  they 
ought  invariably  to  accompany  each  other  along  with  the  said  disburse- 
•Eient  accou4:t  w ben  sent  for  audit. 

ARTl- 
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ARTICLE  XV, 

It  is  to  be  obferved  as  a  staii<ling  order,  that  no  officer  ftall  draw  his 
pay  or  .allowances  in  .a  feparaie  bill,  where  it  can  conveniently  be 
>  drawn  for  in  the  proper  abstract  of  his  own  corps.  Separate  bills  are 
never  to  be  ufed  except  under  particular  circumttances  which  would 
render  it  extremely  ioconvenient  to  the  officer  to,  be  drawn  for  in  a 
general,  abstract. 

ARTICLE  xvr. 
Upon  the  principle  of  the  latter  part  of  the  foregoing  rule,  officers 
on  the  strength  of  corps,  but  abfent  in  Europe,  staff  officers,  or  officers 
employed  in  fuch-fiiuations  as  preclude  them  From  joining  and  doing 
duty  with  their;  regiments,  arc  not  to  be  included  in  the  ahftraQs  pf 
companies.  Officers  on  leave  at  sea  or  at  other  presidencies,  are  not 
lo  be  drawn  for  until  their  return,  or  certificates  of  their  bein^  alive  be 
received;  to  the  period  of  which  certificates,  pay  may  be  drawn  for 
them  by  persons  legally  authorised.  Officers  on  leave  of  absence  from 
one  station  to  another,  within  the  limits  of  this  presidency,  are  to  be 
included  in  the.abstraS,  but  the  amount  to  be  kept  in  the  hiiiids  of  the 
paymafter  who  will  pay  it  on  their  return  or  to  their  order;  hut  he  is 
not  to  charge  it  on  his  •disbursements  oruil  the  payment  »i$  atlually 
made,  and  the  officers  giviifg  a  receipt  for  the  amount  payable  upuu 
the  abstra8,  will  of  course,  ciuly  notice  that  those  marked  absent  are 
not  drawn  for. 

AMTICLF  XVII  * 

Whenever  a  paymaster  firds  it  nere  sary-to  refer  for  audit  before 
payment,  a  bill  t)r  ah^tra  i  n-^irijoed,  hy  the  party  presenting  it,  to  be 
sandiqned  by  the  euanli  J  r.<i  .i-^uiaiions  of  the  fervice,  or  Ibme  fpe- 
cial  order,  he  is  to  forward  it  u>  i^v^  nuliiary  auditor  general,  to  whoai 
he  is  to  state  his.  reafons  f«^r  'he  reference — The  p^iymafters  having  it 
thus  in  their  power  to  refer.all  doubtful  cases,  it  is  to  be  understood  as 
a  fundamental  principle  that  they  are  anfwerablc  for  the  amount  of  all 
retrenchments  madcfrom  their  disbursements, 

ARTICLE,  xvrir. 
The  bills  for.articles  furniflicd  to  the  service  by  the  fixed  agents  and 
commissaries  of  supplies  are  invariably  to  be  audited  before  payment; 
and  all  bills,  for  supplies  made  through  any  other  channel,  and  for  the 
frieght  of  vessels,  boat  hire,  or  for  whatever  description  of  incidental 
charges,  upon  which  the  auditor. general  cannot  immediately  decide,  as 
not  falling  .under  any  of  the.*rules  for  fixed  establiflimenis,  fliould,  if 
poffible,  bcalso  prefented  for  audit  before  payment ;  because,  by  thefc 
regulations  for  the  pay  department,  paymasters  are  siritily  enjoined 
iiot  to  bring  the  bills  for  supplies,  and  other  incidental  army  charges,  not 
fixed  in  their^nature  and.imount,  to  the  debit  of.nilitary  charges  until 
they  have  been  audited  and  passed  ;  though  in  emergent  cases  the  ac- 
tual paymem  is  allowed  to-be  made  under  the  conditions  and  reftriQi- 
ons  hereafter  specified. 

AJITKLE  XIX. 
On  the  last  day  of  every  month,  the  paymasters  are  to  close  their  ac- 
counts and  prepare  three  copies  of  their  dilbursements;  one  for  their 
own  office,  one  for  the  paymaster  general,  and  a  third  tor  the  auditor 
general  ;  the  two  last  from  the  out  stations  or  the  field  will  be  forwarded 
by  the  first  proper  opportunity  to  Bombay.  They  are  also  to  takea 
copy  of  all  the  vouchers  in  a  bagk  to  be  kept  in  their  office  ;  the  ori- 
ginal ones  are  to.be  fentwiih  thedifbursements. — They  will  also  number

Pron^pt  anddecisiveaudit  of  the  accounts  mentioned  in  tTie  forego- 
ing article  being  indispensibly  necessar/  for  maintaining  justice  between 

^the  honorable  company  and  others  therein  concerned,  their  due 
accordance  with  the^  proper  vouchers,  and  the  :early  transmifCon  of 
them  for  audit,  are  therefore  pointswhich  paymasters  are  hereby  most 
striflly  enjoined  to  attend  tO; ;  and  it  is  positively  ordered  that  by  the 
aoth,  at  latest,  of  each  month  the  rcspeQive  paymasters  (haH  feod  off, 
direfled  to  the  paymaster  general,  these  faidaccounis  for  the  preceding 

.month,  with  all  the  voucher*  thereto  belonging.  If  the  want  of  op- 
portunity, or  any  peculiar  circumstances  in  the  field,  or  at 
stations  ^remote  from  the  presidency,  (hould  occur  to  occasion 
delay  in  transmiffion  beyond  the  period  here  mentioned,  the  same 
muat,  without  loss  of  time,  be-made  known  taihe  paymaster  general  for 
the  information  of  government ;   since  by  his  instruftions,  he  is  bound 

•40  make  special  report  of  any  negleft  of  this  rule. 

:ARTICLE    XXI, 

'The  di&buffements  of  a  paymaster  being  audited,  a  detailed  account 
*»of  the  retrenchments,  if  any,  and  expressing  the  reason,  is  prepared  by 
the  auditor  genefal  in  triplicate:  onecopy  remaifvs  in  his  office,  ano-. 
theris  fent  to  the  paymafter  general,  to  whom  the  vouchers  are  return- 
ed, and  a  third  is  transmitted  to  tb^.payinaster  from  wbofe  accounts  the 
retrenchments  have  been  made. 

ARTICLE     XXir. 

On  receipt  of  this  audit  the  paymafter  general  credits  the  .paymaster 
for  the  amount  admitted  by  the  auditor  general. 

ARTICLE  XXIII. 
Wb^n  officers  have  drawn,  in  their  abstra£ls  of  fixed  pay  and  allow- 
ances, for  fefs  than  they  are  entitled  to,  it  shall  be  notified  by  tbeaudi- 
tor  general  to  the  party  concerned,  as  well  as  to  the  paymaster;  -who, 
oa  application,  is  to  pay  the  sium  short  drawn. 

ARTICLE    XXIV. 

'Paymasters,  on  the  receipt  of  the  auditor  general's  retrenrhtnents,, 
are  to  furni(b  copies  of  them  to  the  parties  concerned,  requiring  them  to. 
pay  the. amount,  which,  if  not  complied  with,  they  are  authorised  to 
imake  ftoppages  from  the,  abftrails  of  that  and  the  succeeding  months 
(nettpay  only.  excepted)«untir  the  full  amount  is  liquidated. 

ARTICLE    XXV. 

In  cases  of  deatb^  or  removal  of  a  paymafter  before  retrenchments  of 

:  his  accounts  are  completely  recovered,  the  (ucceeding  paymafter  is  to 

proceed   by  the  fame  means  to  obtain  from  th^  proper  person  the  a- 

mount  of  the  retrenchments,  and  in  the  eventofnegleSing  those  means 

.  for  the  recovery  of  the  amount,  be  will  be  held  equally  responfible  for 

any  loss  that  may  thereby  be  fullained  as  if  the  original  retrenchment 

,iad  been  made  from  his  own  disbursement  account. 

ARTICLE.XXVI. 
If  officers  ftia:ll  be  removed  before  the  amount  due  by  them  has  been 
.recovered,  the  paymafter  is  to  transmit  a  copy  of  the  account  retrench- 
ment through  the  paymafter  general,  to  the  paymafter  of  the  flation  the 
officers  are  lemoved  to,  who-willproceed  to  the  recovery  thereof;  but

♦  XXIII.  of  the  regulations  for  the  pay  office  general,  vi7.  three  montlis 
after  receipt  of  the  auditor  general's  intunation  of  the  particulars  re- 
trenched. 

ARTICLE    XXVII. 

When  an  officer  has  grounds  to  explain  the  propriety  of.  a  charge 
that  has  be^n  retrenchecl,  he  will  state  his  objfQions  upon  the  exiraft 
of  the  retrenchment  he  has  been  fnrnifhcd  with,  which  he  will  return 
to  the  paymaster  vrithin  one  month,  accompanied  with  copies  of  or- 
ders, certificates,  or  other  authority  he  m«iy  have  to  urge.  The  pay- 
master is  to  forward  the  fam<^  dircfl  to  the  auditor  genera!  as  foon^as 
poiTible.  When  retrenchments  are  taken  off,  the  re-audit  is  to-be  no- 
tified to  the  party  concerned  fas  well  as  to  the  paymaster  and  pay- 
mafter general)  by  the  military,  auditor  general  ;  but  if  they  arc  con- 
firmed by  him,  an  appcpill  to  the  Hon*ble  the  GoA'crnor  in  Council  may 
be  demanded,  by  application  to  that  officer  throu;Th  the  paymaller  from 
whofe  difburfements  the  retrenchment  has  been  made,  and  the  party  that 
appeals.muft  be  a\yare  oftiiC  neccfiiiy  of  dating,  f;illy  and  clearly,  every 
additional  argum\jnt  he. may  have  to  offer ;  as  the  decifipn  of  govern- 
nient  will  be  fioal. 

AT^TICLS  XXVIII. 

Particular  rases  occur  when  reirenclimenis  arc  made  upon,  rc-audit 
from  disbursements  which  had  fornicrly  been  passed;  on  such  occa- 
sions, intimations  thereof  are  prepared  m  the  same  manner  as  when 
the  retrenchments  arc  made  on  the  first  audit  of  an  account — and  itis 
not  lb  be  considered  as  an  authority  for  continukig,  and  uUimaitly  pas- 
sing, an  unsadioned  charge,  because  the  inaccuracy  may  have  efcapcd 
the  notice  of  the  paymaster  at  the  time  of  making  the  payment,  or  the 
depajLtm^nt  of.apdii  in  the  examination. of  the  accounts. 

ARTICLE    XXIX. 
The  payment  of  establifhments  with  the  differtmt  public  departments 
at  the  fixed  stations,    or  in  the   field,  must  be  made  on    muster   rolU 
and  abstracls  fimilar  to  thofe  of  corps  or  companies  j  writers,  peons  and 
perfonal  fervj^nts  excepted. 

.ARTICLE  XXX. 
•The  pay  masters, must  be  careful  that  the  abstraQs  of  every  depart- 
ment are  exatily  conformable  to  the  establifhments  fixed  ;  and  for  any 
additional  number  of  men,  which  the  exigency  of  the  service  piay  in- 
duce a  commanding  officer  tofanflion  being  retained,  and  for  which 
he  becomes  responfible  to  government,  a  fepatate  abstraft  muft  be 
made  out  as  a  contingent  bill,  to  be  discharged  and  brotight  to  account 
in  the  same  mode  in  every  respefl;  as  other  contingent  charges. 

ArtTICLE.XXXI. 

Wlien  advance*;  of  enfli  are  required  for  the  general  service  in  the 
field,  the  paymafter  will  be  authr)fizcd  by  the  commanding  officer  to 
grant  bills  ofexchanj^e  on  the*n)ilitary  paymaster  general  at  thirty 
days  fight;  fuch  bills  to  be  counterfigned  by  the  commanding  officer. 

^.ARTICLE  XXXII. 
Paymafters  in  the  field  muft  credit   the   military  paymafter  genei:al 
for  alLreceiptsofcafli,  whether  from  the  prefidency,  or  subordinates,  by 
granting  bills  of  cxchan,ge  on  the  paymafter  general,  or  .otberwife  ;  dis- 
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tmguilhing  in  'their  moritVly-  cSfli  accotints,  d'efcnbedw  «arficle  vi. 
of  ibefe  ri?gu!aiionv,  the  particalar  manner*  in  whfch  they  received  the 
fcv>eral  advances^  and  i4i{eriiog  the  true  date^of  receipts  of* (hevononey, 

ARTICLE    xxxiu. 
Wheneaftle;  condemned  llorev^^pr^^vifions,  at  fuhordiMtes,  or  with 
^eiacnments  in  ihe  field,  are  fold  a t» outcry- or  otherwiGe,  the   payma^ 
4er«wiU  receWe  the  prodiice.anditiferttheafnottnt  in  theaccoutitsad 
jveptod  to  .in  the  foregarng'*artfde, binder  th«  head  '•*:mili4a.ry  charges;" 
vi^han  entry  explanatory- bP  the  tKatiraAion  :  a  detailed  ^account  Talcs, 
'  -certified  by  ihe^perfons^^^wiia  made  them/^and  f^irtber  atteQedas  dire8.ed 
/by  article*  xxiv.  ^tjf'the*  regiiiations-'for  the  ftorev  department,  rouft 
^cc(»mpafiy  «he<a4h  •acooimt  to  the  paymafter  general.  .  The  money 
received  for  (lores  and  provifions   fold  at  the  pr^fidencyyis  brought  to 
account  by  the  pay  mailer  t>f  cxtraordioarica. 

ARTICLE*  XXXrv. 

'When  advances  t)f  cafti-arcTn^de  by  paymasters-  at  subordinates; 
or  in  the  field,  to  contraftors  t>^  t>thcT5,  in  confequence  of  special  or- 
ders from  goverfwiem  to  the  commanding  officer;  stating  the;  particu* 
laramottne  to -w^hkh  the  -advances  may  "be  extended  "(if' re<jitired  by 
the  p*rty  in  whole  favor  the  order  is  given,)  the  perfons  -receiving' the 
money,  ahd^ot  the  commanding  dfficerof  the  station  crde^achment, 
are  to  he  debited  by  the  paymasterwho  .i0ues  it,  in  his  accounts  de- 
scribed in  article  V4*.  of  ihefe  regulations,"  for  4he  month  in  which 
the  advances  may  ha\^'  been  made — Such  orders,  with  a  reteipt  for 
the  money, .  will  be. the  paymasieVs*  vouchers  5*  and  when  tbe  detailed 
bIH«  dFthc  perfons  who  may  have  thus  received  advanceshave  been 
audited  and  returned  to  them, -they  are  topretenifuch  biHs  to'the  pay- 
master from  v'honi  the  advances  on  account  were  retrcived/artd  who 
will  thereupon  pay  the  balance^if^ny  is  due  after  deduBing  the  ad  •: 
vances,  crediting  the  partyMn  the  cafti  accouiit)ibovemeiitioned  for' the 
fums  deduced,  and  entering  •at  the  fame  time,  on  his  monthly  dif- 
'  burfement  account;  the  aFmount^admitted  onai^dit-ot  thefaid  bills,  lo 
military  charges  of  the  year-it^tnay  appertain  to. 

'  A  R  T PCLr  X XX  v\'*  * 

The  paymafVers,  who  are  confidered  as  deptities  to'the  paymaftecge-i 
neral, 'Cannot  carry  any  account  of  a  contingent  nature  to  the- debit  01 
military  charges,  until  fii  ft?  palTed  by  authority  of  the  Governor  ini 
Council  ;  but  if  the  commanding  officer  o&a  detachment  in  the  fields; 
or  of  any  of  the  fixed  ftaiions  of  the  ar^ny,  iffuc  a  fpecial  order  in  wfit-. 
ing  to  the  paymalber  of  f<ich  detachment  or  ftation  marked  with  the 
words  **  emergent  ft^rvicc''  (thereby  taking  upon  himself  all  rcQ|)Ottfi- 
bility  for  the  payment  of  any  fpecific  fum  or  fams)  the  same  is  to  be. 
complied  wrh,  though  not  providedfor  by  any  of  the  tables  of 'ftated? 
pay  or  allowance^ ;  and  as  the  amount-  cannot,  in  fuch  cafe,  be  then' 
entered  on  the  ordinary  monthly  disburrementaccouht|'it  mud  be  placed 
by  the  pay  mailer  making  the  i(rue,in  his  monthly  cafli  accounts,  to  fuch 
commanding  officer's  perfonal  debit,  and  remain  to  bis  head  until  the 
bills  for  the  disburfemenu,  to  which  the  faid  fum  or  fums  (hair<be  ap- 
plied, fhall  have  beeupafled  by  the  auditor..general  agreeably  to  ihede- 
cifionsoftiie  Govx:rnor  xn  Council  ;  when  the  amount  thus  admitted 
will  be  cleared  from  the  officer's  head,  and  brought  to  the  debit  of  mi- 
litary charges  \i\  the  manner  direQed  by  article  xxvi,*of  the  regu- 
lations for  the  piiymaQcr  general. 

ARTICLE  XXXVI. 

No  officer  in  any  fituation  of  command  wbateverj  U  tipon  any  ac-

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count  or  pretext  to  make  or  order  any  new  establifhments,  or  any  ad- 
ditions or  alterations  in  the  cstablifhraents,  which  have  been  framed  by 
government,  without  ihe.fantlion  of  government  previously  obtained; 
but  as  cases  may  arise  when  troops  arc  employed  on  remote  fervice,  in 
which  the  necessity  thereof  shall  be  fo  urgent  as  to  require  an  imme- 
diate expence  not  allowed  by  the  fixed  establilhments  or  regulations^ 
in  every  such  instance,  the  commanding  officer  being  iavested  with  a 
discretional  power  from  government,  (who  alone  can  give  it,)  for  that 
purpose,  (hall  himself  cause  the  expence  to  he  defrayed  and  bereft 
ponsible.for  it  in  the  manner  dircQed  in  the  following  article;  trans* 
mitting  on  every  such  exigency,  advice  thereof  to  government  through 
the  channel  of  the  auditor  general,  together  with  Uie  voucher^. for  the 
expence* 

ARTICLE.  XX3CVII. 
A  commanding  officer  on  remote  .fervice  invefted  with  the  power  as 
abovementioned,  Ihall,  in  order  to  defray  emergent  expences,  draw4ip- 
on  the  .pay ma (ler  of  the  troops  under  his  xommand,  for  (pecific  fums 
exprefling  that  ihey  are  to  be  placed  to  his  (the  commanding  officer's) 
account,  and  to  remain  at  bis  debit  until  the^bills  for  the  disburfements 
to  which  they  fball  be  applied,  fliall  have  been  pafledby  authority  of  the 
Governor  in  Council,  and  credit  allowedlo  him  accordingly. 

ARTICLE  XXXVin. 
Every  commanding  otiKcr  lanQioning  expenditure,  under  the  cir- 
cumftances  dated  i«  the  foregoing  articles,  (hall  tranfmit  to  government 
on  the  firll  of  every  moDih,  or  as  loon  after  aspoUible,  an  account  cur- 
rent of  every  fuch  expence  incurred  by  him  in  the  preceding  month, 
fpccifying  the  fums  received  andnheir  ^plicatioD« 

ARTrCLE   -XXXTX. 

If  any  officer,  however,  in  command  of  ftations  or  detachments,  fhaiJl 
caufethe  ilTue  of  public  money^  whether  in  confequence  of  a  general 
difcretional  authority  hy  government  .as  noticed  in  article  xxxvx.  or 
without  having  any  fuch  difcrctionary  orders  whatever,  but  cempeiled 
thereto  by  the  emergency  of  the  fervice  alone,  the  fame  muft,  in  both 
cafes,  be  placed  to  his  perfonctl  debit,  and  remain  at  his  head  till  govern* 
ment  ihall  be  apprized  of,  and  fatisfied  with,  the  reafons  for  making  the 
iffue;  when  he  will  be  cleared  and  the  amount  written  off  to  militafy 
charges  as  direQed  in  article  xxxv.  of  thefs  regulation^,  and  article 
♦  xxvi.  of  the  regulations  for  the  pay  office  general. 

ARTICLE  XL. 

All  contingent  bills  to  which  a  commanding  officer  of  a  station  ©r 
deiachmentshall  give  his  sanflion,  from  a  convidion  of  the  urgency  of 
the  cafe,  and  a  persuasion  that  the  expence  was^  aBually  incurred^ 
must  be  marked  with  the  words  "  emergent  fervice"  in  order  that  the 
fame  may  be  discharged  by  the  paymaster  to  such  station  or  detach- 
ment, and  be  brought  to  account  in  the  manner  diretted  for  contin- 
gencies in  articles  xxxv.  xxxvi.and  xxxix.  ofthefe  regulations;  and 
as  a  further  check  upon  contingent  expenditure,  it  is  refolved  that  all 
bills  for  charges  of  this  description  shall  bear  the  written  testimony 
upon  honor  of  the  officer,  into  whole  trust  the  expenditure  has  fallen, 
to  the  aftual  disburfement ;  and  that  in  cafes  where  the  expertditure 
may  be  inthedifcretion  of  ftibordinate  officers,  the  bill  fhall  contain  ao 
affirmation  upon  honor  by  fuch  fubordinate  officers  to  the  charge  as  aflu- 
ally  incurred;  the  fuperior  officer  who  orders  the  payment  being  to 
certify  the  charge  as  fuch  to  the  best  of  his  judgment  and  belief;  and 
the  parties  in  fucji  bills  must  be  careful  that  every  possible  explanati^ 
on'of  the  propriety  of  the  charges  be  forwarded  with  them  when  fent 
for  audit.  •  •  -^axi- 
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ARTICLE  XLI. 
If  contingent  bills  by  military  officers,  or  other  fcrvants  of  il-^e  pub- 
lic, are  prclcnted  for  audit-  without  the  affirmations  required  by  the 
above. article,  and  unaccompanied  by  the  clearest  explanation  that  the 
party  can  have  to  adduce,  for  enabling  the  auditor  general  and  military 
boafd  lo  report,  and  government  to  decide,  upon  the  proprieiy  of  such 
charges,  they  are  liable  to  be  at  once  rejefled  o«  that  ground  alone, 
equally  the  fame  as  if  the  charges  were  in  their  nature  objectionable: 
and  it  is  further  made  a  standing  rule  that  no  contitigcnt  bills,  by  any 
servant  of  the  public,  which  have  been  once  before  government,  and 
rejefted  for  want  of  fuch  explanation  as  may  have  been  in  the  power 
of  the  party  to  produce  in  the  first  Instance,  fiiall  be  allowed  to  be  re- 
ceived in  fubsequent  reference  through  any  channel  whatever;  it  be- 
ing obviously  the  duty  of  every  perfon  drawing  outbills  for  contin- 
gent expences  to  transmit  the  express  voi>chers,  and  every  poffible  do- 
cument which-caB-verrfy  the  charges  or  ferve  for  their  justification; 
and  if  through  ncgle€l  of  this  precaution,  any  one  fhall  deem  himself 
aggrieved  by  the  final  audit  of  the  bills,  the  blame  will  rest  solely  with 
himself  for  having  b^en  guilty  of  fuch  negletl. 

ARTICL.E    XLII. 
AH  bills  and  abstrafts  for  extraordinaries  of  the  army  (by  whomso- 
•ever  discharged)  must  be  forwarded  to  the  paymafter  of  extraordina- 
ries to  be  feat  by  him  (accompanied  with  a  de^scriptivc  list  thereof)  to 
'?.the  military  auditor  general,  who  is  to  lay   them  before  the  military 
•^board  with  his  remarks;  the  military  board  arc  then  to  fend  them,  with 
ttheir  opinion  (infertcd  in  the  column  of  the  list  far  that  purpofc)  on 
every  feparate  bill,  to  the  Governor  in  Council,  by  whom  the  bills  will 
be  finally  paffed  or  rejeQcd,  and  returned  through  the  fame  channel  to 
the  auditor  general  to  be  by  him  audited  agreeably  to  the  decisions  of 
government,  checking  rat€3^  additions  and  calculations. — They  are  then 
to  bcfentback  to  the  paymaster  of  extraordinaries,  in  order  that  one 
feparate  set  of  disbursements  may  exhibit.the  whole  amount  of  all  con« 
'tingent  charges  of  the  ariny^ 

ARTICLE  -XLIir.* 
"When  officers  conceive  they  are  entitled  lo  allowances  not  granted 
to  them  by  the  pay  table,  or  any  specific  regulations  they  are  not 
:to  bring  the  matter  forward  by  bill  or  abstraCl  to  the  paymaster,  but 
must  make  application  to  government,  through  the  commanding  oflBcer 
of  the  forces,  -obferving  the  regular  channel;  and  this  order  is  to  be 
considered  as  applicable  when  any  encrease  of  numbers  may  be  occa- 
sionally required  in  the  establifhmentsof  the  followers  to x:orps,  or  of 
office  establifhments,  as  well  as  perioual  allowances. 

ARTTCL1EXL1V. 
All  claims  by  officers  or  others  conncfted  with  the  military  depart* 
ment,  whether  on  the  fcore  ofeftabliflicd  allowances  or  of  contigencies, 
•mud  be  made  as  foon  as  circumftances  admit,  otherwife  they  will  be  li- 
able to  be  totally  rejetled^  and  it  is  therefore  required  of  all  paymas- 
ters, that  in  every  inflance   «^vhere  any  bill  or  abftratl  fhall  not  be  pre- 
fented  within  one  compleat  month   after  the  period  for   which  it  (hall 
iavc  been    due  (except  in   the  cases  provided  for  in   article  xvi.  of 
4hefe  regulations)  the  fame  maft  be  referred  for  audit  before  payment, 
in  order  that  government  may  thereby  have  an  opportunity   to  judge 
•of  the  reafons  for  delay,  which,  when  confiderable,  proves  unfavorable 
to  the  regulaHty  and  accuracy  requifite  to  be  maintained  in  the  books

Whea  a  paymafter  at  a  fuhoRdinatc  llaiioni  <^tmxher  field,  ineels 
with,  any  thing  to  obftr^^l  the  regularity  or  impede  t-he  dispatch 'at  hu- 
finefs  required  of  hijn  by  t^ei^e  reflations,  and  foindispeRfibly  Bcccs- 
.«*ry  for  the  general  goodtif  tlic  fcrvirr.hje  muft  make  kiiown-the  fame 
to  the  commanding  officer,  ^hose  fpecial  dutvit  i»  to  aidand^ffift  the 
paymafterby  every  proper  exertion  of  his.  authority  or  influence;  for 
obviating  difficulties  whether  in  regard  to  ibc  vpucbing^or.iransmiIfioD 
.df  the  accounts. 

ARTICLE  "XLVIII. 

Paymasters  are'also  hereby  tstriclly  enjoined  to^  oomnfiuni^ate  with- 
out lofs  of  time  to  their»immedjate. principal,  the.  paymaster  general, 
as  full  and  explicit  information  as  they  can  give^^f  j^hatcyer  ^occur- 
renccsmay  either  have  interrupted,  or, are  of  a  tendency  to  interrupt, 
regularity  and  ^ifps^tch  of  buHnefs  in  their,  departments ;  JCq  that  if  ne- 
ceflary  the  interfecpr^ce  of  government  may  be  applied  for. 

ARTICLE    XLIJC. 

flvery  paymaster  muft  keep  a  public  treafure  cheft,  withnhe  defig- 
nation  oi  his  office  marked  on  it,  and.diftin^uilhing  it  tobclhe  com* 
paoy's. property  and  poiua^ing xhe  company's  oa-Q). 

ARTICLE  X. 
The  commanding  ofEcer  of  a  ftaiipn  or  detachment  iafuHborizcd  to 
.require  from  the  paymaster,  fo  often  as  he^nay  j«dge  neceflary,  apar- 
ticiilar  account  in  writing  of  the  public;  money  in  h4«  pofl'cilion  ;  and 
as  It  is  effentially  necelfdry  rhar  the  commanding  officer  -fbouid  at  all 
tjmcs  be  well  acquainted  with  the  fhte  ofthe  pijymafter's  ftinds,  the 
latter  is  upon  all  occafions,  to  give  a  true  account  of  the  fums  atid 
coins  aQually  in  his  charge,  upon- tlie  peril  of  a  forfeiture  of  the  fccu- 
rity -bond  given  by  him  for^the  due  and  faithful  execution  of  hisofiBcc.

fu<:h  occafions,  be  delivered  over  to  the  fucceeding  paymafter  along 
with  the  public  ireafure  cheft,  and  balance  of  cafh  adually  in  hand — 
or  when  ihe  appointment  of  a  payniatter  happens  to  be  difcontinued,  the 
deliveiy  of  office  papers  and  treafure  &c.  mutt  be  made  to  the  paymas- 
ter general,  unlefs  oiherwife  direfted  by  him  or  byfpecial^r^lers  from 
the  Ilon'ble  the  Governor  in  Council* 

ARTICLE  Lir, 
TheTecurity  bonds  of  paymasters  shall  not  he  restorable  untilthe 
expiration  of  twelve  months  after  they  have  left  the  offices  to  which 
fuch  bonds  apply;  and  then  t+icy  are  to  be  given  up  upon'  it^  being 
certified  to  government  by  the  military  auditor  general,  and  military, 
paymaster  gei>efal,  that,  as  far  as  the  informJition  procurable  in  their 
refpective  offices  will  admit  of  claims  being  afcertained,  there  arc  not 
atlually,  or  in  cxpeSancy,  any  demands  whatever  upon  the  paymaster.

Paymafters (hall  beheld  refponfible  for  any  delay  in  the  communi- 
cation of  retrenchments  to  the  parties  concerned,  and  the  parties  neg- 
lefling  to  fend  replies  to  the  pavmafters,  within  the  period,  prefcribed 
by  article  *  xxvn.  of  the'  firit-  fedion,  or  to  affign  a  fatisfadory  rea- 
ion  for  the  delay,  Ihall  be  deprived  of  the  advantage  of  an  appeal  to 
government  ;  it  being  abfolutely  neceffary  for  the  public  fervice,  that 
the  accounts  of  the  different  payniallers  Ihould  be  expeditiously  ad- 
juttcd,  which  can  only  be  efFeded  by  the  pundual  iranfmiflion  of  ac- 
counts, and  replies  to  retrenchments  in  the  time  fpecified. 

ARTICLE    III. 
The  paymasters  are  constantly  to  report  to  the  military  auditor  ge- 
neral the  day  on  which  they   receive  the  intimatiotis  of  audit  on  each 
month's  accoums  from  his  office,  and  the  same  on  the  receipt  of  the  re-, 
audit,  or  decision  of  government  when  appeal  has   been  made  against 
-that  given  by  the  au^itor.general. 

ARTICLE  tV. 
Should  it  happen  that  a  paymaster  dies  or  otherwise  quits  the  office 
with  abalance  aj^ainst  him,  and  the  payment  is  either  hereafter  disputed, 
or  from  insohvency  becomes  doubtful,  the  paymaster  general  is  imme- 
diately to  nonfy  the  ciicumstance  to  the  Governor  in  Council,  accom- 
panying hii  report  with  a  clearly  detailed  ftatement,- in  form  of  an 
accouiu  curreiu,  of  the  sums  due,  to  enable  government  to  pursue  such 
meajures  as  may  thereon  be  deemed  proper  for  the  recovery  of  the  a- 
oiountahus  out-Randing.

take  this  opportunity  of  acquainting  you  therewith,  that  the  officers  and 
foldiers  on  your  eftabli&ment  may  be  informed  of  the  fame* 

Enclofed  we  tranfcnit  you  the  (ketch  of  a  plan,  by  which  Lord  Clive  pur 
pofes  this  fund  ihall  be  conduced;  alfo  the  copy  of  a  certificate  and  form  for 
regiftcring  fuch  certificates  as  may  be  grant-d,  which  we  hope  you  will  ap- 
prove, and  direft  to  be  obfcrved  at  your  prcfidency. 

We  requeft  you  will  fend  us  from  time  to  time  a  lift  of  thofc  perfons  to 
whom  you  have  granted  the  benefit  of  this  fund,  in  order  that  they  may  be 
enrolled  in  a  general  regiftcr  here,  a  copy  of  which  will  be  tranfmitted  to 
the  hon*ble  court  of  direftors^  as  his  lordihip  intends  to  requeft  they  will 
ad:  as  truftees  in  Europe.

Commandants  of  corps  to  trafmit  every  fix  months,  on  the  x(l  of 
January  and  on  the  iftof  July,  to  the  military  auditor  general,  military  pay 
xnafter  general, and  infpefkor  of  the  penfion  lid,  a  lift  of  luch  native  officers, 
noncomniifljoned  officers,  drummers  aad  privates,  artificers  and  puckaulies,  in

a  I  ft:.  Such  perfons  as  may  hereafter  be  admitted  on  the  penfion  lift,  (hall  in 
future  receive  the  monthly  fums  annexed  to  their  refpcdlive  ranks  or  ftations 
as  will  be  fubfcquendy  named,  and  no  deviation  will  be  admitted  in  this  refpedt 
Allowances  and  mode  of  paymeni. 
aid.  The  penfioners  to  be  under  the  immediate  charge  and  controul  of  the 
infpeAor  of  the  penfion  lift,  and  paid  in  his  prcfeace,  for  which  purpoie  he  is 
t6  attend  all  payments  that  are  in  future  made  to  the  penfioners  of  every

penfion  allowed  by  the  prelent  fyftem  will  be  granted  on  account  of 
the  child,  and  for  all  above  one  child,  a  gratuity  at  the  difcrction  of 
government.

In  our  secretary's  letter  of  the  8iht  January  1796,  and 
the  seperate  letter  from  the  court  of  the  15th  of  that  month  convey- 
ing the  orders  of  the  new  army  arrangements^  under  the  head  of 
^^  general  officers  ontheJlaff*\  it  was  direSed,  that  four  colonels  or 
lieutenant  colonels  of  the  artillery,  infantry  or  engineers,  should  be 
promoted  at  your  presidency  to  the  rank  of  major  generals,  from 
ivbich  number  the  general  on  the  staff  should  be  appointed;  and  in 
a  subsequent  paragraph  we  ordered  that  the  generals  on  the  srafT', 
as  also  the  major  generals  and  colonels,  should  be  made  from  odieers 
on  the  spot;  but  that  this  regulation  was  not  to  take  place  until  the 
last  ship  of  the  season  1  795-6  should  ?:rrive^ 

Par.  4ih.  In  carrying  thi$  arrangement  into  effe6l  v/e  observe 
that  on  the  7th  Jiily  1796  you  promoted  colonels  Peche,  Ikownrigg, 
and  Nicholson,  to  be  major  generals  j  and  in  consequence  of  our  or- 
ders of  the  27th  July  1796  that  the  promotions  under  the  new  regu- 
lations should  bear  date  the  8th  of  January  preceding  (being  the  dale 
of*  our  secretary's  letter  communicating  those  regulations)  the 
commissions  to  the  officers  above  named  were  anti-dated  accordinc^Iy. 

Par.  5th — This  meafure  had  the  effcQ  of  taking  the  officers  in  ques- 
tion out  of  the  general  regulations  for  granting  his  Majel1y\s  brevets 
to  the  company's  officers  under  which  they  received  brevets  of  colo- 
nels applicable  to  their  rank  in  our  army  subsequent  to  the  9th  of 
July  1783  viz. — as  colonels  of  26th  February  1795,  who  v/erc  pro- 
inoted  to  major  generals  of  the  ifl  of  January  1798. 

Par.  6th — The  governor  general  in  council  in  their  letter  of  the 
a2th  Augufl  1796,  pointed  out  the  probable  inconveniences  to  be 
apprehended  from  your  proceedings  in  this  inftancc;  and  in  the  28ih 
paragraph  of  our  military  letter  of  the  30th  January  ^709,  we  exprefs- 
fcd  our*opinion  that  the  promotion  of  the  three  major  generals  who 
had  not  obtained  that  rank  by  King's  brevet  was  not  only  premature 
but  unnecessary,  having  been  made  in  coniradlftion  to  the  orders  of 
the  8th  January  1796,  which  direSed  that  such  promotion  was  not 
to  take  place  until  the  arrival  of  the  last  ship  ot  the  season.

We  further  direfl  that  in  all  future  ca^c*  the  general 
officers  promoted  on  the  7th  of  July  1796,  shall  wave  ihc  exercise  of 
any  rank  or  precedence  ti.ey  may  he  ihoi»ght  to  have  acquired  by 
their  promotion  on  that  date,  and  thpt  they  take  rank  as  such  only 
Irom  the  date  of  their  pron'9ticn  by  King's  brevet.

The  ill  fuccefs,  for  fomc  years  attending  the  recruiting  fcrvicc  under  this 
prefidency  has  induced  the  commander  in  chief  to  revile  the  exiting  regula- 
tions on  that  fubje6l,  and  the  following  rules  are  in  future  to  be  exadly  obferved 
by  commanding  officers  of  corps,  or  others  unto  whom  government  may  be 
pleafed  to  confide  this  in\portanc  duty. 

ift  By  the  refolmions  of  government  under  date  the  7th  ^  of  July  179^ 
recruits  are  ordered  to  be  approved^by  the  commandants  of  regiments,  in 
alt  fituations  where  they  can  infpeft  themj  and  in  other  cafes  by  the  fenior 
officer  prefent:  it  is  con/cquently  expected  chat  the  cruft  will  be  executed 
with  the  uunoft  attention  fo  that  the  fervice  may  be  fuplied  with  the  beft 
men. 

ad.  In  crder  co  excite  the  zeal  and  exertion  of  the  officers  commanding 
regiments  or  battalions  to  complete  their  corps,  and  to  keep  up  their  full 
complement  in  lime  to  come,  general  Stuart  intrufts  them  with  the  *hok 
management  of  the  recruiting  fervice,  and  confides  the  difpofuion  of  re- 
cruiting parties  to  their  difcreiion  and  judgment. 

3d.  The  regulation  and  difperfion  of  thofc  parties,  m^ift  depend  grwtly 
on  the  local  fuuation  of  the  corps,  and  not  unlrequemly  on  the  connexions 
of  the  men  who  compofc  it* 

4tli.  The  vigilant  jealouly  of  che  country  powers,  and  particularly  of  the 
iMaratta  dates,  whole  policy  fufpiciouOy  wacclies  th^  a(4ions  of  (Irangers, 
has  greatly  circumfcribed  the  latitude  of  recruiting,  whereby  this  fervice  has 
become  Icfs  ccriain  and  more  hazardous  then  heretofore. 

5th.  This  change  of  circumfttmces  renders  the  greateft  precaution  necef- 
fary  in  panics  to  recruit,  and  as  J'uch  parties,  if  dilcovered,  may  be  liable  to 
punKhment,  commanding  officers  of  corps  mud  be  particularly  careful  to

6th.  To  prevent  difagrreable  occurences  of  this  nature,  commanding 
officers  are  direded  to  obtain  full  information  how  far  the  liberty  of  recruiting 
is  re  drained,  encouraged,  or  prohibited,  in  the  province  or  diftrift  before 
they  (end  out  any  parties  on  the  fcrvice,  and  fuch  officers  will  be  held  ref- 
ponfible  if  difputes  Ihould  arife  for  whatever  confcquences  may  enfuc,  in  cale 
it  fliould  appear  that  they  either  did  not  take  ftifficient  pains  to  inform  them 
felves  of  the  circumftanccs  beforementioned,  or  rilkedUhe  attempt  on  expe- 
rimental and  conjedtural  grounds. 

7th.  The  commander  in  chief  having  recommended  in  the  preceding 
article,  to  the  commanding  officers  of  corps  the  utmoft  circumfpeftion  in| 
the  difpofal  of  their  recruiting  parlies,  frees  them  from  all  further  reftraint 
in  choofing  their  ftations,  and  permits  them  to  take  advantage  of  every  fca- 
ibn  and  of  every  opportunity  that  may  promilc  fuccefe. 

8th.  No  perfon  or  party  is  to  be  longer  abfent  on  this  fervice  than  fix 
months^  un  krfs  they  may  have  obtained  a  great  number  of  recruits  and  have 
certain  profpecls  of  procuring  more;  in  either  of  which  cafes,  the  comman- 
ding officers  will  i7oc  recall  them^  as  long  as  they  are  *  fuccefsful,  or  until 
the  corps  is  completed. 

9th.  The  commanding  officers  of  corps  will  fcle<5t  the  men  bed  qualified 
€0  be  employed  on  the  recruiting  fcrvice,  whether  commiffioned,  or  pri- 
vates; aad  they  are  to  be  under  no  controul  or  interference  in  this  refpecc. 

joth.  The  number  of  men  required  for  this  fcrvice,  muft  neccflariiy  de- 
pend on  the  (ttcngth  or  weaknefs  of  corps  or  battalions.  Thofe  that  are 
complete  or  nearly  fo,  may,  it  isfuppofcd,  keep  up  or  recruit  their  comple- 
ment at  the  head  quarcrs  of  the  corps  without  fending  oucany»  or,  if  any, 
very  inconfiderabie,  parties. 

iith.  The  numbers  therefore  that  it  mav  be  neceflary  to  employ  on  the 
recruiting  fcrvice  will  depend  on  the  circumtUnces  of  the  corps;  but  on  no 
occafion,  and  under  no  circumftanccs,  is  it  permitted  to  fend  from  one  bat 
talion,  more  than  the  following  detail,  vtichout  permiffion  obtained  from  the 
coaimander  in  chief  viz.— one  native  officer  (ix  non-commiffioned  officers 
.  and  cwNity  privates. 

lath.  The  commander  in  chief  imagines  that  corps  will  rarely  be  fo  much 
-  rtduced^  as  to  be  under  the  neceffity  or  detaching  the  whole  of  the  foregoing 
deta41»  but  he  requefts  commamiing  officers  will  favour  him  wixh   a  report, 
after  trial,  of  what  number  in  ordinary  and  extraordinary  cafes,  may  be  ade- 
quate to  execute  eiFe(ftually  the  duty. 

13th,  Although   general  Stuart,  in  thefe  orders,  has  ufiid  ihe  words    **  re 
cruiting  parties"  he  would  by  no  means  have  it  understood  that  he  recom 
mendSf  or  thinks  the  fcrvice  would  be  promoted  by,  fending  a  number  of 
oiea  in  a  body,  or  under  the  direction  of  one  perfon;   on  the  contrary,  he  is 
of  opinion  it  would  be  rather  impeded,  and  expofed  to  ihe  danger  of  mif- 
carriage,  by  fuch  combination. 

14th.  Wherefore,  it  mould  be  well  confidered  by  the  commanding  officers, 
how.  far  it  may  be  conducive  to  fuccefs,  or  otherwifc,  to  empk>y  their  men  in 
parties^  or  individually,  and  how  ht  the  whole  ihould  be  under  the  general 
controul  of  narive  officers,  or  be  fent  fingly  to  their  rcfpcdive  countries, 
and  aS  independently  of  each  other. 

15th.  From  the  nature  of  chc  fcrvice,  it  appears  to  the  commander  in 
chief  probable,  that  a  fingle  perfon  would  have  the  bell  chance  of  fucceeding, 
as  more  than  one  is  likely  to  dil'cover  the  purpofe  of  the  million,  which  the 
prefent  reftraints  and  growing  jealoufics  of  the  country  governments  render 
.almoil  always  neceffary  to  conceal;  a  difcovery  precludes  all  further  progrcfs. 

i6ih.  The  recruiting  parties  to  be  invariably  ordered  from  the  head  quar 
Ccrs  of  the  corps,  but  the  commanding  officer  may  fekdl   them   from   any 
part  of  (he  corps  chat  happens  to  be  detached. 
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4  797  I  c  1 7^'^-  Thofc  employed  on  this  fcrvicc  arc  to-  receive  their  lAftruftions  from 
che  commanding  officer,  or  fuch  officer  as  he  may  chufe  to  intruft  with  Ac 
communication. 

iSih.  The  commanding  officers  of  corps  will  immediatly  on  fending  cut 
any  men  on  the  tecruiting  fervice,  report  ihcir  rank  and  number,  and  the  Ih- 
tio«  whither  they  arc  detached,  to  the  adjutant  general,  for  the  inforraation 
of  the  commander  in  chirf. 

19th.  The  commanding  officers  of  corps  will  tranfmic,  in  like  msnner,  to 
che  adjutant  genera!,  monthly  returns  of  the  different  ranks  employed  oa 
the  above  fcrvice,  mentioning  the  particular  country,  diftrift,  or  IJation, 
wliere  each  man  is  ft>  employed,  and  the  period  of  his  entering  on  the  duty. 
A  regular  regifler  of  the  men  inlided,  is  to  accompany  the  return,  fpccifying 
their  country,  age,  fizc,  date  of  entry,  and  time  of  joining  the  corps.

'natural  probability  of  their  growing — General  Stuart  would  even  permit  fine 
iyoung  men,  under  the  age  of  20,  to  be  entered  of  the  height  of  5  feet  ont. 

2  id.  Commanding  officers  arc  on  no  account,  coenli(t  flaves,  and  they 
jwillof  courfc  be  carcRjl  not  to  admit  thofc  who  have  loft  their  caft,  whoarc 
;ot  a  mean  and  ciifgraceful  caft,  or  who  may  be  of  depraved  charaScrs. 
I  ccid  The  natives  have  frequently  a  predeliftion  for  a  particular  corps  or 
•company:  general  Stuart,  to  open  every  channel  for  procuring  men, aod to 
jdrijw  forth  the  fpontaneousexcrtions  of  every  officer  in  forwarding  this  ira- 
Ipoi^ant  object,  authorizes  officers  in  charge  of  companies,  futgcdl  to  tkc 
iiHrjeclion  or  approval  of  the  commanding  offiecrof  the  corps,  to  enter  men 
exclufivcly  for  their  rcfpcftivcly  companies,  until  they  arc  compIcKdj  liable 
however,  to  be?  removed  to  any  company  or  corps,  'vihcn  the  good  of  tke 
■  Icivicc  requires  it. 

j  lijd.  In. regard  to  the  quality  or  defcription  of  men  to.bc-^nKftcd,  the  ofS- 
icers  comwancHng  c-orps  are  left  to  judge,  but  thr  commander  in  chief ex- 
Ipeds  that  the  battalions  will  be  completed  with  the  northern  recruits:  undfr 
Iwhich  denomination  he  iucludes  from  the  fouth^vard  the  inhabitants  of  Car- 
,v*'ar,  and  thofe  of  ail  the  countries  extending  without  limitation,  :to  the  nortk- 
ward. 
fccjfea.  2-:!  C4th.  Corps  doing  duty  in  the  Malabar  province    may  enlift  a  fcwf  ca- 

madcrs^ommonly  called  Madras  men. 

25th.  It  is  the  comm::nder  in  chief's  defign  to  afford  every  encouragement 
to  iljc  recruiting  fcrvice,  and  as  the  very  liberal  pecuniary  rewards  held  o« 
by  this  govcrnmcnr,  have  failed  in  producing  the  efFeft  intended,  be  would 
Itimiilace  the  zeal  and  indurtry  of  thofc  employed,  by  « the  fubftantial  arri 
honorable  reward  of  pr^/rnotion. 

26:h.  The  cffc(2:s  cher'-fore  of  promotion  arc  now.toljc  tried,  and 'in  order 
to  enable  commanding  officers,  to  confer  thofe  rewards,  general  Stuart  isde- 
tcrmir.cd  that  the  rile  in  the  native  infantry  (hall  proceed  regimentally,  and 
fulTer  no  infiingment,  unlefs  in  fuch  uncommon  cafes  vi'hcre  governmentor 
the  commander  in  chief  may  judge  it  necelTiiry  to. reward  diftinguilbed  men: 
by  a  depaTurc  from  tiie  general  rule. 

.i7:h.  Tne  foliv)wing  quota  of  men  procured  by:the  tmdcrmeneioBcd  ranfcs 
is  to  entitle  the  diiTertnc  dcfcripiicns  of  the  native  fcrvice,  to  the  refpcdti*^ 
decrees  of  promotion;  and  fixed  as  a  rule  for  commanding  officers  .in  co"* 
ferir.g  or  promifing  the  firft  vacancies  to  thofc  who  -enter  into  luch  engage

a9th,  Ae  there  is  no  rank  in  the  native  fervice  beyond  that  of  fubahdaur, 
a  pcrfon  holding  this  comniiffion,  who  may  be  cnnploycd  on  the  recruiting 
fcrvic/e,  can  only  receive  the  fums  mentioned  hereafter  in  the  4odi  article  for 
each  approved  recruit,  in  lien  of  all  claims. 

30th.  General  Stuart  does  not,  on  a  general  principle,  approve  of  promo- 
tion without  going  through  the  regular  gradation;  but  if,  by  extraordinary 
exertions,  a  fepoy,  naique,  havaldaur,  or  jcmmedaur  fhall  triple  their  quo- 
ta, he  may,  if  the  inftancc  fhould  difcover  extraordinary  merit,  on  the  par- 
ticular recommendation  of  the  commanding  officer,  admit  a  deviation  from 

this  rule, 

31ft.  In  aH  cafes  wherein  ahavaldaui^  is  recommended  for  the  rank  of 
Jemmedaur,  or  a  Jemmedaur  promoted  to  fubahdaur,  if  fuch  preferment 
be  in  coofequent  of  furnifhing  recruits,  the  circumftance  mull  be  ftated,  and 
accompany  the  recommendation,  to  xhe  adjutant  general,  to  be  laid  before 
the  commander  in  chief.  The  name,  age,  country,  caft,  and  length  of 
ferWce  of  thofc  lb  recommended  for  promotion  muft  alfo  be    •  fpecified 

3ad.  Such  as  engage  to  procure  recruits  foe  promotion,  arc  not  to  receive 
any  pecuniary  gratuity  unlcfs  they  fail  in  bringing  the  number  they  may  have 
rcfpcdively  ftipulated  for;  in  which  cafe,  they  arc  to  have  the  fame  allowance 
if  they  had -entered  into  no  engagement. 

33d.  It  is  ordered,  however^  that  commandiisg  officers  enter  into  no  pro 
mifc  of  promotion,  but  with  fuch  officers  and  men  as  arc  in  other  rcfpefts 
<]UaIiBcd  for  preferment,  and  capable  of  affifting  them  in  the  eltablilhment 
and  good  order  of  their  corps. 

34th.  The  greateft  precaution  and  judgment  fliould  be  obfcrved  in  con- 
•fcring  the  reward  of  promotion:  the  commander  in  chief  is  unwilling  to 
itfftablifh  particular  injundlions  on  this  head;  but  he  trufts  to  the  impardal 
difcrimination  of  commanding  officers  to  diftribute  thtfe  diftinflions  in  a  juft 
|>roportioii,  fo  that  thofc  who  bring  men  to  the  fcrvicc  may  not  obtain  a 
ihare  to  the  exclufion,  or  depreffion,  of  others  who  poffefs  a  different  fpecies 
of  military  merit. 

35th.  It-is,  however,  to  be  confidered  as  a  fixed  rule,  that  the  command- 
ing officer  is -to  make  no  (lipulations  for  .promotions,  unlefs  his  battalion  is 
aftually  deficient  in  the  number  for  which  rank  is  to  be  granted,  and  the 
vquota for whichthe  engagement  is  made  muft  be  procured  as  little  in  detail 
^s  poflihle— -that  is,  men  furnifhed  at  diftanc  ot  broken  periods,  are  not  to 
be  admitted  into  the  account. 

36th.  Further  to  £xcitc  the  zeal  and  induftry  of  the  native  officers  and  fe- 
poys,  the  commanding  officers  of  corps  will  conftantly  report,  in  writing,  to 
the  adJ4itam  general,  the  names  and  rank  of  every  individual  who  may  under- 
take to  raifc  men  for  promotion,  mentioning  the  number  they  engage  for, 
and  the  period  of  time  in  which  they  arc  to  furnilh  their  refpeflive  comple 
ments;  in  order  that  they  may  not,  on  performing  their  agreements,  be  difap- 
pointed  of  their  reward,  by  the  removal,  death,  or  fuperceffion  of  the  comman- 
ijing  officer,  under  the  faith  of  whofe  promifc  they  undertook  the  fervice. 

37th.  This  is  to  form  a  permanent fregifler  in  the  adjutant  general's  office; 
from  whence^  on  -the  change  of  a  commanding  officer,  his  fuccefTor  fhall  be 
furnifhed  with  fuch  cxcradls  as  may  inform  him  of  the  nature  and  extent  of 
the  engagements  of  his  prcdcccffor,  the  faithful  performance  of  which  it  is  in- 
cumbent on  him  to  fulfill. 

38th.  The  allowance  of  40  reas  per  day  to  recruits,  from  the  time  they 
entertained  until  they  arc  approved  of,  arc  to  be  condnued,  when  their  full  pay 
is  alfo  to  commence,  and  a  half  nr.onth's  pay  be  iifued  to  them  in  advance  on 
the  fame  terms  as  J  formerly. 

39th.  The  allowance  of  full  provifions  to  recruits  fent  by  fea  to  the  head 
^juarccrs  of  the  .corps,  in  lieu  of  40  rtas  per  day,  together  with   the  prefent 
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1^2  rrgulation  for  clothifig  them  ftttte  dated  «ltowaiu?enfT«ionprts  techimii^ 
to  be  in  force  as  ac  prcfcnt,  and  commanding  officers  arc  to  dnrw  this  fimii 
tlic  ufual  i  nfiafftier. 

40th.  Native  oSccTs  ienr  upon  therecruiring  ififnrkej  '#ko  do  Hbt^ttogsge 
to  procure  mm  fer  promotion,  Ifaall  receive  fix  ropees  for  ev^j  approf^el 
grenadier  recruit,  and  five  rupees ^r  ^e^ry  apprt>vcd  faaitfdion  ifcmit  ia 
Heu  df  aJI  charges  whatever.

Where  the  prefent  adjutant  of  a  regiment  in  India  has  no  other  com- 
n^iiTion  he  isj  from  the  25th  of  December  1803,  to  have  the  rank  of 
cc.rntt  or  enfign,  and  to  rile  in  feniority  with  the  other  officers  of  the  fame 
jaiik  in  the  army  and  the  regiment.

Standing  Orders  and  Regulations. ;— 

General RegulatioHsfor  the  Supply. of  Stores^  andpajjtng  the  BUlsfor  them. 

ARTICLE    r. 

NO  commiflioncd  ofBccrs  on  duty  wicb  any  part  of  the  army  (hall, 
on  any  account,  aft  as  agent  or  commiflary  of  fupplics ;  the 
agent  at  the  prcfidcncy,  and  commiflary  of  fupplics  at  fjbordinatcs 
or  in  die  field,  and  contraftors,  arc  the  only  persons  authorised  to  furnifli 
articles  for  military  .fervice  j  and  then  only  to  corps  or  individuals  when 
they  cannot  convcoitntly  be  procured  from  the  grand  arsenal  or  inferior 
oiagaunes. 

ARTICLE    ir. 

The  agent  and  commiffiries  of  fupply  mud  be  bound  by  written  en- 
gagement, to  furnifli  all  (lores  (which  do  not  require  to  be  made  up)  with- 
in five  days  of  the  presentment  of  the'indent,  oa  pain  orforfcic4ng  the  value 
thereof,  if  at  the  prefulency,  or  in  ficuations  where  the  articles  are  pro- 
curable. 

ARTrCtE    IM. 

When  articles  are  ordered  for  fcrvice  which  require  a  corifiderable 
tJmc  to  make  up,  the  agent  and  commifljiries  of  iupply,  on  receiving 
the  indent  or  order,  mull  represent  the  fame  to  ^he  military  board,  if 
at  the  prefidency^  or  commanding  officer  if  at  a  fubordinatc  (Nation  or 
on  field  fervicc,  who  will  allot  fome  fixed  period  by  which  the  ftores  are 
to  be  fupplicd,  on  the  penalty  in  the  preceding  article :  ^but  the  agent 
and  commiflarics  may  always  4^ppeal  to  government  when  diflaiisficd 
wth  the  time  'granted  them. 

ARTICLE   IV. 

.  Whenan  indent  is  presented  to  an  agenCf  cammiflkry,  or  xonlraftor« 
he  muft«endorse  it  *^  accepted"  adding  the  date  of  thepresentmear,  to  as 
to  ascertain  the  tiaie  witbtn  which  heis  liooiced  to  furniOi  the  articles  re-- 
quirecL 

ARTIOLB  V. 

Indents  (anftioned  by  the  military  board,  ori>y  order  from  govera* 
fnent  or  the  commander  in  chief,  conftitute  the  authority  for  the  fuppljr 
of  articles  by  the  agent  or  contraftors  at  the  prcfidency ;  and  at  fubor- 
dinatc ftations  or  with  detachments  in  the  field,  the  ^ounterfignature  of 
the  commanding  officer  to  indents  is  an  authority  for  the  commiflaries 
of  fnppliesor  contraftors  complying  therewith ;  but,  without  a  receipt  by 
the  person  properly  authorised  to  receive,  and  into  whose  charge  the  ar- 
ttcles  (hall  have  been  aftually  delivered,  the  bill  of  charges  cannot  be 
palled  \  neither  are  the  receipts  alone  itifficient  vouchers  for  the  auditor 
general  pafling  the  bills,  but  he  mud  be  also  furnilhed  with  the  original 
indents  or  orders  upon  which  thefuppUes  have  been  made. 

ARTICLE   VI. 

.  'When  the  whole  of  the  articles  included  in  an  indent  duly  fanftioned 
c«n  be  delivered  at  one  timc»  or  in  course  of  the  month  in  which  it  is  pre'^^ 
aenied,  the  receipt  or  receipts  by  the  commiflary  or  person  into  whose 
charge  they  have  been  delivered  muft  be  written  on  the  back  of  fucb  in- 
dent ;  but  when  it  fo  happens  that  the  whole  of  an  indent  cannot  be  com- 
plied with  in  the  course  of  the  month  in  which  it  has  been  presented  to  the 
^ent,  contraftor,  or  commiflary  of  fuppHes  (as  tnuft  ibmetimes  be  the 
case)  the  receipt  or  receipts  for  the  aftual  delivery,  on  or  before  the  lafi 
of  the  month,  muft  begii^en^n  ttie  back  of  the  indent  for  fuch  partial 
iupply  as  may  have  been  then  made .;  and  afterwards,  as  the  remaiiiing  ar- 
ticles can  be  got  ready  and  delivered,  feparate  receipt*-,  bearing  particu- 
lar reference  to  the  date  and  a\)thority  of  the  original  indent,  muft  be  fur- 
nilhed  the  igentj  eontcaftor  or  commiflary  <^  fupplics  for  pafiing  his 
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ARTICLE   VII. 

AsrtJJsafixcd  rule  in  the  fyftcm  of  milirary  expenditure  under  this 
preHdency,  char  every  military  charge  il:a!t  be  brought  on  the  difburse- 
rotnts  of  one  or  other  of  the  paymallcrs,  it  is  not  required  of  any  agent  or 
commiflary  of  fupply  to  keep  books  or  fets  of  dilbursemcnts  ;  but  mere- 
ly to  charge,  by  bill,  monthly,  for  whatever  lupplics  are  occafionally  fur- 
nifhed  by  them  to  the  public  fervic<^  according  to  the  eftabliihcd  lift  of 
prices  for  the  time  being,  or,  in  particular  cases  when  articles  not  in- 
cluded in  that  lift  are  required,  or  to  which  rates  cannot  •be  affixed,  the 
agrnisand  commiflaries  offupplies  muft  produce  the  original  bill  and 
receipt  for  the  fum  paid  for  chem»  and  certify  all  fuch  charges  by  a  folema 
•declaration  upon  honor,  annexed  to  their  own  general  bill,  that  they  have 
bce^  procured  on  the  moft  reasonable  terms,  and  that  no  more  than  their 
adlual  coft  is  charged* 

AUTrCLB   VUT* 

^  At  Tubordinate  ftations  however,  where  the  magazines  are  furnifhcd 
principally  from  the  grand  arsenal  at  the  prefKlcncy,  and  the  commVfla- 
riesof  fupply  receive  only  lo  per  cent,  in  lieu  of  falary,  on  the  amount 
of  ^hcir  bills  for  the  fmall  fupply  of  articles  furi^iftied,  they  are  allowed, 
in  the  event  of  the  market  rates  exceeding  the  lift  of  prices,  to  charge 
upon  honor  at  the  market  rare  for  fuch  articles;  and  in  all  fuch  cases,  the 
original  bill  and  receipt  for  the  fum  adlualiy  paid  muft  accompany  their 
bills  for  fupplies.  It  is  however  to  be  undcrftood  that  this  article  applies 
only  where  lahry  Is  not  allowed 

ARTICLE   fK. 

Bills  for  fuppKes  muft.  If  pofTible,  be  given  in  for  audit  within  one 
month  aft^r  tha:  in  which  the  articles  charged  for  in  them  have  been  fur- 
nifhed  to  the  rommiflary  of  receipt  and  iflfue,  or  fuch  other  person  as 
may  be  duly  authorized  to  receive  them — all  reasonable  allowance  iiow« 
ever  will  be  made  for  diftance  from  the  prefidency  or  unavoidable  delays 
occaHoned  by  occurrences  in  the  field;  but  at  the  prefidency  they  arc  re- 
quired to  be  furnilhed  on  or  before  the  5ih  of  the  month  fucceeding  that  ig 
which  the  fupplies  have  been  made. 


AltTTCtS   X. 

When  bills  for  fupplies  by  an  agent,  contra^fbor  or  commiflary  at  the 
fixed  ftations  of  the  army,  or  in  the  field,  have  been  audited  and  returned 
to  the  party  by  the  auditor  general,  they  are  to  be  immediately  presented 
to  the  pay  mailer  of  the  ftation  or  detachment,  who  will  enter  them  on  his 
dilburiements  for  the  amount  admitted,  paying  what  may  be  due  thereon^ 
and  finally  adjuftiog  agreeably  to  the  regulations  for  his  office  ia  fuch 
cases. 

ARTICLE   Xf. 

1  he  agents  or  commiflaries  muft  indent  for  inch  articles  as  the  Honor* 
able  CoHipany  have  in  ftorc  and  are  not  otherwise  procurable,  the  a- 
mount  whereof  fhall  be  inserted  in  his  bill  at  the  fame  price  as  charged  to 
him  by  the  fupplying  officer,  who  muft  be  paid  for  rhem  by  the  agent 
or  commifTary.  The  bill  for  each  article  muft  accompany  the  agent 
or  commiiTary's  bill  when  transmitted  to  the  auditor  general. 

ARTtCLB  xiu 

The  gun  carriages  and  other  artillery  and  ordnance  capital  ftorcs 
muft  be  furniflied  by  contra^,  the  military  board  preparing  the  form  of 
advertisement;  and  it  muft  invariably  be  one  flipulation  in  fuch  comrade 
that  the  work  is  ix>  be  carried  on  under*  the  inspection  of  the  commanding 
officer  of  artillery  who,  aided  by  the  ^commiflTary  and  deputy  commif* 
farics  of  ftores,  is  particularly  to  attend  io  the  materials  and  workman- 
fliipwhen  carriages  are  conftru£ling,  in  order  to  guar4  againft  fuch  de« 
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fcfts  as  cannot  pofTjbly  be  discovered  by  any 
presented  for  furvcy  in  a  finilhcd  ftatc.

An  ftorcs  flipplied  by  the   agent,  comnriiiTaries  of   fupplles,    or  con- 
traftors,  muft  be  delivered  by  thcin  into  the   arsenal  or  warehouse  where 
they  arc  required,  without  any  charge   for  coolcy   hire  or  incidental  ex- 
pences. 

ARTICLE    XIV. 

IndlHIls  for  (lores  made  up  of  different  materials,  the  complete  (lore, 
including  all  expences  for  making  it  up,  is  to  be  charged  under  its  proper 
name;  and  not  by  detailing  the  component  parts  thereof  and  workman- 
fliip  fcparately. 

.  ARTICLE    XV. 

A  close  accordance  in  the  names  of  articles,  and  ftatements  of  weight 
or  mca«urement  between  bills  and  their  vouchers  is  indispenfibly  neceffaiy; 
it  is  therefore  diredlcd  that,  befides  the  fam^  denomination  of  articles  in 
each  being^dhcred  to,  all  receipts  for  c<>pjpcr  ware,  rof)e  &c.  and  fuch 
other  articles  as  are  charged  for  by  weight,  mud  invariably  fpecify  the 
weight,  as  well  as  number  and  defcniptions  of  pieces  or  coils,  otherwife  it 
would  bcimpoSible,  in  auditing  the  charges^  to  decide  on  their  accuracy. 

ARTICLE   XVI. 

A  form*  of  the  bill  required  in  conformity  to  these  regulations  from 
agentSy  commifTaries  of  fupplies,  and  courai^ors,  for  fuch  articles  as 
may  have  been  furnifhed  to  the  fcrvicc  in  the  currency  of  a  month,  is  in- 
serted in  ihe  appendix  inmiediately  after  ibe  forms  for  tl>e  pay  depart- 
ment.

Orders  Md  Regtdations  for  the  Department  of  Receipt  and  IJjue  of  Militaty 

Stofes. 

ARTICLE  t. 

ALL  commiflaries  and  deputy  commiilaries  of  (lores  arc  to  be  military 
tnen  fubjefl  to  military  orders  and  discipline.  They  ar<:  confined  to  the 
receipt  and  iffue  of  ftores,  and  arc  not  to  have  any  pecuniary  concern^ 
dircftly  or  indireftly^  in  the  fupply  of  them,  nor  are  they  to  have  any 
thing  whatever  to  do  in  the  making  up  of  ftores  ;  excepting  in  the  particu- 
lar cases  fpccified  in  article  xi.  of  these  regulations,  and  article  ♦xii 
of  the  preceding  fe£lion» 

ARTICLE     II. 

The  principal  and  moft  important  <luties  of  their  office  are  the  control 
t>f  agents,  contradtors,  or  others  who  fupply  ftores;  the  arrangetmcnt  and 
preservation  of  the  ftores,  and  the  fuperintendcncr  of  the  laboratory  and 
^f  die  artificers  in  their  department. 

ARTICLE    lit. 

Tlicy  arc  held  responffblc  in  the  firft  inftancc  for  the  quality  of  all  ftores 
dicy  receive  into  their  charge;  and  it  will  be  deemed  disgraceful  and  cri- 
minal in  any  officer  holding  either  of  these  a^ppointments  to  derive  any 
perquisite  or  advantage,  from  agents,  contradors,  or  others  who  fupply 
liores* 

AUTICiE    IV. 

Butnottodepend  entirely  on  their  judgment,    and  to  form   a  fiirther 
check  againft  abuses  of  the  most  dangerous  tendency,  by  receiving  stores 
•f  unfit 42^ia]ity;  all  fupplies  whether  from  Lurope,  by   contraAi  or  other- 
wife, 
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wiff,  arr,  after  being  cxamined'by  the  commiflarics  and  their  apparent 
ftate  nnci  condition  repoi  ted  to  the  military  board,  if  ac  the  presidency, 
and  to  commanding  officers  at  fubordinatcs,  to  be  inspcdcd  by  commie- 
tecs  of  officers  previous  to  their  being  entered  on  the  returns;  and  when 
the  articles  are  important,  fuch  as  ordnance  carriages,  accoutrements  or 
camp  equipag**,  the  chief  engineer,  the  fcnior  officer  of  arrtillcry,  and  the 
quarter  matter  general  are  to  be  members  of  fuch  committees  ac  theprcfi- 
dency  i  and  which,  when  appointed  at  fubordinates,  ought  always  to  con« 
fift  of  officers  who,  from  their  length  offervicc  or  other  cictimftanccs, 
may  be  fupposed  to  be  moft  competent  for  that  duty,  and  not  taken  indis- 
criminately upon  any  general  lift  or  . roller.  Indents  for  (lores  wantcd. 
from  Europe,  arc  to  be  framed  by  the  military  board  and  reported  to 
government,  who  will  give  dircdions  accordingly. 

ilRTrCLE    V. 

'  The  commiflary  of  ftores  at  the  presidency  is  not  to  keep  any  account, 
excepting  that  of  the  (lores,  and  of  the  receipts  and  ^ittiits  of  the  general 
arsenal  at  the  presidency;  and  fuch  accounts  nnift  contain  quantities  only,* 
all  rates  for  the  purpose  of  valuing  (lores,  to  be  affixed,  and  his  accounts 
checked  in  common  with  other  (lore -keepers,  by  the  military  board, 

ARTICLE    VI. 

If  at  any  time  the  commiflTary  fliali  receive  direflions  to  have  any  par- 
ticular  articles  made  up  in  the  arsenal,  whether  as  milfters  for  the  agents  or 
contraftor^  to  ftirnift  by,  or  to  expedite  the  public  fervice  in  cases  of  emer- 
gency, he  mud,  on  all  fuch  occasions,  indent  to  the  agent  or  contraftor 
for  the  requisite  materials  which  may  not  be  in  his  (tore,  and  account  for 
whatever  is  applied  to  the  making  up  of  the  faid  arncles  in  the  manner 
hereafter  described  in  these  regulations  with  regard  to  the  materials  used  in 
repair  of  (lores;  and  in  every  cafe  of  ihis  kind  the  article  fo  made  up  is  cor. 
be  received  for  the  fervice  under  the  fame  reftriiftions  with  regard  co  fur* 
vcy,  as  diredcd  in  article  iy, 

ARTICLE   VI  !• 

All  inferior  magazines  and  (lorchouses  at  fubordinate  ftattons  are  to  be 
fupplied  from  the  arsenal  ac  the  prefidcncy;  and  the  military  board;  after 
inspecting  the  feveral  accounts  of  (lores  ac  all  the  magazine^  muft  take 
greac  care  to  keep  them  weil  atid  timely  fupplied  with  the  e(labli(hed  quan- 
tities.— rhc  commiflary  at  the  prefidcncy  muft  make  out  indents  for  fuch 
(lores  required  by  him  as  may  be  in  the  company's  warehouse,  and  the 
nnlitary  board's  approval  thereof  will  be  fufficicnt  to  authorize  their  being; 
i(rued. 

ARTICLE   VIII, 

A  table  of  rates  muft  be  prepared  upon  fair  principles,  of  the  mediuoi 
value  of  ftores  in  a  course  ot  years,  but  to  be  applied  oniy  as  a  valuation 
of  the  (lores  remaining  on  hand  at  the  end  of  each  official  year,  and  in 
fixing  the  price  of  ftores  that  arc  fold^  the  difference  between  the  original 
coft  of  (lores  carried  to  the  debit  of  military  charges,  and  the  prices  at 
which  the  balances  remaining  arc  rated  at  the  end  of  the  year,  will  forma 
pare  ol  the  military  charges  of  the  year,  but  is  not  to  be  wrkcen  o£ 

ARTIC1»E  TX. 

The  various  accounts  of  (lores  in  the  arsenal  and  inferior  tnagazines,  are 
to  be  balanced  by  quantifies  only,  and  the  general  accotint  of  (lores  is  t9 
be  kept  in  the  office  of  the  military  board.  From  these  accounts  the  difi 
(crent  magazines  will  be  debited  upon  the  books  oi  the  military  board. 

ARTICLE   X. 

The  gun-j)owdcr  is.not  to  be  received  into  (lore,  until  praved  agcceab^ 
10  regulations  as  per  appendix  *  for  pro^in^  that  article, 
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ARTICLR  XI. 

Tfcc  comrolffanes  of  Rorr s  iDuft  repair  the  gun  carriages,  and  the  com- 
manding  officer  of  artillery  is  the  check  upon  him,  to  fee  that  they  arc 
confiamJy  prefcrved  in  good  condition  and  fit  for  immediate  fcrvicc — All 
the  guns  mounted  on  the  works  are  to  ftand  on  the  books  of  the  military 
board's  cfficc  as  part  of  the  ftock  remaining,  without  being  carried  to  the 
personal  debit  of  the  commandant  of  artiUery,  as  they  are  to  be  included 
in  the  returns  of  the  commiflTary  of  (lores, 

ARTICLE   Xlf. 

The  commifiaries  of  (lores  are  held  responfible  for  preserving  in  good 
condition  all  articles  under  their  charge,  and  are  to  repair  them  at  discre- 
tion with  the  artificers  attached  to  their  department;  and  to  account,  upon 
honour,  for  the  articles  expended  in  iuch  repairs;  detailing  the  application 
of  the  feveral  articles  in  the  account  of  receipts  and  iifues  which  is  to  in* 
dude  all  converfions  during  the  cour(e  of  the  month. 

ARTICLE    XIII. 

The  rule  laid  down  in  article  v.  of  these  regulations  for  keeping  the 
accounts  of  (lores  at  the  prefidency  applies  equally  for  the  fame  duty  at 
fiibordinates ;  consequently  copies  of  the  books  kept  by  the  deputy  com- 
mifiaries at  thofe  (lationsj  as  well  as  of  the  commi(rary  at  the  pre(idency> 
ere  CO  be  transmitted  annually  to  the  military  board ;  and  they  are  likewise 
t(/fumi(hto  that  board  monthly  accounts  of  receipts  andiiTues^  toaflift 
its  fecretary  in  keeping  the  general  account  of  ftores. 

ARTICLB  XIV. 

No  ifliie  of  ftores  can  be  made  from  the  arsenal  at  the  prefidcDcy>  but 
upon  indent  fandlioned  by  the  miliury  board,  or  by  (pecial  orders  of  go* 
vemment  or  the  commander  in  chief  ^  and  in  either  of  the  two  latter  ca- 
ses the  commi(rary,  or  person  officiating  as  fucb,  muft  imroediatdy  ac- 
quaint the  military  board,  in  order  that  they  may  at  all  times  be  apprised 
ofthetrueftate  of  the  arsenal,  and  thereby  enabled  to  uke  proper  mca- 
fares  for  replacing  deficiencies* 

ARTICLE  XV. 

All  indents  for  important  (lores  to  keep  up  the  eftabliQied  quantities  at 
fcAx>rdinace  magazines  muft  be  made  upon  the  arsenal  at  the  prefidency, 
and  never  upon  the  commi(rary  of  fupplies  at  the  ftadon,  except  in  cases 
of  absolute  nece(r]ty,  or  for  the  monthly  fupplies  of  petty  ardcles  requifite 
for  daily  consumption,  which  may  be  furniChed  on  the  (pot. 

ARTICLE   XVI. 

At  the  ftations  where  the  intercourse  with  the  prefidency  is  fijspended 
during  the  monsoon,  the  authority  for  pafling  indents  on  the  commi(raries 
of  fupplies  is  vefted  in  the  (enior  officer  of  the  troops,  he  not  being  him- 
self the  indenting  officer:  but  the  exercise  of  it  will  probably  be  unfre- 
5|uent,  as  the  annual  fupplies  to  be  (ent  to  the  fubordinate  ftations  may  be 
upposed  to  be  generally  adequate  to  the  yearly  consumption-*The  indents 
SBuft  be  complied  with  accordingly,  fubjeft  nevertheless  to  the  revifionof 
the  military  board. 

ARTICLE  XVII. 

Should  ftores  of  importance  be  fuddenly  required  to  be  made  up  at  fub« 
crdinates  without  there  being  time  to  have  them  fupplied  from  the  prefi- 
dency, they  mufl  be  furvcyed,  (after  examination  and  report  of  the  deputy 
comrai(raries,asdire6tedinardfle  iv  of  these  regulations)  by  a  committee  of 
officers  appointed  by  the  commanding  officer,  previous  to  their  being  re- 
ceived.— If  any  ardcle  is  rejefted  by  (uch  committee,  their  decifion,  with 
the  approval  thereof  by  the  commanding  officer,  muft  be  final ;  and  the 
commifiary  of  fupplies  muft  be  under  a  written  obligation  to  this  efied. 

ARTl* 
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ilRTTCLE   X.VIII. 

The  neccflary  articles  for.  package  being  ia  (lore,  no  bills  on  thatrac- 
count  to  be  admitted — the  requifitc  quandties  muft  be  used  1:^  the  con»- 
iniflariesjwhocernfy  their  monthly  account  of  receipts  and  iflues  upon 
honor  to  be  true  and  faithful— the  duty  of  landiog  and  fliipping  (lores  muft 
be  performed  by  the  people  attached  to  the  grand  arsenal  at  the  prefidency^ 
and  to  the  magazines  at  out  ftations,  if  pofTible  s  as  people  extra  to  the  efta- 
bliHiment  are  not  tol^e  employed  but  in  emergent  cases  and  upqa  audiori^ 
previoufly  obtained. 

ilRTlCLB    XIX. 

Whenever  the  commifiary  at  the  prefidencyor-any  deputy  commifiary 
find  that  there  is  any  ihort  delivery  olftores  from  the  veflcts  on  which  thcf 
are  invoiced,  or.that  they  are  in  any  way  damaged,  he   muft  report  tfw: 
circumllances  without  loss  of  time  to  the  military  board,  if  at  the  prefi- 
dency,  or  the  commanding  officer  under  whom  he  ferves ;  and  draw  out 
an  account  thereof  with  the  prices  from  the  invoice,  (or  according  to  tbc^ 
valued  rates  of  the  articles)  which  being  (igned  by  him,  and  counterfigned 
by  the  lecretary  to  the  military  board,  or  the  commanding  officer,  he  wll 
tender  to  the  commander  of  fuch  vefiel,  requiring  him  at  the  fame  time  to 
acknowledge  the  accuracy  of  the  ihort  ddi  very  or  damage;  or  to  ftatebiV 
objedions,  if  he  has  any,  on  the  face  of  the  account,  why  the  (hip  owners, 
ought  not  to  be  responfible.— The  commiffary  will  then  transmit  the  GiiA. 
account  to  the  iecfetary- to  the  military  board,  with  fuch  explanacioa  jn 
may  appear  to  him  neceflary  for  convejring  juft  ideas  of  the  matter. 

ARTICLE  XX. 

In  cases  where  the  ftores  may  be  received  from  botellas,  onveilels  com- 
manded by  natives^  when  consequently  difficulty  may  arise  to  a  (adsfaftory . 
adherenceoftheprecaudondirefted  bythc  above  article»  it  is  expeded 
that  the  commiflary  or  officer  entrufted  with  the  receipt  of  them  will  do 
his  utmoft  to  obtain  the  beft  informadon  procurable  for  the  military  board, 
and  for  aiding  government  in  forming  an  opinion  how  to  proceed  in  reco- 
vering for  Joflcsthat  may  have  happened  by  carelcflfnefs  or  in  breach  gf . 
agreement. 

ARTICLE  XXI. 

Commiflaries  or  other  officers  on  fliipping  ftores  are  to  obtain  from  the 
commander,  or  officer  in  charge  of  the.vcflcl  when  they  are  embarked,  the  ; 
moft  explicit  receipt  that  circumftances  admit  of  beigg  ^vcn  as  to  the ; 
quantity  and  condition  of  articles  or  packages* . 

ARTICLE   XXIi; 

When  any  article,  particularly  liable  from  .their  nature  or  compofition 
to  take  fire,  fuch  as jgun -powder,  roghen,  or  in  general  any  other  combttf- 
tible  matter,  arc  to  be  embarked,  the  commiflaries  &c.  are  to  be  careful, 
to  adopt  the  bcft  means  in  their  power  for  packing  and  fecurmg  it,  to  guard 
againit  the  bad  consequences  of  its  eventual  ignition  -,  befides  which  precau- 
tion on  the  part  of  the  commiflaries  in  the  firft  inftance,  the  miliury  boards 
if  atthc  prefidcncy  (or  the  commanding  officer  at  fubordinates)  are  for- 
mally to  apprise  the  commanders  of  the  vcflcls  of  tbe^poffible  danger  from 
fuch  commodity,  and  require  them  to  place  fuch  article  or  articles  in  that 
part  of  the  fhip  beft  adapted  for  fafc?ty,  or  easy  removal  in  cafe  of  accidents, 

ARTIOLS   XXriI. 

Ordnance,   arms,    accoutrements,    camp  -equipage   or  other  military' 
ftores  of  importance,  muft  only  beiffued  at  fubordinates  on  the  authority 
fpecificdin  article  xiv  of  these  regulations,  unless  in  cases  of  aftual  emer- 
gency ;  when  the  commanding  officer  will  give  a  written  order   marked  * 
"  emergent  fervice"  which  muft  be  immediately  complied   with  by    the 
dq).yty  commiflaries,  who  will  transmit  a  ftatement  thereof  to  xhc  miiitary 
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board,  co  whom  the .  commanding  officer  will  ftate  his  reasons  for  ifluing 
fuch  order. 

ikRTieLB   XXIV, 

All  old  ftores  are  to4)e  furvcyed  at  the  ftaiion  where  they  may  be — 
thofe  that  are  reported  repairable  are  ta  be  repaired  by  the  artificers  al- 
lowed the  commiflaries — thofe  that  are  declared  unferviceable^  are  to  be 
difpofed  of  by  public  outcry  for  ready  money — the  amount  of  falcs  mull 
be  certified  by  the  commanding  officer  on  the.fpot  to  be,  in  his  belief, 
correft  and  joft ;  and  muft  be  transmitted  to  the  paymaftcr  who  receives 
the  amount,  as  direfted  in  article  ♦  xxxiti  of  the  regulation  for  pay- 
xnafters — all  condemned  rausquet  barrels  and  other  fire  arms,  arc  to  be 
returned  to  the  prefidency,  and  are  to  be  cut  in  two  pieces  previous  to  their 
being  fent  to  England  or  otherwise  disposed  of. 

ARTICLE   XXV. 

The  iflue  of  ftores  to  the  marine  department  muft  not  be  permiued 
iRrithout  the  previous  fanftion  of  government  or  the  military  board  at  the 
prefidency^  and  of  the  commanding  officer  arfiibordinates  i  but  the  fale  or 
iffue  of  ftores  to  private  individuals  at  fubordinatcs  is  not  allowed,  nor  at 
the  prefidency^  until  authorized  by  government. 

ARTfCl.B   XXVI. 

It  bcinjg  dcdared  by  diese  regulations  that  the  commifllaries  of  receipt 
and  iflue  are  held  responfible,  in  the  firft  inftance^  for  the  quality  of  all  articles 
they  receive  fi-om  agents  or  others  who  fupply  them^  care  muft  be  taken 
by  the  military  board  to  have^  at  all  times,  approved  mufters  under  the 
ii»dof  that  board,  lodged  in  the  arsenal  at  the  prefidency  and  at  the  fu- 
bordinate  magazines,  of  all  fuch  ardcles  made  up,  or  purchased  in  the 
country,  respefting  the  quality  and  fimess  of  which,  difierence  of  opinion 
b  likely  to  arife. 

ARTICLE   XXVII. 

It  muft  be  clearly  underftood  by  whoever  holds  the  occafional  appoint- 
ment of  comnnflary  of  ordnance  and  ftores  in  the  field,  that  it  i$,  mlike 
manner  as  the  fame  appointment  at  the  pretidency  or  other  fixed  ftations 
c^thc  army,  an  office  of  receipt  and  iffiie  oiily ;  the  officer  holding  iris  not 
CO  have  any  intereft,  diredly  or  indireftly,  in  the  fupply  of  ftores. 

ARTICLE   XXVI II. 

He  is  to  keep  his  account  of  quantities  and  render  them  to  the  military 
board  in  the  fame  way  as  the  commifTary  of  ftores  at  the  prefidency,  or  the 
depudes  atlubordinates ;  and  as  nearly  at  the  fameperiods  as  diftance  and 
circtimftances  ofiield  iervice  will  admit. 

ARTICLE  .XXIX. 

He  is  toconfider  the  foregoing  ftanding  general  regulations  of  govern- 
ment, and  others  in  force  for  military  expenditure  in  the  ftore  department 
at  the  fixed  ftadons,  equally  binding  upon  him  (fo  far  as  his  fituation  in  the 
field  win  allow  of  applying  them)  as  if  he  was  holding  a  fimilar  office  in 
garriibn,  fubjeft  of  courie  to  all  orders  he  may  occafionally  receive  from 
theofficerunder  whom  he  ferves — ^hewill  therefore  receive  from  the  fe- 
cretary  to  the  militaiy  board  copy  of  the  faid  ftanding  regulations  for  the 
commiflariate  branch, -together  with  copy  of  the  forms  for  his  accounts; 
and  will,  from  dme  to  time,  be  duly  advifed  through  the  fame  channel  of 
any  orders  or  occurrences  at  the  prefidency,  regarding  the  ftore  department, 
which  it  may  be  neqeflkry  to  communicate  to  him. 

ARTICLE   XXX. 

The  field  conuniflary  of  receipt  and  ifTue  will,  on  fetting  out  from  the 
pitfidency,  receive  from.the  grand  arfcnal  fuch  fupply  of  ftores  as^he  com- 
inandcr  in  chief  may  judge  proper  to  be  carried  fi'om  hcoce  -,  and  fo  far  as 
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the  magazines  at  fubordioatti  can  fupply  the  occafional  wants  of  the  kr- 
vice,  when  the  army  or  detachments  arc  near  enough  for  appUcatioif  eo  be 
m«de  thcieto,  he  will  of  courJe  be  fupplied  from  them  with  whaitvcr  ran 
confiftcntly  be  fpared — the  commanding  officer  at  fuch  fobofdinSite  will 
immediately  direft  an  indent  to  be  made  and  forwarded  to  the  miKtarj 
board  to  replace  die  fame* 

ARTICLE   XXXI. 

When  the  army  or  detachments  in  the  field,  cannot,  in  consequenoc  of 
diOancc  from  the  fixed  magazines  or  from  any  other  caufc,  receive  fup- 
plics  as  above  diredcd,  the  commiflary  of  fupply  muft  be  indented  to  un^ 
dcr  the  counterfijgnature  of  the  commanding  officer  (^having  as  timely  no- 
tice as  poffible  ofwhat  is  wanted)  and  fuch  indents^  with  receipts  for  the  ar- 
ticles adlually  fupplied,  will  pass  the  bills. 

ARTICLE    XXXII. 

Should  it  fo  happen  that  articles  arc  wanted  when  there  is  not  a  commis^ 
sary  of  fupply  wich  the  army  or  detachments,  and  when  neither  of  the 
above  modes  can  be  adopted,  yet  when  the  required  (lores  or  articles  of 
inferior  fort  to  those  usually  received  as  ftorcs  may  be  procurable  as  fobfti- 
tutes,  a  bill  upon  honor  for  what  is  aftually  furnifhed,  and  descripdve  of 
the  articles  by  their  proper  names,  muft  necelTarily  be  prefented,  paid,  and 
brought  to  account  as  foon  as  poffible,  upon  the  rules  laid  down  in  the  re- 
gulations of  government  for  the  pay  departmenc  with  regard  to  all  ann/ 
contingencies*    Vide  fedion  ^  fecond* 

ARTICLE  XXXIII. 

A II  indents  for  stores  under  charge  of  commtfTaries  of  ordnance  and 
ftores  in  the  field,  after  having  been  figned  by  the  indendng  officer  foad  the 
fenior  officer  of  artillery,  muft  be  always  counterfigned  by  the  command* 
ing  officer  himfelf  when  convenience  admits  $  but  as  cales  may  occur,  on 
adive  fervice,  when  this  connot  be  done>  a  lift  muft  be  prefented  to  him 
monthly  of  all  the  ftores  ifTued  under  the  orders  of  the  ftaff  dfficers  to  whom 
he  may  have  delegated  fuch  power,  and  the  particular  indents  muft  be  af* 
terwards  prefented  to,  and  figned  by,,  fuch  commanding  officerj  on-  the 
firft  convenient  opportunity. 

ARTICLE  XXXIV. 

CommifTarics  in  the  field  may,  by  order  of  the  commanding  ofBeefj  fead 
any  quantity  of  ftores  under  their  charge  to  a  fubordinate  maga^iIle^  ac« 
companied  with  a  return  thereof  in  duplicate,  fpecifying  whether  they  are 
only  a  depofit  for  fafety,  or  are  not  required  for  ihc  deuchment;  one 
copy  of  which  will  be  returned  to  him  by  the  deputy  commiflary,  with  an 
acknowledgment  of  the  quantity  being  received — this,  with  the  order  of 
the  commanding  officer^  wUl  be  his  voucher. 

ARTICLE   XXXV. 

When  military  ftores  are  taken  from  the  enemy  which  are  deemed  ptibfic 
property,  they  are  to  be  delivered  into  charge  of  the  commiflary  of  ord- 
nance and  flores  (after  due  furvey^and  report  of  quantity,  ftatc,  and  con* 
dicion)  who  will  include  them  in  his  returns  agreeably  to  the  furvey  report, 
which  muft  be  transmited  to  the  miliury,  board  .as  a  voucher  along  with  the 
returns. 

ARTICLE   XKXVf« 

All  lofTes  by  capture,  or  diminudon  of  ftores  from  whatever  contingent 
caufe,  muft  be  fpecifically  included  in  the  monthly  return  of  expenditure, 
and  the  voucher  fot  it  muft  be  counterfigned  fey  the  Commanding  Officer, 
or  the  ftaff  officer  to  whom  he  may  delegate  the  power  as  in  article 
XXXI  lu 
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ARTICLE   XXXVII. 

When  occurrences  fell  out  to  prevent  the  obfcrvance  of  any  of  the 
rules  laid  down  for  maintaining  the  wiftied  tor  regularity  in  the  ordnance 
and  llorc  department,  whether  at  ihc  prcfidency,  in  the  field,  or  at  the 
out  ftaiions,  and  of  the  regular  tranfmiffion  in  duplicate  of  the  accounti, 
receipt  and  iffue,  which  the  com miffaries  arc  direftcd  to  keep,  it  is  ex- 
pefted  by  government  that  the  fullcft  explanation  which  may  be  in  their 
power  to  afford,  (hall  be  forwarded  to  the  fccretary  to  the  military  board, 
lo  ts  that  the  accounts  may  be  reported  and  decided  on  with  the  leaft 
poffiblc  delay. 

ARTICLE   XXXVIII. 

The  miKtary  board  is  authorifed  at  all  times  to  call  upon  the  officers 
employed  in  the  ordnance  branch  of  the  fcrvice,  for  every  informarion 
they  may  require,  and  which  it  may  be  in  the  power  of  the  ordnance  of- 
ficers  to  give,  repeAing  the  executive  management  and  deuil  of  that  de- 
partment of  the  fervice. 

ARTICLE  XXXIX. 

Every  commiflary  or  other  officer  receiving  charge  of  a  magazine  or 
(lores,  fhall  examine  the  quantities,  and  not  depend  upon  the  returns  de- 
Kvcred  by  the  officer  relieved  or  quitting  charge ;  as  the  pcrfon  in  office  at 
the  time  of  any  furvey,  will  be  made  anfwerablc  for  the  balance  rcmam* 
ing  in  ftore  according  to  the  books. 

ARTICLE    XU 

Commiflaries  and  deputy  commiffaries  at  the  fixed  ftations  arc  not  to  be 
fubjeft  to  temporary  removals  with  occafional  detachments,  without 
previous  fpecial  lanAion  of  government  or  the  commanding  officer  of 
the  forces,  and  in  either  cafe  not  without  a  regularly  appointed  fucceflbr« 
for  the  time  being,  to  receive  charge  of  the  articles  in  Aore.

SUPPLEMENTARV   ARTICLES.    * 
ARTICLE  X. 

IN  order  to  facilitate  bufinessat  the  military  board,  and  aOift  in  pro- 
moting  the  objefls  of  the  (landing  regulations  of  government  for  the 
grand  arsenal  at  the  prefidcncy,  the  following  regulations,  (which  were 
adopted  by  the  hon'ble  the  Governor  in  council  on  the  24th  February 
1797,  but  not  otherwife  promulgated  than  by  the  letter  to  themiliury 
board)  are  now  publifhed  and  hence  forward  to  be  observed. 

ARTICLE   IT. 

The  general  arsenal,  is  to  be  confidered  under  two  di{lin<5l  branches ; 
VIZ.  crJnance  and  laboratory  branchy  and  military  Jiore  branch ;  the  one 
comprizing  whatever  was  formerly  under  the  charge  of  the  commandant 
of  artillery  and  diredkor  of  the  laboratory,  viz.  guns^jhot^jhellsy  laboratory ^ 
fowder  magaTSnes^  ammunition,  and  in  Qiort  every  dcfcription  of  artillery 
and  laboratory  flores  -,  and  the  other  all  fuch  articles  as  were  formerly  in 
charge  of  the  military  ftorekeeper,  viz.  whatever  belongs  to  the  armory 
Zt\d  Of  cry  dckiiption  o(  accoutrements,  camp- equipage,  &c.  &c. 

ARTICLE    III. 

The  two  members  of  the  military  board  who  fit  as  commandant  of 
artillery  and  quarter  mailer  general  fhould  frequently  vifit  and  inspeft  the 
arfenal,  and  they  are  authorized  to  exercise  fuch  discretional  controul  in 
the  detail  of  bufiness  carrying  on  in  it,  connefted  with  their  respective  de- 
partments, as  may  to  ihem  appear  neceffary,  and  not'  to  miht^tc  againft 
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the  (landing  general  regulations  of  government  or  my  eccafional  orders  or 
inftrudions  which  the  commlfiary  may  have  received  from  the  miJirary 
board— the  commiflary  muft  therefore  attend  and  pay  due  obediaoce  to  rhc 
fuggeftions  and  communicaaons  which  he  may  receive  from  them. 

ARTICLB  JV. 

The  commiffary  muft  fend  two  report*  in  writing  every  mormng  before 
1 1  o'clock,  one  to  the  commanding  officer  of  artillerjr^  respeding  the  ord- 
nance  and  laboratory  branch,  and  the  other  to  the  quarter  mafter  general 
rcspefling  the  military  ftores,  fpecifying  what  work  is  in  hand,  how  his 
people  are  occupied,  together  with  the  number  employed  on  «ach  work^ 
both  artificers  and  others  of  all  dcnominations*--the(e  reports  will  enable 
those  members  to  explain  to  the  board  at  all  times  fuch  nutters  as  it  may 
be  proper  they  Xhould  be  informed  of. 

ARTTCLB   V. 

All  indents  on  the  arsenal  at  the  prefidency,  are  to  be  (ent  by  tfie  com* 
miliary  to  these  two  officers  (viz.  artillery  office,  and  quarter  mafter  ge- 
neral's respedtively)  at  leaft  two  days  before  the  meeting  of  the  military 
board,  that  they  may  be  fuHy  acquainted  with  the  nature  of  fuch  indents 
previoufly  to  their  being  laid  before  the  board  and  enabled  to  afibrd  fuck 
information  respecting  tbem  as  may  be  required. 

ARTICLE    VI, 

Should  there  at  any  time  arise  a  difference  of  opiruon  between  the  com- 
miliary  and  either  of  the  two  abovemcntioncd  members  of  the  milicarf 
board,  from  their  occafional  fuggeftions  or  recommendations  for  his  obser- 
vance appearing  to  him  to  be  at  variance  with  any  of  the  general  ftanding 
regulations,  or  fpecial  orders  wluch  he  may  have  received,  be  muft  make 
report  thereof  «o  the  military  board  by  letter  to  their  fecretary.

Orders  and  Regulatiensfor  tie  Department  of  Receipt  and  IJfue  rf  Provifionu 

ARTICLE    i^ 

THE  commiffaries  of  receipt  and  iffue  of  provifions  are,  in  like  man* 
iier  as  the  commiflaries  of  ftores,  confined  to  receipt  and  iffue  alone ;  and 
are,  in  all  respe£h,  under  the  fame  reftridlions  wich  regard  to  fupplics,  in 
wluch  they  are  consequendy  to  have  no  intcreft  diredly  or  indiredly. 

ARTICLE    \U 

The  principal  and  moft  important  duties  of  commiffaries  of  provifions 
arc  the  controul  of  contradtors,  agents,  or  others,  from  whom  they  receive 
fupplies,  and  the  arrangement  and  preservation  of  the  provifions  entruftec} 
to  their  care. 

ARTICLE    III. 

Evci^'  commiffary  is  held  responfible  in  the  firft  inftancc  for  the  quality 
of  provifions  he  receives,  and  the  condition  of  calks  and  packages  contain- 
ing them ;  that  is  to  fay,  he  is  prohibited  from  receiving  any  articles,  which 
may  appear  to  him  unfit  for  the  fervice  or  use  intended,  unless  upon  fpecial 
orders,  after  having  reported  their  ftate  and  condition  with  all  other  circum- 
ftanccs  within  his  knowledge  relative  thereto,  to  rhe  military  board,  if  at 
the  prcfidency,  or  to  the  commanding  officer  on  field  fervice  or  at  a  fabor- 
dinate .  ftacion. 

ARTICLE    IV, 

When  provifions  are  wanted  in  any  confiderable  quantity  from  the  ftock 
in  ftore  ac  the  prcfidency,  or  from  depots  at  any  of  the  fixed  ftations  of  the 
army,  for  detachments  going  on  field  fervice,  or  on  board  fhip,  or  for  the 
purpofe  of  making  up  Ucficicncies  at  any  ftation,  the  iffue  muft  be  fanSi- 
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oncd  by  the  fame  authority  as  required  for  the  delivery  of  other  military 
iloresj  viz :  the  governor  in  council,  miliury  board,  commander  in  chief, 
or  the  commanding  officer  at  fubordinatcs ;  but  when  a  commiflary  has  to 
deliver  provifions  daily  to  the  troops  in  garrifon,  or  in  the  field,  according 
to  the  allowed  ration  for  each  man,  the  indents  figned  by  officers  in  the  im- 
mediate command  of  corps,  or  by  the  heads  of  departments,  become  fuf- 
ficient  authority  for  the  iffiie.  The  accounts  of  receipts  and  iffue  of  pro* 
viOons  are  to  be  kept  agreeably  to  the  forms  laid  down  in  the  appendix^  and 
ivhich  arc  described  in  the  following  articles, 

ARTICLE   V. 

Form  No.  ♦  i^.  is  forthe  commiffary's  account  of  ifllics  of  provifions 
tipon  the  daily  or  cafual  indents  that  may  be  prefcnted  to  him  ;  in  it  the 
number  of  people  in  every  corps  or  department  as  fpccificd  in  the  indents, 
and  also  the  quantity  and  kind  of  provifions  ferved  out,  is  to  be  detailed* 

ARTICLJB    VI. 

Form  No.  ♦  n.  is  the  return  of  provifions  received  by  the  corps  or  de- 
|>artments,  and  on  the  laft  day  of  each  month,  (or  when  they  cease  to  re- 
ceive provifions  from  the  commiffary)  it  is  to  be  figned  by  the  quarto* 
maAer  and  counterfigned  by  the  commanding  officer  of  the  corps;  or,  if 
for  a  department,  to  be  figned  by  the  head  thereof. — This  return  being 
intended  as  a  voucher  to  the  commiffary's  abovementioned  account  of 
iffues,  is,  in  all  the  columns,  cxaftly  the  lame  with  that  account,  but  only 
differently  headed,  and  kept  by  the  corps  or  department  all  the  end  of  thei 
month  or  till  they  cease  to  receive  provifions:  it  Ihould  be  carried  along 
with  the  indent  to  the  place  where  the  provifions  are  ferved  out,  and  there 
have  entered  upon  it  whatever  is  received;  fo  that  if  the  insertions  in  the 
two,  ivhen  compared,  are  found  to  differ  in  any  one  inftance,  the  indent 
with  the  receipt  annexed,  upon  which  both  arc  made  out,  muft  be  referred 
CO  for  discovering  whether  the  miftake  lays  with  those  who  haveiffued^  or 
chose  who  have  received. 

ARTICLE   VII. 

The  original  indents  are  to  be  carefully  kept  by  the  commiffary  along 
^th  a  duplicate  of  his  faid  accounts,  and  delivered  into  the  office  of  the 
military  board  at  the  conclufion  of  the  fcrvice,  or  whenever  they  may  be 
required,  in  consequence  of  miscarriage  of  the  accounts  and  reuwns  men- 
tioned in  the  preceding  articles,  or  other  circumftances  that  may  point  out 
the  neceffity  of  their  being  produced  at  the  prefidency  before  the  commifla- 
j-y'sarrviaL 

ARTICLE   VII f* 

No.  ♦  rn^  is  the  form  of  a  general  abflraft  made  out  from  the  above- 
mentioned  account  and  voucher  No.  i.  and  it.  fliewlnginonc  line  the 
^rofs  quantity  of  each  article  ferved  out  in  the  currency  of  the  month  to 
<vcry  corps  and  department. 

ARTICLE   ix« 

No.  •  IV,  is  forthe  general  monthly  return  of  receipts  and  iffues  to  be 
Iccpt  by  the  commiffary  in  way  of  an  account  current;  wherein  all  he  re- 
4:cives,  and  aH  that  is  expended  in  whatever  manner  during  the  currency 
of  a  month  is  to  be  inserted  under  diftinft  and  clearly  descriptive  heads. — 
It  is  from  this  account  that  the  officer  commanding  in  the  field,  thecom- 
mandef  in  chief,  and  government,  are  kept  duly  apprized  of  the  quantity 
of  provifion  in  (lore,  which  forcibly  points  out  the  great  importance  of  the 
information  it  is  to  convey  being  accurate  and  as  regularly  afforded  as  pos- 
fiblc. 

ARTICLE    X. 

For  the  provifions  which  the  commiffary  in  the  field  (hall  atfirfl:  receive 
charge  of,  or  which  may  afterwards  be  invoiced  to  him  from  the  pre(iden- 
cy,  he  will  credit  Account  Current  Bombay  by  the  respedlive  heads  in 
his  general  return  of  receipts  and  iffues  as  per  form  No,  •  iv.  arti- 
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ART.rCLB    XI. 

When  the  commiflary  draws  provUions  from  any  of  the  fixed  ftations 
where  they  have  been  prcvioufly  laid  in  by  the  company,  the  ofiiccr  who 
fuppHes  them  will  deliver  him  an  invoice  thereof  which  he  will,  in  like 
manner,  credit  Account  Current  Bombay  in  his  aforesaid  general  itturn 
No*  ♦  IV. — The  officer  who  thus  delivers  oi^cr  the  provifions  to  the  field 
commiflTary  muft  fend  a  duplicate  of  the  invoice,  with  the  commiflary's  ac- 
knowledgement, to  thc.fccretary  of  the  mihtary  board,  with  the  order  on 
which  delivery  was  made,  in  conformity  to  the  fpidt  of  article  xix  of  these 
regulations. 

ARTICLE    Xir. 

All  provifions-pur<^hafed  in  the  field,  and  delivered  into  the  cha/gc  of 
the  commiflary,  muft  likewife  be  duly  infcrtcd  in  his  general  monthly  re- 
turn No.  •  IV  to  the  crfidit  of  the  persons  from  whom  they  are  re- 
ceived • 

ARTICLS  xiit. 

When  provifions  arc  taken  from  the  enemy,  and  dire&ed  by  proper 
aiuhority  to  be  deemed  the  exclufive  property  of  the  con^pany,  the  com-* 
miflary,  on  taking  charge  of  them  for  the  use  of  the  army,  muft  credit 
x^ccouNT  Current  Bombay  in  the  abovementioned  account.  Wbc/i 
provifions  are  fupplied  in  this  way,  a  valuation  fhould  be  put  on  them,  and 
their  aftual  ftatc  ascertained  by  a  committee  offurvey,  previous  ttf  any 
part  of  them  being  fcrvcd  out  to  the  troops.' 

ARTICLE    XIV. 

As  it  will  frequently  happen  that  provifions  received  nearly  at  the  fame 
period  from  different  quarters,  may  be  at  the  time  of  receipt,  andforfomc 
lime  afterwards,  all  equally  found  and  fit  for  use,  yet,  in  point  of  age  or 
from  other  causes  feme  part  may  (when  confidered  as  a  ftock  for  future 
confumjition)  be  of  greater  value  than  another,  it  obeioufly  tbcrcforc  be- 
comes an  object -of  the  firft  con^^equence  for  the  commiffary  to  take  every 
means  in  his  power  to  ascertain,  as  well  as  can  be  done,  the  true  ftate  of 
provifions  when  they  come  into  his  charge;  and,  fo  far  as  cirpumftances 
admit,  to  iffue  firft  from  the  oldeft,  or  that  which,  from  any  degree  of-da- 
n<agc,  cannot  be  expeftedto  remain  long  in  a  fcrviccable  condition* 

ARTICLB  XV. 

Whenever  the  commiflary  finds  that  there  is  any  ihort  dcHvery  of  pro-, 
vifions  from  the  vcflels  on  which  they  arc  invoiced,  or  that  they  arc  \n 
any  way  damaged,  he  muft  report  the  circumftances  without  loss  of  time 
to  the  commanding  officer  under  whom  he  (crvev,  (or  if  at  the  prefidcncy 
to  the  military  board)  and  draw  out  .an  account  thereofwith  the  prices  of 
the  invoice,  (or  as  he  may  be  dircftcd  to  value  them)  which  being  figned 
by. him,  and  countcrfigncd  by  the  commanding  officer,  (^or  the  fccreiary 
to  the  military  board)  he  will  tender  to  the  commander  of  the  Ihip,  re- 
quiriiig  him  (the  commandct)  at  the  fame  time  to  acknowledge  the  accuracy 
of  thclhott  delivery  or  damage;  or  to  ftate  his  objcftions,  jfhe  has  any, 
on  the  faceof  ihe.account  why  the  fliip -owners  ought  not  to  be  refponfiblc. 
The  commiflary  will  then  tranfmit  the  faid  account  to  the  fecretarv  to  the 
military  board,  with  fuch  explanation  as  may  appear  to  him  neceflary  fox 
convcyingjuft  ideas  of  the  matter. 

ARTICLE   XVI. 

In  cases  where  the  provifions  may  be  received  from  tottellas  or  veflcls 
commanded  by  natives,  when  consequently  difficulty  may  arise  to  a  latis- 
fadlory  adherence  of  the  precaution  directed  by  the  above  article,  it  is  ex- 
pefted,  that  the  commifTary  will  do  his  utmofl  to  obtain  the  bcft  informa- 
tion procurable  for  the  military  board,  andfor  aiding  government  informing 
an  opinion  how  to  proceed  in  recovering  for  loffes  that  may  havc*h^^ppened 
by  carclelTness  or.in  breach  of  a^recnieiu,  ^kti^ 
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ARTICLE   XVI 1. 


Whtnrrcr  provlficms  are  ftippcd  by  the  commiirary,  Tic  rauft  obtain  as 
clear  and  diflinft  rtccifHs  from  the  commanders  or  pcrfons  in  charge  of  the 
Tcflfels  at  the  time  otVmbarkaxion  as  circumftanccs  will  admit,  regarding 
the  number  and  condition  of  caflcs,   bags,  packages  &c.  &c. 


AltTICLE   XVI  H. 

The  commtffary  in  the  field  may,  by  order  of  the  commanding  officer, 
•  lend  any  quantity  of  pro vifions under  his  charge  to  a  fubordinatc  magazine, 

accompanied  with  a  leturn  -thereof  in  dupHcate,    fpecifying  whether   they 

•re  only  a  dcpofit  for  fafcty  or  arc  not  required  for  the  detachment;  one 
•copy  of  which  will  be  returned  to  him  by  the  officer  they  arc  delivered  to, 

with  an  acknowledgement  ofthc  quandty  being    reccik^ed.     This,    with 

the  order  of  the  commanding  officer,  will  be  his  voucher. 

AltTlCIiE    XIX. 

When  any  detachment  is  near  a  fubordinatc  magazine,  from  whence  a 
fcpply  of  provifions  is  required,  the  commiflary  muft  apply  to  the  com- 
SDanding  officer  ofthc  ftation  for  the  fame,  who  will  give  diredions  to  the 
deputy  commiflary,  or  perfon  in  charge  of  the  articles,  to  furnifh  the  whole 
or  fuch  parts  as  he  thinks  c4n  with  propriety  be  fpared,  and  immediately 
dired  an  indent  to  be  made  out  and  forwarded  to  the  military  board  to  rcV 
place  the  quantity  thus  iflucd. 

ARTICLE  XX. 

As  it  is  impolTible  to  form  any  accurate  opinion  of  what  woiild  be  a  pro- 
."pcr  alfowancc  in  the  field  under  the  head  "  wattage"  it  is  direded  that  no 
ipecifi^  per  centagelball  be  admitted  on  the  monthly  accounts,  but  when 
the  fituation  of  the  army  aiMws  of  having  the  ftock  in  hand  weighed  and 
meastired,  the  adlual  deficiency  that  becomes  manifcft  by  this  process  to  be 
t^itered  on  the  month*s  return  (No.  ♦  rv)  in  which  that  procefs  took  place. 
'•— Loffesby  accident,  or  capture  by  the  enemy,  will  of  courfc  be  regular- 
ly brought  under  the  head  of"  profit  and  loss"— But  the  commiflary  is 
hereby  ftridUy  enjoined  to  be  very  explicit  in  his  entries,  and  it  is  required 
that  thofc  for  wattage  and  loss,  in  whatever  way,  be  fupportrd  by  the  moft 
fatisfacVory  certificates  that  can  be  procured.— It  is  further  direded  that  the 
commiflary  fliall  annex  at  the  foot  of  this  account  a  declaration  in  the  fol- 
lowing terms  viz.—"  1  do  hereby  Solemnly  declare  upon  honor  that  after 
^  diligent  enquiry,  »nd  having  ufcd  n>y  utmoft  endeavours  to  ascertain  the 
^*  aftual  diminution  of  provifions,  (otherwise  than  by  the  regular  expendi- 
**  tore),  the  above  insertions  of  wattage,  loflcs  by  accident,  or  capture  by 
^  the  enemy"  (ms  ihe  cast  may  h/^  arc  to  the  bcft  of  my  knowledge 
^*  and  bttiet  true  and  accurate/* 

Asitis  obvious  that  commanding  officers  in  the  field  cannot  go  minutely 
into  examination  ofthc  monthly  accounts  which  the  commiflary  is,  by  the 
foregoing  regulations,  direded  co  render,  it  is  therefore  to  be  clearly  un- 
derftood  that  the  counterfignature  of  commanding  officers  to  fuch  accounts 
is  CO  be  deemed  only  authority  and  tettimony  of  the  general  tranfaflions 
'to  which  the  accounts  relate,  and  con(equently  for  passing  them  after  due 
examinauon;  as  they  arc  fubjeft  to  be  checked  by  eftablifhed  rules  nnd 
-regulations  with  regard  to  quantity  and  qtialiry,  in  conformity  to  the  prin- 
ciple laid  down  for  the  audit  of  cafli  difburfements  whether  for  the  fixed 
4dlowances  or  connngent  charges. 

ARTICLE   XXII. 

No.  ♦  V,  contains  the  forms  for  indents  to  the  commifllary;  and  it  is  to 
%c  obfcrved  as  an  invariable  rule  that  the  total  number  of  people  drawn  for 
i%  to  be  infcrtcd  in  the  indents  both  in  words  and  figures.

Every  ccmmiflary  receiving  charge  of  provifions  Ihall  ascerta&a  their 
Quantity,  a«  well  as  quality,  by  adtual  examinataon  ^f  circumftancct  admit 
thcfcof,  andnot  depend  upon  the  returns  or  accounts  thatmay  be  ^ven 
him,  a^  he  will  be  held  answerable  according  to  his  ftateme«t  of  fcceipta 
upon  taking  charges—and  upon  the  fame  principle  a  commiffiity  deliver- 
ing over  charge  is  held  responfible  for  any  deBcienciesj  or  daaugsof  pfx><- 
vifions-not  accounted  for xo  the  &tbfo6tion of  goveinment. 

ARTfCLl  xxv. 
The  military  board  are  audiorked  at  all  times  to  call  upon  the  eommiA 
faries,-  or  others  in  charge  of  provifions  in  the  miliury  department,*  for  every 
information  they  mayreipire,  and  which  it  may  be  in  the  power  of  the 
commiflaries,  or  perfonsin  charge,  to  give,  respeifling  the  quantity  and  con- 
dition of  the  provifions,  and  alfo  regarding  the  execudve.majiageaicfit.  and 
detail  duty  for  the  preiervadon  and  iflue  thereof. 

ARTICLE  XZVI. 

Commifiaries  and  deputy  commifiaries.at  the  fixed  fiadons  are  notto 
be  fubje&to  temporary  removals  widi  occafional  detachments, .  wicbcuc 
the  previous  fanftion  of  government,  or  the  commanding  oflBcer  of  the 
forces  ;  and  in  either  cafe,  without  .a  regularly  appointed  ilicceflfor  for  the 
dme  being  to  receive  charge.of  the  provifions  in  (lore.

WHEN  provifions  are  diredledto  be  received  by  the  eommiflkry  from 
agents,  contradors,  orotherrauthorizedM  make  the  fupply,  they  are  in« 
variably  to  be  furveyed  -as  his  own  ftore  houses,  and  fuch  as  are  approved 
of  by  the  furveying  committee  to  be  tmiBediately  taken  charge  of  by  hiai, 
.  whose  duty  it  is  to  fee  that  nothing  but  found  and  »hokfome  provifions  are 
Ihipped  off  on  any  occafions  of  fervice.

ARTICLB   t. 

'  It  is  the  duty  of  the  commiflary  of  receipt  and  ifilue  of^  provifions,  x>r 
whoever  officiates  in  that  capacity,  to  fee  that  the  ^  warehouses  contaimng 
grain,  biscuit,  flour  or  fait  provifions  be  kept  as  dry  as  polfible.  He 
fbould  vifit  them  himself  every  two  or  three  days,  and  be  cartfol  that  fiich 
of  the  hoops  of  the  calks  which  may  have  decayed  by  corrofion  fix>m  the 
brine  oozing  through  them  ^may  be  dmely  coopered  and  the  kakage^  if 
any,  immediately  -filled  up.

'To  teplcnifli  the'brine  or  to  asceruin  the  ftateof  it,'Or  ef  the  meat,  it 
is  not  in  general  neceflary  to  open  the  cefks  further  than  atthe.Jbui^ 
when,  if  the  caik  be  full  of  the  liquor  and  it's  fcent  fwee^  it  is  a  furc  pre* 
fage  that  the  meat  is  good.

Grain,  cattle,  and  (heep,  found  in  the  territory  and  villages  of  the  enemy's

For  extraordinary  or  emergent  fcrvice,  the  commiflary  of  ftores  to  indent 
upon  the  agent  at  the  prcfidency,  for  the  number  of  aJditiondl  coolies  or 
[workmen  required;  the  indent  to  fpecify  the  particular  purpose  for  which 
they  are  wanted,  and  the  agent's  bills  for  their  hire  10  be  fent  to  the  fccrctary 
of  the  military  bo-ird,  accompanied  by  tiic  indent  and  certific-ite  from  the 
commiflary  of  flores  of  the  number  employed  each  day,  upon  which  the 
bills  '^ill  be  pa  fled  by  order  of  tht-  board  :  but  it  must  be  understood  that, 
to  fanciion  the  indent  in  the  first  inilance,  the  general  neceffity  for  it  mufl:  be 
pervioufiy  approved  by  the  military  board;  without  which  the  comiriltiry 
is  absolutely  reftraincd  frora  Jiiring  one  man  in  addition  to  his  ordinary 
ellabiifliment.

Thec«>nfiderablc  charge  of  carting  le-idtn  balls,  aiul  cnaking  up  tar- 
paulins, muft  be  obviated  by  these  fervices  being  invariably  performed  by 
the  lascars;  attached  to  the  arsenal,  who,  if  now  unacquainted  therewith, 
ought  to  be  carefully  inftrudled  by  the  commilEiry.  The  taylorsand  (hoe 
makers  of  the  eftablidiment  mull  also  make  up  tht;  cartridge  bags  and  alter 
pouches  when  rtquii^ed,  befides  doing  ihc  ordinary  work  of  the  arsenal  in 
their  respeftive  -profeflions. 

C.  C.  Hid]  Thffcommiffary  of  (lares,  Major  Jeremiah  Hawkes  will

drawing  the  arrack  from  the  ftores  to  recieve  it  at  30  dram:^  per 
gallon,  and  they  are  allowed  to  iffue  it  by  a  meafure  of  3^  drams  per 
gallofii  the  difference  being  an  indemnification  for  cooley-hire  leak- 
age and  waftage^  confcquently  no  charge  for  hamallage  &c:  on  the 
spirits  iffued  in  this  way  will  be  admitted  in  the  public  accounts— 
The  European  troops  receiving  their  pay  in  advance,  a  (toppage 
is  to  be  made  fr  )m  each  man  when  the  pay  is  ifiTued  according  to 
the  time  he  is  paid  up  at  the  foregoing  rate  of  1 6  reas  per  day  in  the 
dry,  and  32  reas  per  day  in  the'rainy  fcafoii:  fuch  men  as  may  be 
fent  to  the  hospital  or  in  other  Gtuations  where  it  would  be  iiiiproper 
to  let.  them  have  spirits,  are  to  have  the  ftoppages  for  arrack  refunded 
apcbrding  to  the  number  of  days  for  which  it  may  have  been  wiih- 
held;  it  is  therefore  to  be  clearly  underll  )od  that  the  men  are  ulti- 
mately to  pay  for  no  more  than  what  they  aftually  receive  according 
to  the  rate  above  specified. 

Commanding  officers  of  European  corps  or  detachments  will  dli. 
reft  the  daily  illue  of  the  spirits  to  be  made  in  fuch  way,  as  they  may 
judge  mod  conducive  to  the  benefit  of  the  troopj*. 

On  the  I  ft  day  of  every  month  the  quarter  mafters  &c.  are  to  fet- 
tle with  the  paymafters  for  the  spirits  received  during  t^e  course  of 
the  preceding  months  and  the  pay  maftersare  to  credit  the  fums  thus 
received  to  military  charges  of  the  year  they  appertain  to  in  their 
cafli  account — In  order  that  the  paymafters  may  poGTess  proper  in- 
formation by  which  to  check  the  paymafters,  by  quarter  matters  <&:c. 
on  this  account,  all  officers  iffuing  spirits  for  payment  from  the  public 
ftores  are  to  deliver  to  the  paymafter  at  the  end,  of  each  month  a 
ftatement  of  the  quantity  iffued  during  the  month :  these  (latements 
are  to  be  fent  with  monthly  accounts  of  receipts  anti  disbursements 
of  the  paymafters  to  the  office  of  audit,  which  will  enable  the  mili- 
tary auditor  general  to  ascertain  whether  the  quarter  matters  have 
been  accurate  in  their  payments,  and  the  paymafters  corre6t  in  the 
fums  credited  by  them. 

Officers  receiving  caflcs  with  the  spirits  from  the  public  ftores,  are 
to  return  them  when  empty  free  of  charge,  which  is  fufficiently  pro- 
vided for  by  the  allowance  of  two  drams  per  galfonfor  this,  and  th'e 
Other  above  specified  purposes.

manner  propofcd  would  be  encreafed  to  an  indefinite  degree,  and  the 
leading  principles  of  the  arrangement  made  in  1796  be  entirely  def- 
Iroyed. 

32d, — 'Among  the  arguments  brought  forward  in  fupportofthe 
fubdivifion  of  the  off-reckonings,  it  has  been  luggefled  that  the  offi- 
cer in  atlual  command  of  a  regiment  during  the  abfence  of  the  co- 
lonel is  expofed  to  additional  expence;  we  are  by  no  means  pre- 
pared to  admit  the  force  of  this  argument;  it  is  not  confiftent  as  we 
undeinand  with  the  praclice  in  his  Majcfly's  or  any  other  fervice, 
that  a  commanding  olficer  fliould  confider  himfelf  as  called  upon  to 
incur  extraordinary  expence  ii  receiving  and  entertaining  the  offi- 
cers of  his  corpj.;  we  fee  noreafon  why  in  our  fervice,  as  in  all  others, 
the  commanding  officer  fhould  not  live  at  mess  with  his  brotbcr  offi- 
cers, without  afieciing  an  expence  which  is  inconfiftent  with  the  fair 
emoluments  of  his  fituaiion:  individu.ils  may  feel  it  difficult  to  break 
through  an  eftablilhed  practice  oFihis  naiure>  however  objeftionable 
and  inconvenient  in  itfelf,  but  it  is  the  duty  of  the  government  to 
difcounienaijce  habits  of  ufelefs  expenfe  incompatible  with  the  well 
rqgulated  condituiion  of  an  army,  and  to  relieve  by  the  weight  of 
itliicirfandionaud admonition  the  fcelingsof  officerj  whomight  other- 
wife 
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wife  be  reluflani  10  depart  from  what  may    have  grown  up  into  a 
geiieial   liabit. 

33di — l'*^<^  excenfion  of  the  di(lribuii.)n  of  the  ofF-reckoning 
fund  to  lieulcnaiucobineliJ  has  been  allu  prDpofed  upon  another  priiu 
ciple  viz.  by  allowing  a  cenain  number  of  il)at  rank  (o  rciire  \wm 
ihe  fei  vict;>  wiih  an  addui  n  (o  their  pay  irom  jIic  fund  ;  but  as  we  are 
ofopiiiion  ihat  the  provihon  already  made  fi)r  thai  clafs  of  otiiccrs 
on  their  rctiiing  Iron)  our  fervtccare  ample  and  oa  a  mure  liberal 
Tcale  than  tl.ai  which  obiain>  in  any  other  Icivice,  as  the  adopeioa  of 
a  meal'ure  of  ihis  nature  would  inlalhbly  occafion  a  great  au^meiita- 
lion  of  expcncc\  and  as  ii  would  proLabiy  lead  to  claims  of  a  fiinilar 
d^rlcription  from  ihe  oJhcersofthe  next  inferior  rank,  we  have  thought 
proper  to  rejetl  the  propofal. 

34th, —  In  fad  we  are  convinced  ihat  the  interefts  of  the  licuic- 
nant  colonels  ase amply  provided  for  in  the  profpeds  heldout  10  then 
by  the  arrangen^cnt  for  diliributing  the  ofl'-rcckoning?,  which  alter 
mature  delibciaiion  we  have  refolved  on,and  which  is  as  follows— 
lit, — That  the  off-reckonings  at  all  the  pr^lidencies  from  the 
regular  corps  of  artillery,  infantry,  anJ  cavalry,  calcuLited  as  abuvc 
directed  be  thrown  into  cme  general  fund.

comnfiiffions  to  iorm  this  li^t,  unkfs  it  fhall  be  thought  proper  by  our 
governments  to  refcrve  any  of  this  clafs  of  ofiicers  for  the  flatf  ap- 
pointments. 

3d,. -That  each  of  the  retired  generals  or  colonels  abovemention- 
ed,  be  allowed  the  fum  of£  543,-15.  per  annum  from  the  ofF-reckon- 
ing  fund,  in  addition  to  the  full  or  half  pay  they  may  be  entitled  to 
according  to  the  length  of  their  aflual  fervicein  India. 

^th, —  That  the  remainder  of  the  ofF-reckoning  fund  be  divided 
among  the  colonels  of  the  regiments  of  infantry^  and  cavalry  and  of 
the  battalions  of  artillery. 

5th,— That  ihe  officers  lad  mentioned  be  all jwed  to  refide  in  Eu- 
rope with  their  fhares  of  (ff-ieckonings  and  their  pay,  fubjed  always  10 
the  court's  orders  for  their  return  to  their  duty  in  India,  and  if  they  de- 
cline foto  do,  I  hey  are  10  reUnquiih  their  (harts  of  ofi-reckonings, 
and  retire  from  the  fervtce  on  their  pay  only. 

6th,— That  when  an  augmentation  of  the  armies  in  India  takes 
place,  increafing  the  general  fund,  the  Ihares  to  the  colonels. above- 
mentioned  m  ^A^/urt^^c^  are  to  be  augmented  accordingly;  on  the 
other  hand  if  the  armies  be  reduced  fo  as  to  diminifh  this  general 
fund  their  fhares  are  to  be  reduced  in  proportion,  it  being  our  ioteniio n 
that  whatever  furplus  remains  after  providing  for  the  retired  lift  in  the 
manner  ftated  in  the  3d  articleit  is  to.be  divided  amoiigfl  the  coloncU 
who  .continue  in  thcfcrvicc.

36ib> — liy  ^be  foregoing  plan  an  opening  is  made  for  an  exter^-

the  oiber  advantages  tliey  will  derive  when  they  come  to  the  higher 
raoks^  the  (ituicion  of  the  lieutenant  cc^lontls  is  greatly  improved,  at 
the  fame  lime  a  liberal  provifion  is  m^de  for  officers  of  the  higher 
•  ranks  whole  conltitutions  may  not  admit  of  iheir  being  employed  in 
atlive  fcrvice,  while  ihofc  who  con.iinuc  in  command  of  regiments  and 
corps  have  rhe  option  of  comin*^  to  Europe  without  a  precife  limita- 
tion of  the  time  of  furlough,  and  with  the  enjoyment  of  a  f*iir  aiidrea- 
ionable  proportion  of  emoluments.
